OF THE 

INSPECTORS-GENERAL OF PRISONS IN IRELAND. 


In the preliminary observations, with which we prefaced our Forty- 
General Report for 1862, we took occasion to note with regret Report. 
the sudden interruption of the diminution of offenders, which — 
had appeared to follow an almost normal rate of decline from the 
termination of the famine down to the close of 1861. We had 
hoped that this arrest would prove to be abnormal and temporary; 
but, on examining the records of the criminal statistics for 1863, 
which bear upon this branch of the subject, we lament to find an 
increase under all the subjoined headings, as compared with 
similar returns for the previous year : —

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secondly, that although the greater aggregate of debtors is 
undoubtedly to be attributed to the pressure of distress, the result 
of our inquiries addressed to the several local authorities has 
been, that, as such distress has not fallen severely on the classes, 
from which the ordinary population of gaols is almost exclusively 
derived, the increase in the number of criminals cannot justly be 
ascribed to this disturbing cause ; thirdly, we would direct notice 
to the striking difference between the percentages of committals 
and of individuals respectively, which is created by th e recom- 
mittals within the year, i.e„ the recurrence of the same individuals 
to prison during that period * This calculation, however, proves, 
by the short duration of the imprisonments thus repeated under 
renewed sentences, that the offences in question were of a less 
grave character: an estimate, indeed, applicable generally to the 
nature of crime in this kingdom, with regard to which, m review- 
ing the past year, we do not feel ourselves called upon to offer 
any special commentary. We pass, therefore, to an analysis of 
the synoptical Tables which are subjoined : 

Table 1, p. vii, shows the total of prisoners of all classes in 
custody on the 1st of January in each year, from 1851 to 1864. 
In 1864 it stood somewhat below that of 1863, but was higher 
than that embracing those in charge on the corresponding day in 
the four years 1859 to 1863, both inclusive. 

Table 3, p. vii, gives a return of the numbers in custody on the 
1st of each month in each year from 1851 to 1863 During 1863 
the aggregate so recorded were m excess of those of 1863, with the 
exception of the months of October and November. The num- 
bers returned during 1863 bear a nearer proportion to those ot 
1858, than to any other year in the Table. _ . 

In Table 3, p. viii, which presents a comparative view ot the 
numbers “confined” in each of the county and borough gaols 
during the years 1863 and 1863, we find, in the latter year, an 
increase of 3,003 (viz., 036 males and 1,077 females) above the 
numbers of 1863. Debtors (who are comprised in this I able, but 
excluded from those following) during 1863 afforded 83 more com- 
mittals than in the previous year, numbering 1,191 (1,104 males and 

87 females), against 1,109 (1,033 males and 77 females) m 1863. 

The localities, in which, during 1863, a marked increase oi cri- 
minal committals occurred, as compared with 1863, were, Dublin 
City 1,554; Cork City, 373; Kildare, 141; Cork County, 130 ; 
Kerry, 97 ; Koscommon, 73 ; Meath, 71; Westmeath, 64 ; Antrim 
(including Belfast) 55; Tyrone, 54; Fermanagh, 46 ; Wicklow, 
45 • on the other hand, in the following jurisdictions the commit- 
tals in 1863 were considerably fewer than those of the previous 
year — Limerick City by 335; Londonderry County and City, 300; 
Wexford County, 133 ; Galway County, 89; Drogheda Town, 83, 
the South Biding of Tipperary, 73 ; Leitrim, 66 ; and Longford, ol. 

* This is particularly remarkable with reference to females, as notwithstanding 
that the increase in the number of female committals during 1863 f° 

1 , 076 , the increase in the daily average number ot females in “Wr™ * . 
during the year ; tile increase in the daily average number of males was 12 1 , although 
the increase in the number of committals of that sex was only 705.

The committals of males during 1803 exceeded those of 1862, 
in 23 of the jurisdictions out of the 41 comprised in the returns. 
In the counties of Cavan and Sligo the aggregates for each year 
differed but by one respectively. Female committals during 1863 
were less than those of 1862 in 22 districts ; but in Kilkenny 
County the same total appears in both years — viz., 79. The daily 
average of prisoners in 1863 (exclusive of debtors)— viz., 3,028'74, 
was higher by 133 (121 males and 12 females) than in 1862. The 
highest aggregate of prisoners in custody at any one time, 4,016, 
was 62 in excess of that in 1862 ; and the lowest aggregate also ex- 
hibits an increase of 34— viz., 2,163 against 2,129. The greatest 
number of males in charge at any one time in 1863 (viz., 2,770) 
was by 86 beyond that of 1862; but females under this heading 
only show an advance of 10— viz., 1,497 in 1863, and 1,487 in 1862°

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Table 4 records the number of committals, and the daily average 
of inmates in each year, from 1854 to 1863 The committals m 
1863, it is to be noted, viz., 33,940, were by 1,781, , oi 5 5 per- 
cent, higher than in 1862, while the daily average of the confined 
rose but by 4 - 6 per cent., owing to the great increase in the aggre- 
gate of short sentences. Between 1861 and 1862 the committals 
advanced 7 per cent, and the daily average number of prisoners 

10 Table e 5 gives a return of the number of committals in 1862 
and 1863, by classes of offences. The number convicted m l 8o 3, 
29,543, were by 2,277 in excess of those so returned for 186^,27,266 
Viewed by sexes, the males “convicted m 1863 (16,244) were by 
1 077 more numerous than in 1862, and the females exceeded, by 
1*200 the “ convictions ” of that sex in the previous year, the 
numbers having been respectively, 13,299 and 12,099. The num- 
bers “ not convicted ” in 1863 were considerably less than m the 
previous year. Under this heading the number returned amounted 

to 3 953 viz., 2,706 males and 1,247 females, while m 1862, 

4,423 came into this category, including 3,073 males and 1,350 
females. The aggregates in custody “for Inal on the 3 1st of De- 
cember in each of the years 1862 and 1863 differed but little ; in 
1862 they numbered 470 (331 males and 139 females), and m 
1863, 444, comprising 326 males and IIS females. 

The committals of prisoners “ convicted at Assizes and Quarter 
Sessions" during 1863-viz., 2,611 (1,947 males and 664 females), 
fell much below the numbers of 1862— viz., 2,985 (2,228 males and 
757 females); this reduction extending to both felons and mis- 
demeanants. The decrease of male convictions at Assizes and 
Quarter Sessions in 1863 was equal to 12’5 per cent., and of females 
to 12 per cent, on the numbers of 186.2. 

With reference to summary convictions, it is to he remarked 
that those of larceny in 1863 — viz., 2,700 (1,470 males and 1,230 
females') approached nearly to similar convictions m the year 
1862 when they amounted to 2,740, including 1,484 males and 
1 256 females; but the convictions of misdemeanants exceeded 
largely those of 1862, and extended to both sexes. In 1868 no 
less than 13,568 convictions of this class took place, comprising 
7,592 males and 5,976 females ; whereas in the previous year they 
numbered hut 11,492, the sexes having been divided into 6,445 
males and 5,047 females. Convictions for “breaches of the Re- 
venue Laws ” (251—214 males and 37 females), were considerably 
in excess of those of 1862, when they reached 198, including 160 
males and 38 females. The convictions for “ Vagrancy ” m 1863 
1,378 (621 males and 757 females), were also higher than m 18b3 
(1,326), but the returns for 1863 include 6 males less than in 
1862 while the females exhibit an advance of 58. The com- 
mittals for“ Drunkenness’’ in 1863,7,500 (embracing 3,350 males 
and 4,150 females) evince a large increase, extending to both 
sexes, as compared with the previous year, when they stood at 
6,868— viz., 3,080 males and 3,788 females. 

’For infraction of the “ Poor Law Acts ” during 1863, 588 
eommittals, 338 males and 250 females, took place; a total 
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slightly below the corresponding aggregate in 1803, when they 
amounted to 594, 334 being of males, and 360 of females. 
“ Military Offenders ” also declined from 410 in 1863, to 304 in 
1863, and committals of “ Dangerous Lunatics ” also were, to a 
trifling extent, fewer in 1863, comprising 048, 408 males and 
335 females, while in 1863, 653, 399 males and 354 females, were 
included in this class. “ Criminal ” Lunatics, on the other hand, 
during 1 863, were represented by 14 males and 6 females, against 
13 males and 4 females in 1863. 

From Table. 6 we learn that the number of individuals (as 
contra-distinguished from committals) committed during 1863 
was 36,637 (17,390 males and 9,347 females), 1,353 (1,011 
males and 341 females) of whom were under 16 years of age 
and 35,385 (16,379 males and 9,106 females) exceeded that 
age-period. In 1863 the number of individuals committed was 
26,034 (16,935 males and 9,089 females), consisting of 1,010 
males and 309 females under 16 years of age, and 15,925 males 
and 8,880 females beyond 16 years. The percentage of increase 
ol individuals committed in 1863, as compared with the previous 
year, was little more than 2 per cent.,* while the increase of com- 
mittals was~5^per cent, as between the two periods — a circumstance 
to be explamed by the great increment of re-committals within 
the year, as proved by the following Table No. 6 (h). 

Of the 26,637 individuals committed in 1863, 18,524 (13 227 
males and 5,297 females, or nearly 70 per cent., underwent their 
first committal within that year (so far as could be ascertained) • 
2,904 of them (1,871 males and 1,033 females) had undergone two 
imprisonments; 1,377 (790 males and 587 females) three; 878 
(398 males and 480 females) four times; 528 (249 males and 
279 females) five distinct imprisonments ; and under the headings, 
marking a still higher rate of committals, there are returned 
2,426 individuals — viz., 755 males, andno less than 1,671 females ; 
a striking evidence of the proneness of recurrence to gaol on the 
part of criminals of tile latter sex, which has been often dwelt on in 
our Annual Reports, and which proves that crime amongst the 
female population of the country is confined to comparatively few 
individuals. The 17,290 males committed during 1863, had 
undergone, so far as could be ascertained from the gaol registries 
and other records, 30,511 imprisonments, or an average of some- 
what more than 1J to each person, while the 9,347 females, 
so dealt with, represented no less than 36,778 times, giving an 
average of nearly 4 imprisonments to each, and affording a strik- 
ing evidence that the result of the discipline applied to females in 
county and borough gaols is not satisfactory. The returns for 
1860, 1861, and 1862 afforded similar results as to the proportions 
ot re -committals of the sexes.

From the foregoing abstract we gather that the age-periods 
“above 16 and not exceeding 81,” and “ exceeding 41,” show the 
greatest increase in 1863, being respectively, by 529 and 532 above 
the same categories in the previous year. Prisoners “above 21 
and not exceeding 31,” were also, in 1863, by 473 in excess of 
1862; the prisoners below 16 years of age alone exhibiting a 
decline (10) in the number committed in 1863, as compared 
with 1862. The most notable increase of males (252) was in the 
age-period “ above 21 and not exceeding 81,” while that of females 
is to be found in the periods “ 16 and not exceeding 21 years” 
(337) and in those “ exceeding 41 yearn of age' (324),

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"With reference to “the state of Education on Committal ,” the 
aggregate of males returned as having been able to read and write 
hears the same proportion to the total as in 1861 and 1862, viz., 
38 per cent., while the females afford a ratio of 16 per cent, against 
15 per cent, in 1862. The proportion of males returned as wholly 
illiterate is 34 per cent., and of females 51 per cent. In 1862 
these proportions were 35 and 51 per cent, respectively. Since 
1861 the returns show no noticeable alteration in reference to 
education ; the relative figures under the several divisions being 
nearly similar. The number of individual prisoners, who attended 
school in 1863, 7,578 (5,386 males and 2,192 females), was some- 
what less than in 1862, 7,787 (5,544 males and 2,243 females); 
but the daily average of pupils was higher, viz., 633 males and 
284 females, against 624 males and 264 females in 1862. _ 

The number of the prisoners of each religious profession com- 
mitted in 1863 gives nearly similar proportions of the whole, as 
in the two previous years; the members of the Established Church 
numbering 3,512, or 10*35 per cent. ; the Presbyterians 882, or 
2 60 per cent.; and the Roman Catholics 29,263, equal to 86*22 
per cent. In 1862 the different persuasions bore the following 
proportions, respectively: — the Established Church, 10*39 per 
cent.; the Presbyterian, 2*61 per cent.; the Roman Catholic, 86*3 
per cent.

The following Tables have been compiled to furnish the num- 
ber of convictions, sentences, &c., &c., of the juveniles (i-e. persons 
not exceeding 16 years of age) committed within the past year, 
thus separating them from the adults, with whom they are inter- 
mixed in the foregoing Tables and remarks. 

From Table 12 we learn that the committals of juveniles during 
1863 (1,331) were somewhat (10) less than in the previous year, 
although the aggregate committals to gaols afforded an increase.

, The number of juveniles convicted at assizes and sessions dur- 
ing 1863, was 74 males and 17 females; in 1862, 84 males and 23 
females came into this category, while the total of those sum- 
marily dealt with in 1863 (820 males and 204 females) was by 8 
males and 13 females in excess of the return under this heading 
m 1862. Summary convictions, it has been already remarked, 
considerably increased in 1863 among prisoners of all ages, while 
on the other hand convictions at assizes and sessions decreased 
as compared with 1862. 
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The number of those acquitted in 18.63 were 180 males and 36 
females; in 1862 they consisted of 202 males and 29 females. 

The aggregates of. juvenile “ workhouse offenders,” 65 (58 males 
and 7 females), and of “ offenders on leaving the workhouse" 32 
(28 males and 4 females), are in both instances in excess of the 
corresponding totals in 1862, viz., respectively, 57 (45 males and 
12 females), and 25 (21 males and 4 females).

Summary No. 13 supplies the number of individual juveniles 
committed during 1863, and from it we learn that the 1,074 male 
committals in this class of prisoners were placed on 1,011 in- 
dividuals, while the 257 female committals embraced 241. During 
1862, 1,010 males and 209 females, not exceeding 16 years of age, 
were sent to the several county and borough gaols ; and thus the 
returns of 1863 include 1 male and 32 females more than those of 
1862. During 1863, 45 males and 14 females were twice com- 
mitted, and 9 males and 1 female thrice. In 1862, 61 males and 
15 females were twice, 12 males and 3 females thrice, 1 male and 
2 females four times , and 2 females five times committed within 
that year.

In the abstracts numbered 14, 15, and 16, we note the sentences 
passed on juvenile prisoners in 1863, during which period 3 males 
were sentenced to penal servitude, and 876 males and 330 females 
to definite terms of imprisonment in the county and borough gaols ; 
4 males and 3 females were committed for unlimited periods, 1 
male was committed for non-payment of a fine, and in the cases of 
10 males sentence was respited or not passed. 

In 1863, 4 males and 1 female were sentenced to penal ser- 
vitude ; 881 males and 209 females to defined terms of imprison- 
ment ; 8 males and 2 females were committed for undefined terms, 
and 3 males for non-payment of fines. 

From Table 17 it appears, that of the 1,116 sentences awarded 
to juveniles in 1863, 939, or 84 per cent., were for terms not ex- 
ceeding a month, giving an average imprisonment of 15 days and 1 
hour . During 1862, 940 persons received similar sentences, which 
afforded an average of 15 days. The sentences above referred to 
include the preliminary imprisonments of 173 persons (130 males 
and 43 females) ordered to be transferred to reformatory schools, 
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as established under the 21st and 22nd Vic., cap. 103. Of these, 
152 are stated to have been sent to reformatories, 16 were for 
various reasons rejected by the authorities of the schools, 2 were 
discharged by order of the Executive, and in 3 cases the gaol 
sentences had not expired on the 31st December.

Table 18 sets forth the condition as to parentage of the juve- 
niles committed in 1863, and from it we gather that 225, or nearly

Table 20 summarizes the “ state of education on committal ” of 
the juvenile prisoners in 1863, with the result that 228 males, or 
nearly one-fourth of the entire, and J05 females, or nearly one-hcilf 
were found to be wholly illiterate. Nearly one-tliird of the males 
(365) were returned as having been able to read and write, while 
of the females, 46 only, or little more than one-sixth , were educated 
up to this standard. The number of juveniles stated to have been 
able to read imperfectly (viz., 241 males and 61 females) amounted 
to about one-fourth of those of each sex who were committed. 
The proportion of the wholly illiterate committed in 1862 was 
nearly one- third oj each sex. Those who could read and write when 
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committed, in 1862, bore the same proportion to the whole, as in 
1863, namely, one-third of the males and one-sixth of the females.

Table 21, under the heading “ Established Church,” exhibits 
a decrease of 1 male and an increase of 9 females as compared 
with 1862. The prisoners of the Presbyterian profession also 
exceeded by 8 males and 1 female the numbers returned in 1862; 
but among prisoners of the Roman Catholic Church there appears 
a decline of 25 males and an increase of 4 females as compared 
with 1862. 

Lunatics. 

We have for several years dwelt at considerable length in our 
Annual Reports, on the great abuses and the fearful mischiefs con- 
sequent on the operation of the Act 1st Viet., ch. 27, under which 
the insane are committed to our gaols. In our Report for 1862 we 
pointed out how we considered those evils could be remedied, and 
we expressed an opinion that the Irish law should be assimilated 
to that of England in their regard ; in that Report we devoted a 
considerable space to the elucidation of the subject, and the expe- 
rience of the past year has fully proved the correctness of our views. 
We could add many facts which have come under our notice during 
that period and which strengthen the conclusions at which we have 
arrived, but we deem it unnecessary to lengthen this Report by 
further dwelling on the subject, and, therefore, now merely subjoin 
the statistical tables of Committals of Lunatics under the Act 1st 
Vic. ch. 27. We likewise have added the number of sane prisoners 
subtracted from prison discipline and placed as keepers over them, 
together with the offences with which such prisoners stood charged. 

The following are the numbers of lunatics committed under the 
provisions of the Act 1st Vic., ch. 27, as “ dangerous,” to the 
various bridewells of Ireland during the last three years : —

Although female lunatics are committed to ordinary bridewells, 
there is no power vested in the authorities of the gaols legally to 
appoint female officers to these institutions.

As the gaol authorities cannot compel sane prisoners to act as 
keepers over lunatics, it becomes necessary that such, as undertake 
the office, should be induced to do so by the promise of extra diet, 
and other indulgences incompatible with the discipline of a place 
of punishment. "The Governor has no power of selection, but must 
accept any prisoners who volunteer to discharge the duties; it, 
therefore, frequently happens that the insane, who suffer under a

disease, the treatment of which demands the greatest care, attention, 
and temper, who, moreover, in an asylum, would be under the 
charge of intelligent, respectable, and skilled attendants of a superior 
class, are in the gaol assigned to the care of criminals convicted of 
homicides, burglaries, and brutal assaults, who are bribed by a 
remission of their punishments to take charge of patients frequently 
unable to complain of any ill-treatment, which they may undergo. 

Seven hundred and thirty-five sane prisoners (486 males and 
249 females) were employed to tend the insane confined in the 
gaols during the year 1863; in some instances two and even three 
were required to control a single lunatic when very violent, or sub- 
ject to strong suicidal tendencies, especially in gaols where the 
insane are confined in the nnheated flagged cells of old prisons. 

_ tllese 735 sane prisoners placed in charge of lunatics in the 
different gaols of Ireland, 648 were criminals convicted of grave 
offences, and under sentences of various terms of imprisonment with 
hard labour, 14 being convicted of homicide, 13 of rape, or of 
indecent assaults; 3 of firing at or wounding; 6 of attaching 
houses; 10 of burglary, and 205 of malicious and other assaults. 


Dietary eor all the Gaols. 


Prison Dietary.— Class 1, Males — Breakfast— 8 oz. meal, in stirabout, and half 
pint new milk. Dinner — 14 oz. bread, and 1 pint new milk. 

Class 2 , Females.— Breakfast— 7 oz. meal, in stirabont, and half pint new milk 
Dinner — 12 oz. bread and f pint new milk. 

Class 3, Males and Females under fifteen years.— Breakfast— 5 oz. oatmeal, and 
hall pint new milk. Dinner — not less than 8 oz. brown bread, and 1 pint of soup 
Supper — 4 oz. brown bread. 1 ‘ 


Dietary for prisoners whose term of imprisonment shall not exceed one Calendar 
Mouth.— Glass 1 , Males — Breakfast— 8 oz. meal, in stirabout, and half pint new 
unlit. Dinner — 14 oz. bread, and 1 pint oatmeal gruel, or vegetable soup. 

Class 2 , Females — Breakfast — 7 oz. meal, in stirabout, and half pint new milk. 
Dinner— 1 2 oz. bread, £ pint oatmeal gruel, or vegetable soup. 

Class 3, -Males and Females under fifteen years.— Breakfast — 5 oz. meal, in stir- 
about, and half pint new milk. Dinner— not less than 8 oz. brown bread, and 1 
pint soup. Supper — 4 oz. brown bread. 

The prisoners included in Class 1 , if committed for not less than two months may 
in cold weather, and if employed in exhausting labour (should it he certified as 
proper by the medical officer), receive for breakfast 9| oz. meal, and for dinner 
1 lb. of bread, or an equivalent portion of potatoes. 

The meal may be Indian meal, or oatmeal, or rye meal. Rice may be used 
instead, but only in conjunction with meal, and then in the proportion of 2 oz of 
rice to 6 of meal. Instfead of new milk, buttermilk may be used, in the proportion 
of half a pint of new milk to one pint of buttermilk. 

The bread shall consist of either of the following substances: 

1 . Seconds flour. 

2. Half seconds flour and half Indian meal. 

3. Whole wheat meal. 

4. Rye. 

5. Rye and barley meal. 


Provided that if rye or rye and barley bread be used, the equivalents shall he 
16 oz. of rye or rye and barley bread for J4 oz. of wheaten or Indian meal, and also 
in proportion for the other quantities. 

Potatoes may he substituted for the stirabout or bread, in each meal, in the fol- 
lowing proportions: —

Repor t. Although the gaols have been generally healthy as regards 
epidemic disease, the deaths in 1863 amounted to 80 (including 4 
executions), or 1 in 477, thus indicating the greatest proportionate 
mortality in any year since 1852; in 1862 they numbered 66, or 
1 in 548; in 1861 they were 61, or 1 in 549; in 1860 they were 
48, or 1 in 706 ; in 1859 they amounted to 65, or 1 in 549 ; in 1858 
they were 38, or 1 in 1,000. 

We find, however, that, of the 80 prisoners who died in 1863, 
39 were committed as dangerous lunatics ; others, although luna- 
tics, were not committed as such.

The expenses of gaols have decreased during the past year by 
£1,118 12s. 9 d . ; and of bridewells, by £76 16s. 5 \d. 

The total average cost per annum of each prisoner, in 1863, 
£25 6s. Ilf d., was rather less than in the previous year, viz., 
£26 18s. 6^7., the difference being caused by the increase in the daily 
average number confined (viz., 3,179 against 3,034 in the previous 
year), which naturally diminishes the average cost of each indivi- 
dual prisoner, whose share of the general expenses, including salaries 
of officers, is less in proportion, as the numbers in gaols are larger. 
A striking illustration of this latter principle is afforded by a detailed 
examination of the local circumstances, and of the expenditure of 
each gaol separately. Thus, we find, that the county of Louth, 
the smallest in Ireland, embracing an area of only 315 square miles, 
contains two prisons, those of Dundalk and Drogheda, with their 
regular staffs of superior officers, Local Inspectors, Chaplains of the 
several denominations, Medical Attendants, and Governors, being 
the same in number as those of Cork (viz. the County and City 
Gaols), with its area of 2,885 miles, the greatest breadth of which, 
extending from east to west, comprises a distance nearly equal to 
that intervening from sea to sea between the metropolis and the 
town of Galway; and that the whole cost of each individual 
prisoner in the County Gaol of Antrim, at Belfast, has never during 
any one of the last five years amounted to more than £15, while 
at Carlow the same item has risen to no less a sum than £75, one 
inmate in the latter thus representing an outlay as great 2 &Jive in the 
former. Such are the anomalies and inequalities produced by the 
observance of the arbitrary division into counties, in dealing with 
the criminal population.

— Adaptation of the female cells to the “ separate 
system” completed, as well as the heating apparatus, which is in 
full working order. 

Dublin City {Richmond Bridewell). — A shed for the hospital, 
kitchen, bath, and water-closets for lunatics completed, as has been 
also the hall, with a stove, for the latter, adapted from the building 
formerly containing the capstan mill ; and a large yard created by 
removing party Avails. A new building for the reception of officers 
and their families in progress. 

Dublin City {Grangegormank—Thss plan of a new section for 
establishing “ separation” about to be carried out. 

Kilkenny County and City. — A drying-room has been completed, 
as also six lavatories, three for each sex; a separation has been 
erected between the quarters of the master and pauper debtors; 
a shower-bath for the females has been provided, and a judicious 
alteration in the chapel has been effected. 

Limerick County. — An almost entire reconstruction and adapta- 
tion of the prison to “ separation” is in progress. 

Londonderry. — A new drying-closet on the female side, a room 
for visiters to prisoners, and a fumigating room provided. It is 
contemplated to adapt a portion of the prison to a school-room. 

Louth {Drogheda).— auxiliary cistern and additional apart- 
ments for turnkeys ; a new laundry and a room for female debtors 
have been provided ; six sheds for' stone-breaking have been erected, 
and several minor alterations have been carried out.

Antrim. — No adequate provision for the reception of female 
lunatics, and no quarters for female debtors, the building having 
been originally designed for a bridewell and house of correction 
only, and not for a county prison. 

Armagh. — The hospital is limited and defective as to baths ; the 
laundry is unpartitioned, as is also the front seat in the chapel, 
which is used for schooling. Additional stone-sheds required, and 
a tramway for the conveyance of heavy stones. N o proper quarter 
for female debtors, who are consequently confined in criminal cells. 

Carlow. — No reception-ward, nor regular drying-room, nor mar- 
shalsea for pauper debtors. 

Cavan.- — The tread- wheel un partitioned ; the hospital and laundry 
very defective. A drying-room, baths for general use, covered 
lavatories, a reception-room for females, and quarters for female 
debtors of both classes required. 

Clare. — The laundry, the tread-wheel, and the stone-sheds are 
tmpartitioned, the drying-room is not heated, and there are no baths 
in the hospital. 

Cork County. — The laundry is imperfect ; the hospitals are in- 
conveniently placed, and unprovided with fixed baths, and there is 
ho water-closet on the female side. 

Cork City. — Some work-rooms unpartitioned, as are also the 
laundry (which is inconveniently placed), and the seats for prisoners 
awaiting their turn on the tread-wheel. 

Donegal.^— The sewerage is ineffective ; the accommodation for 
the Governor is very limited ; the laundry is small and unparti- 
tioned; the drying-room a mere makeshift; and there are no 
covered lavatories, nor a bath in the male hospital. A reception- 
room for females, and proper quarters for debtors of both sexes are 
further req uired. 

Down.— -Solitaries not artificially heated ; no accommodation for 
female debtors ; hospitals limited, and not furnished with water- 
closets or fixed baths. 

Dublin County- — Ironing-room and male school-room require to 
be stalled ; the flagging in the marshalsea very bad. 

Dublin City (Grangegorman).^- Water-closets and lavatories re- 
quired for the extension of the separate system, as well as partitions 
in the laundry, ironing-room, and school-room. 

Fermanagh — No chapel; laundry and drying-room defective; 
no baths for general use ; imperfect quarters for male, and none for 
female debtors. 

Galway County. — Partitions for the tread- wheel are required; 
reception-rooms, a laundry, a drying-room, and a proper kitchen 
are all wanting, as well as fixed baths and ■water-closets in the 
hospital. There is but one yard common to both classes of male 
debtors, and none for females, whose department is very unsatis- 
factory. 
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Galway Town. — This gaol is wanting in so many of the ordinary 
statutable requirements specified in the Prisons Act as to be unfit 
to be classed with similar institutions elsewhere. 

Ferry. — There are no reception wards for either sex ; no separate 
quarters for male debtors of the two denominations; no bath for 
females, nor marslialsea for debtors of this sex, nor an adequate 
number of yards for the criminal classes ; the drying-room is almost 
useless. On the male side there is but one yard for debtors of 
both classes. The tread-wheel, stone sheds, and laundry are not 
partitioned. 

Kildare. — Provision for female debtors very inadequate ; heating 
apparatus imperfect. 

Kilkenny County and City. — Gas required in the cells in winter, 
A complete separation between the male and female prison much 
needed. 

Kings Comity. — Reception-rooms, a proper laundry and drying- 
room, and covered lavatories are required. There is but one yard 
common to both classes of male debtors. No gas in the cells. 

Leitrim. — No proper drying-room ; no partitions in the laundry, 
which is defective ; no female school-room ; male marslialsea defec- 
tive.; and no yard for debtors and prisoners in contempt, belong- 
ing to the other sex. The chapel is badly arranged, prisoners of 
both sexes being able to see each other. 

Limerick County The defects will be obviated by the almost 

entire reconstruction of the prison. 

Limerick City. — The whole structure is most inconvenient, and 
ill-adapted for classification and supervision ; the female accommo- 
dation is very defective ; there are no reception-rooms, no covered 
lavatories, and no drying-room; the laundry is inadequate and 
unpartitioned ; and there is no proper division of the marslialsea. 

Londonderry. — No proper division for female debtors ; partitions 
required in the lavatories and school-rooms for both sexes, and high 
seats for the officers in the chapel. 

Longford. — The laundry small and unpartitioned, and the dry- 
ing-room useless; no due provision for debtors; a bath required 
for the female hospital. Some of the locks imperfect, as well as 
some of the hot-water pipes in the female prison. 

Louth , Dundalk. — The heating of the punishment cells is imper- 
fect ; the drying-room requires to be fitted up, the windows of the 
hospital to be furnished with glass louvers, and a wall to be erected 
between the male stone-sheds and the female exercising yard. A 
more complete separation between the criminal classes and the 
debtors of both sexes is necessary. 

Drogheda. — The chief structural defects are the want of proper 
debtor accommodation, and the position of the solitary cells for 
both sexes, which nearly adjoin each other, and are not heated. 

Mayo — A drying-room, a reception-room for females, with a bath 
attached, quarters for debtors of this sex, baths in the hospital, 
and partitions in the school-rooms, are required; chapel incon- 
venient, and male marshalsea defective. 

Meath. — The tread- wheel and laundry unpartitioned ; the dry- 
ing-room a mere makeshift; no due provision for debtors; no 
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covered lavatories, nor baths attached to the reception-rooms, and 
the hospital inconvenient. 

Queens County The marshalsea is inadequate, there being but 

one building and one yard common to both master and pauper 
debtors. 

Roscommon . — The sewerage is indifferent ; there is an inadequate 
provision for male debtors, and none for females; the chapel is 
badly constructed ; there are no reception-rooms for either sex ; the 
laundry is small and unpartitioned, as are also the stone-sheds; 
there are no stalls for the tread-wheel relief-men, no covered lava- 
tories, except in the new female prison ; and in the quarter assigned 
to the females there is no bath. 

Sligo. — The tread- wheel and laundry require to be partitioned; 
there are no reception-wards with baths attached ; no drunkards’ 
cells, no covered lavatories, no baths on the male side, and no 
water-closets in the hospitals. 

Tipperary , Nenagh. — The school-rooms and laundry are unpar- 
titioned, and the hospitals are unprovided with fixed baths and 
water-closets. The drying-room and punishment cells are imper- 
fect, and there is no provision for female debtors of both classes. 

Tipperary , Clonmel. — There are no water-closets in the hospitals, 
there is no provision for female debtors, and the male laundry is 
unpartitioned. 

Tyrone. — No due provision for debtors of either sex ; no solitaries 
for females ; no fumigating room ; the tread- wheel and laundry are 
unpartitioned ; hospital defective, and the female lavatories. 

Waterford County and City. — Ventilation imperfect; sheets 
deficient. 

Westmeath. — The school-rooms and mill-shaft require to be 
stalled, the chapel to be artificially heated, and the bath (attached 
to the store) to be supplied with hot water from the cookhouse 
boiler. 

Wexford. — The hospital has but one staircase in common to both 
sexes ; the sewerage defective ; gas required in the cells. 

Wicklow. — The hospital is limited and defective, and without 
water-closets, baths, and a proper exercising yard ; the marshalsea 
for males is imperfect, there being but one yard for “ masters” and 
“ paupers,” and there is no provision for female debtors. 


Administrative Deficiencies. 

Antrim . — Penal labour is not distinctively carried out, the use 
of the crank-pump for a very short period alone falling within this 
category. Chaplains’ journals not properly signed. 

Armagh . — Distinctive punitive labour does not exist here. By- 
laws for the enforcement of “ separation” required, but about to 
be supplied. Detector clocks are also wanting. 

Carlow .— No school for either sex, and no night patrol. Some 
forms wanting. 

Cavan . — Female classification very imperfect. No tell-tale clocks. 

Clare . — Female education imperfect; another detector clock re- 
quired.

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Cork County. — No attention is given to the selection of handi- 
craftsmen as turnkeys. A General Visitors’ Book is required. 

Cork City . — No tell-tale clocks; no suitable by-laws; some of 
the approved forms wanting, and the schooling rather limited. 

Donegal . — Female classification is imperfect. Both sexes take 
their meals in association ; male industrial as well as punitive labour 
is confined almost wholly to stone-breaking. The schoolmaster 
not regularly trained, and no tell-tale clocks. 

Down. — Only one tell-tale clock. “ Daily Employment Book” 
wanting. 

Dublin City ( Grangegorina n ) . — Some of the prison books imper- 
fectly kept ; gross irregularities in the accounts. Schooling reported 
to be “ middling .” Only one tell-tale clock. 

Fermanagh. — Male industrial labour very limited, and punitive 
labour consists only of pumping for a short period daily. No tell- 
tale clocks. The Discharge Book most imperfectly kept. 

Galway County. — Classification of females very imperfect; no 
schooling for this sex, and but scanty industrial employment. The 
male schooling, as well as industrial employment, limited; no 
intern patrol at night on their side of the prison; no tell-tale 
clocks; no Chaplains’ Journals; Dietary Book not properly kept. 

Galway Toivn. — Classification very imperfect; industrial em- 
ployment not stimulated; male school almost a nullity, and none 
for females ; the staff inadequate and ill-paid ; no tell-tale clocks ; 
Inspection of Provision Book not of the approved form. 

Kerry . — Female supervision inadequate ; schooling limited. 

Kildare. — Night-patrol inefficient; only one tell-tale clock; 
classification not always correctly observed. 

Kilkenny County and City. — Industrial labour very limited; 
schooling imperfect ; only one detector clock in use. 

King's County. — Both classification and schooling for females 
imperfect; only one detector clock. 

Leitrim . — Only one tell-tale clock; industrial labour limited; 
female classification imperfect. 

Limerick City. — Classification imperfect ; industrial employment 
limited, and only one detector clock. 

Londonderry. — Punitive labour undefined; only one tell-tale 
clock ; a want of handicraftsmen among the turnkeys ; some of the 
approved forms of gaol books not in use. 

Longford. — Only one tell-tale clock; female schooling inefficient. 

Louth , Dundalk. — Only one tell-tale clock; handicraftsmen 
among the turnkeys required. 

Drogheda. — No education for females; punitive labour almost a 
nullity, and industrial labour very limited. 

Mayo. — Classification, especially among the females, inadequate. 

Meath. — Female classification inadequate; only one tell-tale 
clock ; industrial labour limited. 

Monaghan . — Pending the framing of by-laws for carrying out 
separation, it is only necessary to state that a very lax system of 
discipline prevails. 

Roscommon . — Supervision of females inadequate; industrial 
labour scanty ; but one tell-tale clock ; Chaplains’ Journals not sub- 
mitted and signed. 
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Slif/o- — Female classification and schooling imperfect; no tell- 
tale clock. 

Tipperary (Clonmel). — Female classification very imperfect; 
schooling hitherto limited. 

Tyrone — Females associated in the laundry; only one detector 
clock; a greater variety of school-books required; some of the 
approved gaol-books not in use ; visits of Chaplains below the pre- 
scribed minimum. 

Waterford County and City. — Only one detector clock; the 
visits of the Protestant Chaplain below the prescribed minimum. 

Wexford. — Only one tell-tale clock; “ hard labour" rather 
limited. 

Wicklow. — -Remunerative labour limited ; only one detector 
clock. 

Westmeath.— Only one tell-tale clock. 

In the general observations upon the condition of gaols in 
Ireland, with which we concluded our Report for the year 1862, 
we stated that we refrained from dealing at large with the ques- 
tion of improving prisons, inasmuch as we felt bound to abide— 
firstly, the result of the Royal Commission for holding an inquiry 
into the Convict management throughout the United Kingdom; 
conceiving that such inquiry might affect, though not immediately, 
our county and borough gaols ; and secondly, that of the Select 
Committee of the House of Lords, appointed to examine into 
the discipline of the prisons of Great Britain (Ireland not being 
included within the scope of their consideration), whose proceed- 
ings would necessarily involve an elucidation of general principles 
and of modes of administration, and finally tend to legislation, 
probably embracing this portion of the kingdom. 

With regard to the first it appears that the Report does not 
travel out of the immediate subject-matter assigned for investiga- 
tion, and consequently does not extend to the department in which 
we are engaged; but the second is of vital importance to our 
interests; a voluminous mass of evidence having been collected, 
and the Committee, to adopt their own language, having “ endea- 
voured, as far as lay in their power, to summon for examination 
witnesses, who, from official position or from known differences of 
personal opinion, might in some sense be said to represent the 
various schools of -thought and practice, which the administration 
of our prisons has developed.” 

They have further based upon such evidence certain proposi- 
tions for legislative interference, some of which, unquestionably, 
will ultimately become the law ; we therefore feel that the obliga- 
tion continues of abstinence on our part from urging the local 
authorities to the adoption of any extensive changes, -which might 
prove to fall short of, or to be in conflict with the requirements 
hereafter to be embodied in a statute.

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Although, as stated above, an inquiry into the condition of the 
prisons of Ireland was not contemplated, when the Select Committee 
of the House of Lords was formed, during the course of the investi- 
gation, and almost at its close, I received, in my capacity, I presume, 
of Senior Inspector-General, a summons to attend, which, unfor- 
tunately, I was unable to comply with, the notice having been too 
brief to allow me to re-cast my official engagements. I greatly 
regret that thus an opportunity was not afforded to me of submit- 
ting such evidence, as might have been required of me, which, if 
not direct, would at least have been collateral to the matters com- 
mon to both jurisdictions. I have, therefore, felt it to be my 
duty to supply, as far as is possible, the omission of the Irish 
prisons from the investigation, by carefully examining the ana- 
lysis of the evidence taken before the Committee, and the deduc- 
tions drawn from it by them, and as these have been thrown into 
paragraphs, each containing a separate branch of the general sub- 
ject, I have strictly followed the form in conveying the statements 
and remarks, which I venture to offer. With this view I take the 
several headings of the Report seriatim , pointing out where the 
evils enumerated exist in the same, or in a similar degree in this 
country; how far the remedies suggested appear to be applicable 
here, where differences are found both in the machinery of ad- 
ministration, and in practice ; and in fine I attempt to place myself 
in the same position, which I should have occupied, if I had been 
subjected to a viva voce examination. 

It is proper, however, to add, that for the expression of accord- 
ance with the general principles of the Report, and for the opinions 
embracing points of detail, I am solely responsible, inasmuch as 
my colleague, with whom, I am happy to state, I have always 
maintained the closest personal relations, and on whose part, in 
the great majority of our official proceedings, I have experienced 
entire concurrence and co-operation, feels bound, conscientiously, 
to withhold his assent.

I. The inequality , the uncertainty , and the insufficiency of 
punishment , which arise from the wide difference in construction, 
labour, discipline, and diet , are impressively pointed out, and 
corresponding remedies are suggested. Those evils are all to be 
found in Ireland, with the single exception of the latter; a 
perfectly uniform dietary having been established here from an 
early period, and a rigid adherence to it observed; the only 
normal exemptions being limited— 1st, to lunatics, whom it is 
impossible to include in a criminal category; 2nclly, to their sane 
attendants, who volunteer for this disgusting and dangerous duty, 
and who, if not supplied with additional food, might be easily 
tempted to withhold a portion of the provisions allocated to the 
unhappy beings under their charge; and lastly, to young children, 
not criminals , who by a “pia frausf are permitted to accompany 
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their mothers, when committed. A reference to Table XVII. in 
the Appendix annexed to this Keport, will show how charily the 
Medical Officers exercise their discretionary right, to direct the 
issue of “ extra diet” to any other prisoners, who are not occu- 
pants of the hospitals, by virtue of, and in accordance with, the 
subjoined section : — 


19 & 20 Victoria, cap. 68, section 16. 

“Every committed prisoner in any prison in Ireland, whether of 
ability to maintain himself or herself or not, shall be supplied with food 
at the public expense, and it shall not be lawful for any such prisoner to 
use, accept, or receive any food or liquor other than the prison allowance 
supplied under the Prisons Act and this Act, unless in such cases as the 
Medical Officer of such prison shall, by certificate under his hand, declare 
that some other food or liquor shall be necessary for such prisoner, and in 
such case the reasons for granting such certificate shall be inserted by 
such Medical Officer in his journal ; and if such food or other liquor so to be 
ordered by such certificate shall be continued for any time exceeding one weth 
from the date of such certificate, a notice thereof in writing shall be given by 
such Medical Officer to the Inspectors- General of Prisons .” 

Further, this dietary* which has been during many years subjected 


* Dietary for all the Gaols. 


Prison Dietary — Class 1, Males — Breakfast— 8 oz. meal, in stirabout, and half 
pint new milk. Dinner — 14 oz. bread, 1 pint new milk. 

Class 2, Females — Breakfast— 7 oz. meal, in stirabout, and half pint new milk. 
Dinner — 12 oz. bread and jf pint new milk. 

Class 3, Males and females under fifteen years— Breakfast— 5 oz. oatmeal, and 
half pint new milk. Dinner — Not less than 8 oz. brown bread, and 1 pint of soup. 
Supper — 4 oz. brown bread. 

Dietary for prisoners whose term of imprisonment shall not exceed one Calendar 
Month — Class 1 , Males — Breakfast— 8 oz. meal in stirabout, and half pint new 
milk.

Class 2 , Females.— Breakfast 7 oz. meal, in stirabout, and half pint new milk. 
Dinner — 12 oz. bread, £ pint oatmeal gruel, or vegetable soup. 

Class 3, Males and Females under fifteen years.— Breakfast— 5 oz. meal, in stir- 
about, and half pint new milk. Dinner — not less than 8 oz. brown bread, and 1 
pint soup. Supper — 4 oz. brown bread. 

The prisoners included in Class 1 , if committed for not less than two months, may, 
in cold weather, and if employed in exhausting labour (should it be certified as 
proper by the Medical Officer), receive for breakfast 9£ oz. meal, and for dinner, 

1 lb. of bread, or an equivalent portion of potatoes. 

The meal may be Indian meal, or oatmeal, or rye meal. Rice may be used 
instead, but only in conjunction with meal, and then in the proportion of 2 oz. of 
rice to 6 of meal. Instead of new milk, buttermilk may be used, in the propor- 
tion of half a pint of new milk to one pint of buttermilk. 

The bread shall consist of either of the following substances : 

1. Seconds flour. 

2 . Half seconds flour and half Indian meal. 

3. Whole wheat meal. 

4. Rye. 

5. Rye and barley meal. 

Provided that if rye or rye and barley bread be used, the equivalents shall be 
16 oz. of rye or rye and barley bread for 14 oz. of wheaten or Indian meal, and also 
m proportion for the other quantities. 

Potatoes may be substituted for the stirabout or bread, in each meal, in the fol- 
lowing proportions : —

It is strongly recommended that, as to preserve the health, variety of food is as 
necessary as a full supply, the substitution of potatoes for bread at dinner may be 
made whenever practicable, twice or three times in each week. 
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to searching experience, appears to have attained fairly the proper 
mean in the scale ; being on the one hand so low as to offer no 
inducement to the idle and profligate section of the population out- 
side, such as vagrants and petty pilferers; while on the other the 
small proportion of deaths to the aggregate of inmates, and the 
general sanitary condition, which has prevailed among the latter, 
since the termination of the great famine and its consequences, 
attest its sufficiency to maintain an immunity from physical and 
mental deterioration. 

The question of diet, therefore, not affecting this country, we 
proceed to the recommendation of the Committee 

“ That there should be established without delay, a system 
approaching as nearly as possible to a uniformity of treatment 
and labour. 

“ That whilst industrial occupation should in certain cases 
form a part of prison discipline, the more penal element of that 
discipline is the chief means of exercising a deterrent influence, 
and, therefore, ought not to he weakened * as it has been in some 
gaols, still less entirely to be withdrawn. 

“ That the separate system must now he accepted as the foun- 
dation of prison discipline, and that its rigid maintenance is a vital 
principle to the efficiency of count}?- and borough gaols. 

“ That separation has a twofold aspect — 1 st, that seclusion 
which results from the mechanical construction of the prison and 
its cellular arrangement ; and 2ndly, that separation of the 
prisoner from his fellows which is dependent upon system and 
discipline, as apart from the material separation of the cells.” 


On Separation by Construction * 

“ That the difficulties arising out of the expense of a recon- 
struction of many prisons; might be obviated by allowing a cer- 
tain proportion of cells below the average standard (viz., that of 
Pentonville Prison, thirteen feet long by seven wide) to be certi- 
fied and sanctioned, it being understood that the occupants of 
those cells shall consist of prisoners undergoing short sentences , 
who shall be chiefly employed during the day upon hard labour 
outside their cells. 

“ That legislative measures he taken as speedily as possible to 
render the adoption of separation obligatory upon all gaols and 
houses of correction in England and Wales ; and that the pay- 
ment of the proportion of the charge now issued from the public 
revenue, in aid of the county and borough prisons, be made con- 
tingent in each case on the adoption of the separate system .” 

So entirely have successive Inspectors- General in Ireland 
concurred in the policy of this suggestion, that during many 
years they have not hesitated to certify, and have obtained the 
sanction of the Lord Lieutenant (who represents the Executive 
in this country), for cells nine feet long by eight feet high, and 
six feet wide, or containing the same number of cubic feet, viz., 432. 
At first they advised that these smaller cells should be occupied 
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only by inmates under brief rules, but subsequent experience 
satisfied them that such a limitation, when ventilation is duly 
provided, is not essential for sanitary requirements ; and they have, 
therefore, confined themselves to the expression of the opinion 
that no trade involving cumbrous machinery, such as weaving, or 
the use of offensive materials, such as oakum, shoe-leather, frieze, 
or tin soldering, &c., should be carried on in cells of this capacity, 
wherever the amount of accommodation does not permit the 
removal of those engaged in them during the day, to other cells at 
night, in order to secure a fresh and untainted atmosphere for the 
hours of sleep. But even, despite of this concession, and of the more 
advantageous financial position in which the ratepayers of Ireland 
are placed than those of England and Scotland, inasmuch as under 
the 17th section of the Prisons Act, the 7th Geo. IV., cap. 74, 
moneys for building or rebuilding, or for the permanent structural 
improvement of gaols, can be procured, at the instance of the Lord 
Lieutenant, from the Treasury, on the faith of presentments, ' to 
be repaid, without interest, in twenty half-yearly instalments ; and 
although in successive Reports the obvious principle has been 
laid down and advocated, that this structural disposition, and this 
form of discipline afford the only means of rendering reformation 
probable, and contamination impossible, and of securing the im- 
portant result that the inmates of a prison shall on their dis- 
charge be at least not worse members of the community at large 
than on their committal , the synoptical Tables of “ The Condi- 
tion of Gaols” will show how slow and reluctant the local autho- 
rities have been to admit these truths, and to avail themselves of 
these boons. The proposition, therefore, to withhold, in cases 
of recusancy, the contributions of the moneys now payable out 
of the Consolidated Fund, and applicable to the maintenance, &c., 
of certain classes of prisoners in the county and borough gaols, 
is doubtless, very valuable, as far as its efficacy extends ; but the 
principle of maintaining uniformity of discipline and treatment 
is too important to be placed in a conditional or contingent 
position, and to be allowed to depend on the option of local 
authorities ; especially when it is taken into consideration, that 
the alternative of withdrawing the money would, in many locali- 
ties, be a mere brutum fulmen, inasmuch as the amount of it 
would not be a counterpoise to the expense necessarily to be 
incurred in rebuilding, or even in altering the existing prisons; 
mandatory and finite legislation in this particular being thus’ 
indispensable. 


On Separation by System. 

The Committee express their unanimous opinion “that there are 
“so many interruptions to the regularity of prison discipline, and 
“the communications which pass between prisoners and other 
“persons are so frequent that ‘separation,’ though it exists 
'‘nominally in many, is really to be found in few gaols, but where 
it does exist, it exercises a reformatory and deterrent effect; and 
“that, therefore, the principle of separation should be made to 
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“pervade the entire system of the prison, no adequate reason 
“having been assigned for the relaxation of the rule in school, 
“ at exercise , and in chapel, and the justice of this view having 
“been generally admitted, except as regards the association of 
“ prisoners in the latter, upon which the evidence taken is con- 
victing.” 

Upon these paragraphs the following observations suggest 
themselves : — lstly. The Committee are silent with regard to the 
extension of the cellular plan to the hospitals, although wherever 
“ associative ” hospitals, as is very generally the case, are attached 
to gaols administered in other departments on the “ separate ” 
principle, the ingenuity of prisoners is exercised to the utmost, 
in malingering, and in feigning various forms of disease, in order 
to be transferred to the enjoyment of unrestricted intercourse with 
their fellows. 

Sndly. The universal use of vizors and hoods by the respective 
sexes, is not advocated in terms, but in a subsequent sentence, in 
which the advantage of preventing inter-recognition is strongly 
put forward, the approval of these safeguards is, perhaps, to be 
inferred and implied. 

3rdly. It is unnecessary to dwell upon the recommendation in 
reference to “ separation” at school, as there appears to exist no 
discrepancy of opinion on this head; for, without the intervention 
and obstruction of partitions, the facilities supplied by writing 
materials, as well as the opportunities of oral communication, 
under pretence of conning over their lessons, between prisoners 
placed in close contact with each other upon open benches, are self- 
evident. It is further to he remarked that in order to detect and 
control attempts at intercourse in an undivided school-room, the 
attendance of a large number of officers would be needed, involving 
the necessity of withdrawing an undue proportion from other 
duties, or of increasing the general staff. 

4thly. As to separation at exercise in this country, the In- 
spectors- General have been led to eliminate it from the category 
of indispeiisable requirements, on the following grounds — firstly, 
the expense of erecting the walls and gratings of radiated yards 
converging' to a centre, is so considerable, that had they insisted on 
the adoption of them, they would, doubtless, have discouraged the 
local authorities from altering or adapting old prisons to the other 
undoubted accessories of the system ; and, secondly, having 
found that the occupants of these narrow and awkwardly formed 
compartments, which, moreover, in unfavourable aspects, and in 
this humid climate, are apt to generate cold and damp, could not 
he induced to move briskly, but loitered and lounged, to the detri- 
ment, rather than to the benefit, of their health, they determined 
to recommend the removal of these divisions, and the creation of 
a large and clear space, for exercising the prisoners in a ring, suffi- 
cient intervals being left between each individual to render con- 
versation impossible, and officers being stationed both within and 
without the circle. It is moreover to be borne in mind that this 
form of exercise is thoroughly compatible with the wearing of the 
means of disguise referred to above, and that it is quite analogous

to the performance of shot drill, a mode of punitive labour, which 
we shall find subsequently suggested by the Committee. 

5thly, as to separation in chapel, which is, perhaps, the most 
“ vexed question” of prison discipline, the lnspectors-General have 
been disposed to yield partly to strongly expressed objections on 
the part of the chaplains of the different religious denominations, 
who all concur in deprecating the severance and isolation of those 
assembled for united worship, and partly to the same argument, 
as that stated above, namely, the great increase of outlay, which a 
complete plan of single compartments involves, . for, if these 
grounds are not accepted as tenable, and the consideration is to be 
limited to weighing the testimony of able and experienced wit" 
nesses on both sides, the benefits and the evils, and the facilities of 
communication and of detection, appear to be so evenly balanced 
as to render it very difficult to arrive at a satisfactory decision. 
At the same time, if the legislation, to which it is to be expected 
and hoped this valuable Report will lead, should be based on the 

necessity of maintainingin every section of aprison the impossibility 

of recognition as a fundamental principle, it becomes indispen- 
sable that the cellular design should be carried out in the chapels 
also, any concealment of the face being manifestly irreconcilable 
with the decency of public worship. 


“ Solitary Confinement." 

_ This mode of treatment, hitherto almost exclusively, and generally 
with beneficial effect, applied as a punishmentforinfraction of prison 
regulations, the Committee recommend to be made the subject of 
judicial and magisterial sentences, for which a precedent is 
afforded by the Mutiny Act, as well as by other Statutes, and they 
convey their opinion that the “substitution in many cases of 
shorter terms offive and seven days solitary confinement on bread 
and water, for the present sentences, varying from seven to twenty - 
one days with ‘hard labour,’ would secure the advantages of a 
more efficient discipline, and economy in the amount of accom- 
modation required.” 

This principle, it is submitted, might be beneficially extended 
to the gaols of Ireland, as being especially available in dealing 
with primary offenders, and juvenile delinquents of a less depraved 
character. 

The question of “ labour,” one of paramount importance, stands 
next in the report. The Committee justly attribute the extraor- 
dinary inequalities of discipline under this head to “the existence 
of the widest possible difference of opinion as to what constitutes 
1 hard labour,’ ” and, as a corollary, point out the immediate ne- 
cessity of a statutable definition of this ordinary condition attached 
to sentences. They proceed to state, “ that of the various forms 
which are in force in the various gaols, the tread-wheel , the crank , 
and shot-drill , appear to them to merit the designation of hard 
labour, and they suggest that the two former should be prescribed 
ui any future Act of Parliament as the principal fea tures of penal 
discipline, and that shot-drill may be satisfactorily adopted as a 
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further supplement ; but that under no circumstances , and to no 
class of prisoners can industrial occupation he made an equivalent 
for a corresponding amount of ‘ hard labour, as administered by 
the above three modes — the picking of oakum being, in their 
opinion, to be regarded only as ‘ an intermediate form of work. 

“The Committee, on the fullest consideration of the allegation 
that the exercise of these means of labour degrades and demoral- 
izes the prisoners, unless they are applied to some useful, or 
productive work, such as pumping water, grinding corn, &c., see 
no reason for entertaining that opinion, but while, of course, they 
hold no objection to connecting the tread-wheel and crank with a 
profitable result, they think it essential that in no case should 
the regular enforcement of this system be relinquished or im- 
paired, for the sake of making the labour remunerative. 

“ The Committee, after discussing the amount of labour which is 
fitting and salutary for prisoners undergoing sentences of different 
lengths, propose, as a safe and moderate standard, with regard 
to shorter terms, or the earlier stages of longer imprisonment, 
that every prisoner sentenced to ‘ hard labour’ shall, unless ex- 
empted by medical authority on grounds of health, be employed 
at the tread-wheel or crank, not less than eight hours per day 
during the first three , and not less than six hours per day during 
the next three months of the first year of imprisonment. 

“ They further recommend that all gaols, as the condition of 
their receipt of the Treasury allowance , shall be provided with a 
sufficient supply of the machinery of ‘ hard labour for the average 
of male prisoners subjected to and physically fit for the fulfilment 
of that sentence, and be certified annually to the Secretary of 
State as giving the full daily minimum , as laid down above , on the 
tread -wheel and crank, and that the tread- wheel should be, as far 
as possible, uniform in pattern and construction, height of steps, and 
number of revolutions, and divided by proper partitions ; that the 
cranks should be adjusted to a fixed pressure ; that to the top 
should be attached a register ; and that where the 4 cellular 
crank is used, an index, to record the number of revolutions 
effected, shall be fixed within sight of the prisoner. 

“A minimum of ‘hard labour’ having been thus provided during 
the first six months of a prisoner’s confinement, the Committee do 
not think it necessary to extend their recommendations into 
further detail, deeming that it is preferable to invest the local 
authorities with the power of determining whether and to ^ what 
extent ‘ industrial occupation’ should be a substitute for 1 hard 
labour] during the remainder of the imprisonment ; but holding 
that, whenever such employment is so given, “ not less than nine 
hours per day should be allotted to it.” 

“ This minimum scale of ‘ hard labour,’ however, if adopted and 
carried into effect, will leave, in the case of prisoners undergoing 
the shorter periods, or the earlier stages of a longer confinement, 
a considerable portion of the day to be disposed of. It will be, 
under such circumstances, competent for the local authorities 
either to devote that time to industrial occupation, where they

have the means of so doing, or to prolong the hard labour at the 
crank and tread-wheel, if, upon consideration, this should be 
found expedient ; but there will be cases where industrial employ- 
ment cannot be given, and where it is desirable to make some 
deviation in the labour of the wheel and crank. In such cases the 
Committee suggest the use of the simpler form of shot-drill, which 
has been found by experience in the naval prisons to be applicable 
to other than military offenders, and to be, if the shot be slightly 
raised from the ground, free from all possible objection in a 
physical point of view. They, therefore, recommend it on the 
grounds of efficiency, simplicity, and economy,” as a form of dis- 
ciplinary correction in aid of, and supplementary to the hard 
labour of the wheel and crank. 

“ Under the head of * Industrial Employment/ which has 
necessarily been referred to frequently in the paragraphs imme- 
diately preceding, the Committee having had their attention called, 
on the ground both of profit and of industrial reformation, to the 
various modes of industrial employment which are provided in 
different gaols with more or less success, are inclined to doubt 
whether, in the usual circumstances of a gaol, the returns from 
any such labour can be said to be very remunerative ; but, at all 
events, they are of opinion, that a profitable return from indus- 
trial employment ought not to be made the test of prison efficiency. 
It is not applicable to all classes of prisoners, or to all individuals 
among them ; while, on the other hand, the extent and value of 
the moral influence which industrial employment exercises upon 
the mind of the prisoner, is a matter which is much debated, but 
which is obviously not susceptible of direct proof. The truth 
probably lies between the extreme views of those who lay great 
stress upon, and those who altogether deny the existence of such 
influence. 

“ The Committee, however, are of opinion that industrial occu- 
pation is wholly unfit for those offenders who are undergoing a 
short sentence , or working out the earlier stages of their imprison- 
ment. On all grounds it ought to follow on the hard labour of the 
tread-wheel or crank , and ought not to be accepted as an equivalent 
for them." 

Upon these two vital principles of prison discipline — “ penal” 
and “ industrial labour”-— a very striking concurrence of opinion is 
observable between the paragraphs above recited, and the annexed 
extracts of the Reports of the Inspectors- General (Ireland) for the 
years 1851 and 1856, the existence of the evils and the mode of 
remedying them being dealt with in the same spirit : — 

“ The Improvement of Discipline. 

“The twofold object of gaol discipline, to inflict a penalty for past 
crime, and to deter from its future commission, is now but partially con- 
templated by those, who carry it out, inasmuch as under the latter branch 
attention seems directed to the reformatory alone. Deterrents are physical 
and moral : the former immediate ; the latter necessarily of slow operation. 
Adequate punishment acts instantly on the physical sense, but the moral 
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sense is but gradually affected, and not unfrequently a necessity arises for 
generating it in minds hitherto unconscious of even the existence of such 
an influence. Plans of reformation, and of instruction, both educational 
and industrial, cannot be supposed to make any real progress during the 
shorter terms of imprisonment. With regard to the former,, even in cases 
of long confinement, the sincerity of repentance is necessarily a matter of 
doubt, and the reports of the best informed and most zealous chaplains 
present the somewhat disheartening statement, that prisoners, upon 
whom no salutary impression has virtually been made, frequently conform 
to the requirements of their spiritual advisers, in the hope of obtaining 
some slight indulgence; that, where the separate system is in force, they 
eagerly seek religious communication, to beguile the dulness of a solitary 
cell, and that they are but too often actuated by the vanity of becoming 
objects of interest and anxiety. With regard to the latter, even the rudi- 
ments of a trade cannot be taught so as to lay alasting foundation (while on 
the other hand there is necessarily much waste and destruction of ma- 
terials), and the elements of school-teaching, when barely implanted in the 
mind, easily wither away. 

“ We must not be taken as undervaluing or disparaging preventive and 
reformatory discipline, which we consider to be of paramount importance, 
as cutting off the supply of offenders at the source, and as affording the 
only means of dealing with the two great classes — namely, those who are, 
as it were, born in crime, and those who have early fallen into wicked- 
ness, and have been prematurely corrupted ; for at this period of life im- 
pressions are easily taken, aud if duly inculcated, are either permanently 
fixed, or are sufficiently established to be capable of revival. But while 
doing ample justice to the policy of adopting measures for saving the 
youthful from a career of vice, and for arresting its progress when once 
entered upon, by the establishment of pauper schools, ^ houses of refuge, 
and penitentiary asylums, we feel the necessity of animadverting strongly 
on the neglect and disuse of the purely punitive principle, the temporary 
effect of which at least is certain and reliable, and the dread of which is, 
iu the majority of instances, more likely to be durable, than a newly- 
awakened moral or religious disposition. Let us then not be misunderstood. 
Modern humanity and enlightenment justly revolt from the harshness and 
brutality of former gaol treatment : the dark and noisome cell, the litter 
of damp straw, the cramping fetters, the foul and scanty food, have all 
disappeared, while we have secured, by a series of statutes and reports, 
both parliamentary and official, the health and material comforts of pri- 
soners, and we are attempting to furnish them with the means as well of 
earning their bread upon their discharge, as of regaining, according to 
their antecedents, a moral position ; but may it not with equal justice be 
observed that we have substituted nothing for such effective, though cruel 
deterrents ? 

“ In the great majority of gaols in this country, the separate system 
is not in operation, and there are no means of carrying out practical 
punishment, except stone-breaking, the tread-wheel, and the capstan-mill. 
Even these latter are wanting in many prisons, so that those who are 
sentenced to hard labour are forthwith set to work at the usual industrial 
employments, such as weaving, mat-making, &c., &c., which involve 
no discomfort, affix no stigma, and are besides executed in association : 
how then are we to expect that such a system can have any terrors for 
those who are subjected to it ; and in what important respects, we would 
ask, does the treatment of a guiltless pauper in a workhouse, or a free 
operative in a factory, differ from that of an inmate of such gaols ? The

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building is well lighted, warmed, and ventilated ; clothing, beddino- and 
adequate food of the best quality are provided ; medical attendance"^ at 
hand in the event of the most trifling indisposition ; and a portion of the 
earnings of the employment assigned is reserved (except in the case of those 
specially sentenced to hard labour), that employment, moreover, being 
altogether such as the honest and industrious, who have to earn their bread 
by the sweat of their brow, would thankfully resort to. We are therefore 
earnestly anxious not only to abate these obvious evils, but to correct the' 
erroneous notions, which have been gaining ground of late years, and 
which would tend to place gaols in the condition solely of large remuner- 
ative workshops. This doctrine we deem to be dangerous in principle as 
holding out no discouragement to crime, and to be false in economy, as we- 
doubt not that a redaction of the numbers incarcerated, resulting from the 
apprehension inspired by a more stringent penal discipline, would infinitely 
more than compensate for the difference in profits arising from manufac- 
tures carried out within the walls of a prison by convicted offenders We 
have no intention of impugning the advantages of such works, in saving 
expense, in preserving orderliness, and in furnishing the means of a future 
livelihood to prisoners on their discharge, if confined for a lengthened period 
but we protest strongly against the universal and indiscriminate appli- 
cation of this system, which confounds the industrial with the punitive 
and places guilt and labour od the same level ; and we would impress the 
necessity of establishing in every gaol some form of punishment which 
should not partake of the nature of a reproductive employment, but should 
be associated solely with the idea of disgrace, and the infliction of a pure 
penalty for violation of tlie law. r 

“The amount and duration of such punishments would of course be 
measured by the nature of the crimes to be dealt with, and in such cases 
as imply utter degradation involving malignant mischief, deliberate 
cruelty, and cowardly treachery, or where the number of recommittals for 
the same or similar offences show that the ordinary process has proved 
unavailing to repress or correct, some more wearisome and distasteful mode 
of action is indispensable. Punishment of this character can be readily 
supplied by the crank-machine, and by shot-drill. In this country the 
former is scarcely known, but tlie latter we have been induced to recom- 
mend urgently to the several Boards of Superintendence, having observed 
the successful use of it in the military prisons, from its endless and irksome 
monotony, and the sense of stultification which it produces. It has the 
advantage of being capable of modification according to the age, physical 
strength, and power of endurance of each prisoner, by graduating the 
weight of the shot, and of requiring no original outlay nor preparation It 
can be carried out in the day-yards at almost all seasons by providing a 
shed supported on pillars, so as to secure a free circulation of air, or in the 
case of unusually inclement weather, in the corridors, from which the shot 
can he removed after the completion of the exercise, without creating any 
obstruction or inconvenience. Further, in order to obviate the possibility 
of any physical injury which might arise from the ignorant and improper 
working of this system, we have enjoined the strict observance of the regu- 
lations drawn up by the Surgeon of the Military Prison in Dublin, and 
approved by the Comniander-in-Chief, for guiding the necessary medical 
examination and supervision of each prisoner, both before he shall be sub- 
jected to it, and during its operation. 

“ We conceive that the combination of such punishments, with industrial 
teaching, would produce a very salutary result, instruction in trade being 
held out as a remission and as a reward for the obedient performance of cor- 
rective labour, and for orderly conduct. These remarks are necessarily 
confined to the treatment of male prisoners, for physica) punishments of 

d 2 
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sufficient rigour to strike terror into females are not applicable to their 
sex. Severe tasks of various kinds may indeed be devised, but we are 
satisfied that the system of separation which every day’s experience con- 
vinces us can alone be relied on as an instrument of reformation for both 
sexes, is indispensable for women of the class and character from which the 
inmates of prisons are usually supplied. To such, and particularly to the 
most violent and abandoned, solitude and silence are insupportable, and 
those who in association are the loudest and boldest, are, when isolated, 
completely broken into submission, and if not softened to repentance, as 
is often the case, are at least subdued to a wholesome fear of the recurrence 
of sucli penal seclusion.” 

“ The Separate System Extract from the Report of 1856. 

« "We have hitherto, in our annual Reports, confined ourselves to sub- 
mitting an abstract of the general condition of the gaols under our 
supervision, leaving the details to be gathered from the special reports 
furnished upon each prison individually; but we now present a group of 
tables, in order to put forward synoptically the grave defects, material 
and moral, which obstruct and nullify all attempts to apply deterrent and 
reformatory principles to offenders in the great majority of our places of 
confinement. 

« A very strong feeling of interest has been awakened, as well with 
regard to the final disposition of our mature malefactors, as to the adoption 
of preventive measures for arresting youth in the noviciate of delinquency, 
and this interest is already bearing fruits in legislation ; but public fears 
and sympathies appear to be concentrated in dealing with the beginning 
and with the close of a criminal career, while the intermediate stages are 
wholly omitted from consideration. If the establishment of reformatory 
schools, for the twofold object of training those who have actually committed 
offences, and those who, from their circumstances, are likely to be drawn 
into a breach of the laws, were universal throughout the empire, and if, 
on the other hand, the veterans of crime, whether corrigible or incorrigible, 
were withdrawn by transportation or perpetual imprisonment, from the 
community, an immense improvement in public morality, and in the secu- 
rity of life and property, would doubtless be effected ; but it seems to be 
forgotten that probably three-fourths of those who pass through our prisons, 
enter them for the first time at an age beyond the scope of juvenile insti- 
tution s, and do not advance to the higher scale of offences, to which the 
heavier sentences of penal servitude and transportation are attached. For 
this class, no effective provision, either deterrent or reformatory, appears 
to be contemplated, abandoned as it is to the casual and voluntary ad- 
ministration of the local authorities, who in some few instances are, as we 
have recorded with sincere pleasure, actuated by a due sense of their 
important functions ; but in the greatly preponderant number of cases, a 
short-sighted, and therefore pernicious policy prevails — little regard being 
had to the requirements of educational and industrial teaching, and, above 
all, to the amount and to the nature of accommodation, upon which the 
enforcement of proper discipline finally depends. Again, it is to be borne 
in mind that a very large proportion of the higher criminals have been 
gradually brought to maturity during their progress through the inter- 
mediate grade to which we have referred, and thus the inconsistency 
results that, firstly , there exists a tacit acquiescence in permitting the 
growth and full development of the “ dangerous classes” within the very 
walls of institutions designed for their repression and correction, and, 
secondly , that, when the evil has gained such formidable strength as to 
become intolerable, an outcry of alarm is raised, and an enormous expen- 
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ditnre is lavished in thedoubtfnl attempt to retrieve that which is almost 
irremediable. Surely, it we follow the analogy of physical disease, this 

ia -i°n f ?r daC ,f t y, h0S P ,tal for adva nced cases of consumption, but to 
withhold a small outlay and timely aid from the earlier symptoms of a com- 
paratively trifling ailment. We would, therefore, point to the foreeoinw 
tables as evidence of the depth to which this lamentable neglect lias beeS 
allowed to take root and we would especially summon attention to the 
headings,,,' complete, “ partial,” “ approximative separation,” and “ clas- 
sification, according to the Prisons Act (7 Geo. IV., cap. 74). By “ com- 
plete we understand the maintenance of it throughout all the criminal 
classes in its integrity, according to the prescriptions of the 3rd and 4th 
Vic., cap. 44; by “partial,” the establishment of it under similar regu- 
lations m one or more sections, the remainder of the gaol being adminis- 
tered on the plan of ‘ association and by “approximative,” we signify 
that measures are adopted to prevent intermixture and undue cornmuni- 
cation, such as keeping each prisoner apart, not only at night in a single 
cell but during meals, and at the periods allocated to punitive and indus- 
trial labour, by attaching separate compartments to the tread-wheel, and

We would observe that the category of “ partial separation,” as well 
as that of approximative separation,” is found to co-exist with a very 
imperfect observance of the classification prescribed by the Prisons Act ; 
no less than thirty gaols being defective m this particular with regard to 
either males or females, but especially as to the latter, although prisoners 
of this sex are peculiarly susceptible of the evils derived from almost 
unrestricted intercourse. 

“Now this form of classification, even when carried out stringently 
.ounded as it is exclusively upon the character of the offences, for which 
prisoners are actually under committal or sentence, has long been felt bv 
those who have devoted their attention to prison administration, to be 
wholly unequal in its operation, and inadequate to prevent intercommuni- 
cation, despite the most active and careful supervision; indeed, it is a 
matter of admitted experience that all gaols designed on the principle of 
association become necessarily more or less schools of corruption, and 
tend to the propagation rather than to the diminution of criminality 
gross injustice being thus done as well to the prisoners themselves, as to 
the community at large, when they are turned loose, after the expiration 
oi their sentences, in a more debased and dangerous condition than before 
buch being the ease, what, we would ask, must necessarily be the state at 
the present moment of these prisons where even this form of discipline, 
however insufficient, can hardly be said to exist; and to what results are 
we to look forward if, as public opinion and consequent legislation point 
to the sanctioning a longer detention under sentence, prisoners shall here- 
after be exposed to the operation of these polluting influences and to this 
noxious moral atmosphere for more protracted periods? 

“On the other hand, the simplicity of the separate system, and its 
certainty in protecting the less depraved from further contamination and 
m debarring the more guilty from spreading their own taint, have never 
laded to secure the advocacy of those who have tested its application, even 
it we do not take into calculation the opportunities of self-examination 
abne affordT nS uninterru P tedl J moral religious instruction, which it 

We speak of opportunities only of self-improvement, without liazardino- 
the assertion that in the majority, or that even in a large proportion of 
nstances, such opportunities are fully turned to account; blameless con- 
duct during confinement being, we fear, too frequently the result of long 
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experience, which teaches the habitual inmate of a prison that insubordi- 
nation inevitably leads to an abridgment of the small amount of compa- 
rative indulgence incident to his condition, and that the assumption of a 
penitent tone and demeanour is likely to produce a mitigation of punish- 
ment ; for the sole test of sincere and practical repentance and reformation 
is his persistence in a course of honesty and virtue, when a restoration to 
freedom again exposes him to the temptations and trials under which he 
formerly succumbed ; but this test it is impossible to apply to every case, 
from the absence of an universal and systematized supervision, . which 
hitherto, at least, has been deemed to be repugnant to our principles of 
domestic polity. , 

‘Separation,’ however, at least ensures the establishment of that pri- 
mary and permanent principle, which we hold it to be the duty of the 
State to enforce, namely, that none shall leave a gaol worse members of the 
community than they enter it ; and it thus tends, as a necessary conse- 
quence, to the reduction of offenders, by severing all communion between 
master and pupil, and by checking the succession of instructed adepts in 
the various branches of skilful crime pursued by professional law-breakers. 
This desirable result we believe to be fully attainable, without incurring 
the evils which are frequently attributed to “separation, inasmuch as 
the observance of it," when fully carried out, is found to be compatible 
with a considerable amount of punitive and industrial labour, and with 
the maintenance of health both bodily and mental nor is this opinion 
speculative ; for we fearlessly appeal to*the experience of the working of 
this system at Belfast gaol, where alone in this kingdom it has been in 
operation sufficiently long to afford a just estimate of its efficiency, and 
where the moral advantages have been obtained without infringement of 
the rule of seclusion, of hard work, and of low diet; the sanitary con- 
dition of the prisoners who are universally subjected to this farm of dis- 
cipline being such as to render any material relaxation unnecessary. _ 

“ In briefly reviewing and recapitulating, therefore, the prominent 
features of the whole subject, we would remark firstly that, having already, 
in a series of successive Reports, advocated the establishment of reforma- 
tories, we see nothing to alter or to add to the opinions which we, have 
submitted — secondly , that the administration of Convict Depots does not 
fall within our cognizance, being intrusted to a very able Directory, 
specially constituted for dealing with those under the highest penal terms 
of imprisonment and of transportation ; and, lastly , we would urge, in 
reference to the intermediate category, which exclusively appertains to 
the gaols under our inspection, that the intervention of the legislature is 
indispensable, in order to provide an uniform and comprehensive scheme, 
which should embrace the various gradations, beginning with the first 
evidences of guilt or even the probabilities of a moral lapse, and following 
the progress of deterioration through the less heinous offences, which are 
expiable by such periods of detention as are fulfilled in the local gaols, up 
to the culminating point of mature and incurable wickedness. 

“ The minor defects and omissions, we repeat, may be rectified under 
the direction of existing local authority, but we entertain no hope that, 
without legislative prescription, the great majority of the county and 
borough gaols will ever be relieved from the anomalous position which 
they occupy at present; for an unjust inequality exists in their mode of 
administration, whether we regard the forms of discipline in their various 
modifications as retributive treatment, for past offences, or as a means of 
reformino- and preparing those who are subjected to confinement, so that 
they shall become, on their discharge, safe or at least less dangerous mem- 
bers of the community.” 
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However, although nearly thirteen years have passed since the 
enunciation of these doctrines in this country, not only has no active 
disposition to give effect to them been evinced, but there has been 
a marked tendency to discontinue the trifling amount of punitive 
employment, which was maintained at that perio'd. 

The county and borough gaols amount to thirty-nine ; one, that 
of Grangegorman, in the City of Dublin, being exclusively allo- 
cated tor the reception of female criminals. In the remaining 
thirty-eight, only twenty-three are furnished with tread-wheels, 
many ot which have been either almost entirely abandoned, or 
worked only for such short daily periods, as to utterly stultify 
the law. Nine are provided with capstan-mills and crank 
machines (the ordinary crank, and the cellular crank, which 
are so largely brought into action in England, never having been 
introduced into this kingdom), but few of which are kept in 
constant operation for the several purposes, to which they are 
adjusted— such as raising water, grinding corn, crushing bones for 
manure, &c. and six are wholly without any definite machinery 
designed for this object, the sentence being ostensibly fulfilled in 
the majority of them by stone-breaking and the heavier mat- 
weaving — shot drill (which was advocated in the Report above 
quoted, on account of its universal adaptability, according to the 
weight of the shot, and the height of the pedestal, from which it is 
raised), having fallen into disuse. Now stone-breaking is perhaps 
the most unequal employment ever devised for general application, 
being the easiest and lightest, to which the hard-handed agricul- 
tural labourer could be subjected, while upon those unaccustomed, 
either .by their previous station in the community, or by the nature 
of their former trades, to rough work, it presses with painful 
severity. Mat- making, on the other hand, would appear to 
belong more properly to the category of those subsidiary or 
supplemental employments, which the Committee would propose 
to introduce upon the expiration of the first six months of a long 
imprisonment, and after the application, during that period of the 
sentence, of -purely penal instruments of discipline. 

Ibis withdrawal, however, of the punitive principle might be 
supposed to be counterbalanced by a greater extension of the 
industrial element; but in point of fact a qualification to teach 
the rudiments of some handicraft is very generally disregarded 
m the selection of subordinate gaol officers, and consequently 
the sole reliable measure of the value of works executed within 
a prison, namely, the schedule* recording the amount of profit 
derived from employers and customers outside the walls, re- 
veals the scanty and paltry proportion, which it bears to the 
whole expenditure. Thus, in the year 1862 , in which the cost of 
all the prisons of Ireland rose to £ 84,229 Os. 10 jrf.,the total return 
of such works only attained the sum of £ 2,521 7.9. 8 d., consider- 
ably more than one moiety of which, viz., £l ,016 8.9. 6 d. was 
produced by two gaols— those of Antrim and the City of Dublin ; 
y far the most remunerative items in these localities being wash- 
ing for the public and mat- making, the former scarcely falling

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•within the largest definition of skilled labour, and the latter being 
utterly unavailable to the great majority of prisoners on their 
discharge, and restoration to the community at large. 

In order, however, to appreciate fully this relative position, it is 
important to put forward the almost incredible fact, which is 
tested by an analysis of the “sentences of offenders that, during 
a series of years, the proportion of prisoners, whose terms of con- 
finement represented an average only of somewhat less than twelve 
days , amounted to three-fourths , and occasionally to four -fifths of 
the whole; all probability of carrying out profitable employment 
under such circumstances being obviously nugatory, while on the 
other hand, as have been shown, the penal element has been 
allowed to lie dormant. 

If, therefore, the recommendation of the Committee under 
these heads shall eventuate in legislation, an entire revolution in 
the administration of our prisons will necessarily take place, the 
earliest and most direct consequence of which will probably be 
that county and borough gaols will be reserved exclusively for 
the fulfilment of the shorter terms and the earlier stages of long 
imprisonment, and that the remainder of the latter will be carried 
out in a central prison, furnished with all the means and appli- 
ances best adapted for industrial, educational, moral, and religious 
improvement, for the furtherance of the reformatory influences, 
which may be expected to operate effectively in a period of suffi- 
cient duration to afford scope for their development. A similar 
plan has been already established in Scotland ; and the Inspectors- 
General have frequently, in former Reports, urged the adoption 
of it in this country. 

Prison Details . 


Under this heading the Committee suggest, among other mat- 
ters, the embodiment in a statute of the following particulars 

1. “ The introduction of guard beds, over slightly inclined planes 
of planks, the use of which, in the military prisons, has not been 
found to produce any detriment to health. It is proposed to limit 
this substitution to prisoners under short sentences, or when 
undergoing the earlier stages of a long imprisonment.” To this 
proposition we see no objection, care being of course taken to 
obtain the sanction of the medical officer in each case. 

2. “ The limitation of the time to be passed in bed to eight 


juuurs. __ # 

3. ■“ The appointment of school instruction at fixed hours ; the 
evening being recommended as the most suitable period, i.e., after 
the completion of the daily task of hard labour or industrial 
employment. 

4. “ The artificial lighting of the cells after dark, in order to give 
effect to the two latter provisions.” Upon these details it is to be 
remarked that, in this country, educational instruction is invari- 
ably given at hours fixed by the Boards of Superintendence ; but 
the Inspectors-G-eneral have constantly advocated the supply of 
gas for the double object referred to, and in some gaols have 
succeeded in obtaining the concession. 
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It is proper to add that in this country there is no statutable 
prescription as to the duties of the Chaplains of the several deno- 
minations in relation to the schools, and to the selection of boohs 
for the use of prisons ; but in many of our gaols the by-laws pro- 
vide that they should visit the schools from time to time, and 
record their opinions, the final choice of books being vested in 
the Board of Superintendence. A considerable proportion also 
of such schools are in connexion with, or under the supervision of 
the National Board of Education, a thorough inspection by com- 
petent examiners being thus secured. 

5. The clothing of all con victed prisoners in a good dress ; such 
dress , as well as the bedding , to be sufficient, but moderate. In 
this country for some years past, under the 19th and 20th Vic., 
cap. 68, all convicted prisoners, sentenced to any period above a 
month, are compelled to wear the gaol dress, unless exempted by 
the special order of the Board of Superintendence, which order 
is forthwith transmitted to the Inspectors-Greneral, and if unfavour- 
ably reported on by them, rescinded by the Lord Lieutenant. 

A similar provision with regard to the bedding of convicted 
prisoners was introduced into an amended Prisons Bill, which 
under successive administrations twice reached the stage of a 
second reading in the House of Commons. 


Reformatory Influences. 

Under this head the Committee recommend. — 1st. “The ren- 
dering assistance to prisoners on their discharge as a valuable 
measure of prevention to reduce the rate of re-convictions, from 
the difficulty experienced by persons of tainted character in 
obtaining employment” In this country the statutable power of 
aiding discharged prisoners is limited to furnishing them with the 
means of returning to their families or their ordinary place of 
residence, there being no law of settlement in force here. The 
question of providing employment for such persons is one, which 
lias long occupied attention, but which, as yet, has not been solved 
satisfactorily, from the great difficulty experienced in securing 
harmonious action in the benevolent society founded some years 
ago for this object. 

2nd. “ The establishment of a system of gradations, to enable the 
prisoners to rise from the penal to the industrial and educational 
classes, and that such progress should be ascertained and recorded 
by ^ system such as that of marks, in order to accelerate promo- 
tion when discovered; cases of relapse to be visited not only by 
remitting the offenders to the penal status, but by imposing on 
them the necessity of renewed exertion, and of working their way 
up again through the several stages of advance, which they had 
iorfeited by their delinquency, it being, however, understood, that 
hese modifications should not be applied to prisoners undergoing 
short sentences, or in the earlier stages of a long term of impri- 
sonment.” 
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Prison Punishments. 

Under this important category the Committee recommend— 
“ 1st, degradation from a higher to a lower and more penal class, 
and to harder labour, with a more sparing diet ; 2nd, a mere 
reduction of food or confinement in solitary cells, if separated by 
a sufficient distance from each other and from the other parts of 
the prison ; and 3rd, in cases in which the offenders are hardened 
and the offences deliberately repeated, by corporal punishment, to 
the wholesome influence of which the most experienced witnesses 
bear unanimous testimony — a testimony which the Committee 
corroborate by stating “ their wish to record their opinion of its 
great value as one form of disciplinary correction." 

Upon these suggestions no further observation appears to be 
demanded than that, firstly, they are based on the presumption 
that a gradation of penal classes will be universally established ; 
secondly, that they imply a rising and falling scale of diet, which 
has not been adopted and enforced in Ireland ; and thirdly, that 
the power of inflicting corporal punishment for prison offences 
has never been vested here in the gaol officials or in the magis- 
trates acting on the Boards of Superintendence, although the 
impossibility of dealing effectually by moral means, or by milder 
penalties, with brutal and obdurate natures, points to the neces- 
sity of resorting, in some cases, to this extreme measure. 

Inspection of Prisons. 

It would, of course, be indecorous to offer any remarks upon 
the form of inspection in the sister kingdom, and 'it therefore 
suffices to state that the Committee attach considerable im- 
portance to the establishment of a fuller and more direct commu- 
nication between the Inspectors, the Secretary of State, and the 
local authorities, and to the requirement that the reports of the 
former should be furnished in all cases to the latter. 

The duties of Inspectors in Great Britain, and of Inspectors- 
“ General ” of Prisons in Ireland (the title “ General” being added 
to distinguish them from the “ Local” Inspectors) are in many 
particulars identical, but the latter are further invested with powers 
and functions, which are attached in the other parts of the United 
Kingdom to the Surveyor- General of Prisons, to a considerable 
department of the Home Office, and to the Office of Audit of 
Criminal Accounts. They, moreover, keep open throughout the 
year a special office, named the Prisons Office, in which the 
whole correspondence relative to these institutions is conducted, 
so as to maintain a continuous and complete communication 
between the Executive and the local Boards. This correspond- 
ence is largely swelled by the number of legal questions, arising 
almost daily, which are prepared and submitted by the Inspectors- 
General to the Law Adviser or Law Officers of the Crown, as the 
gravity of the cases may demand, and by the fact that all appoint- 
ments of gaol officers (except only in the city of Dublin) are now 
placed in the hands of the several Boards, subject to probation 
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and confirmation by them, and finally to the sanction of the Lord 
Lieutenant, as representing the Executive, all the details of which 
are dealt with and recorded in the Prisons Office. Again, the Local 
Inspectors, a class of officers which does not exist in Great Britain, 
are bound to report to their respective Boards, to the Judges of 
Assize, and to the Inspectors-General, as set forth in the subjoined 
section of the 19th and 20th Vic., cap. 68, and thus form very 
useful links in the chain of relations subsisting between these 
authorities; to which it remains only to add, that besides any 
comments or observations, which the Inspectors-General deem it 
to be their duty, or to be politic to enter in the Board-book at 
the period of their official visits, the full reports of their inspec- 
tions are subsequently furnished to the Grand Juries, to the 
Judges of Assize, and to each member of the Boards. 

“ Section 30. The Local Inspector shall report the complaints made to 
him by the prisoners to the Board of Superintendence ; and shall after 
each meeting of the said Board, forthwith report to the Inspectors-General 
of Prisons the decision of the said Board upon such complaints; and the 
said Local Inspector shall from time to time report to the Inspectors- 
General of Prisons when any officer of any 'prison or bridewell under his 
inspection has died, or has been removed or dismissed, or has resigned • 
and shall specify in such reports the name of such person (if any)" who 
shall have been appointed in place of such officer, with the date of his oi- 
lier appointment ; and shall also report when any prisoner or prisoners 
has or have died, together with the cause of death ; and the said Local 
Inspector shall, once at least in each quarter of a year, or oftener if he 
shall think fit, report to the said Inspectors-General whether any epidemic 
disease has appeared in any prison or bridewell under his inspection, and 
whether any mutiny, riot, or escape, or attempt to escape, has taken 
place therein or therefrom ; and also whether any prisoner therein has 
according to his own desire, changed his religious profession ; and the’ 
said Local Inspector shall add to his said report any observations that 
may occnr to him respecting the general health, discipline, or order of the 
said gaol, and the correct keeping of the several books and forms now 
directed to be kept by the Court of Queen’s Bench, or which shall here- 
after be directed to be kept by the Lord Lieutenant.” 


Prison Regulations and Functions of the Secretary of State 

The Committee report “that in some gaols a code of rules framed 
Dy the Secretary of State has been adopted ; that in others, rules 
varying indefinitely, which have been framed by the local authori- 
ties, and sanctioned by the Secretary, are in force ; and that the 
remainder are without either of these indispensable means of 
administration ; for although the Secretary is distinctly invested 
with the power of certifying such rules as he shall deem proper 
tor the government of prisons, that power appears to have been 
never exercised. The Committee, therefore, recommend that a 
code of rules should be included in a schedule in an Act of Parlia- 
ment, and that the necessary allowance should be withheld from 
all gaols m which such rules should not be in force." 
i f 1 ui elan< J s ; milar powers are vested in the Lord Lieutenant; 
out, although they have been somewhat sparingly put into action, 
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by-laws, agreeing in their main principles, while differing accord- 
ing to local circumstances and the views of their framers, have 
been provided for all our prisons except one, an omission about 
to he supplied forthwith, the Inspectors-General having issued the 
“requisition” prescribed by the 4th section of the 19th and 20th 
Yic., cap- 68, to the effect, that if the Board shall refuse or neglect, 
for the space of three months after notice received to frame by- 
laws, the Lord Lieutenant will intervene peremptorily, and make 
such laws, as he shall consider to be necessary and expedient. It 
being, however, obviously indispensable to the general uniformity 
of discipline and treatment in prisons, that one statutable code 
should embrace them all, this vital object is attainable only by 
fixing certain broad principles of administration mandatorily by 
the Legislature, a power being reserved, as at present, to the 
Executive to make such additions and modifications, as any spe- 
cial case might render advisable- 


. "Borough and Liberty Prisons. 

After recapitulating the defects, including the absence of proper 
dietary accounts, which are to be found in many of the prisons com- 
prised within these two categories, and the disinclination, which has 
been exhibited to take advantage of the statutes affecting Great 
Britain in the matter of amalgamating gaols ; though a similar 
reluctance has not been shown to entering into contracts for keep 
and maintenance, the Committee recommend “that the Secretary 
of State be invested with powers to compel the governing 
body of the borough gaol to contract with that of the county on 
such terms, as the Secretary should approve, and also that the same 
principle of amalgamation should be adopted in some of the smaller 
county gaols ; and that the borough gaols, which after due inquiry 
should be found to be not required for purposes of present or 
future utility should be scheduled in a Bill for entire abolition; 
and, finally, that both modes of procedure should, cceleris paribus , 
be applied to Liberty prisons.” 

They add, also, “ that a consolidation of the various statutes and 
parts of statutes relating to the discipline and regulation of county 
and borough prisons is desirable at the earliest practicable time.” 

Upon the above it is to be noted that Liberty prisons have been 
for some years abolished in this country; and that under the 19th 
and 20th Yic., cap. 68, the machinery therein provided has been 
applied in the several forms of uniting prisons. Thus, for instance, 
the two county gaols of Kildare, viz., those of Athv and Naas, 
have been consolidated in one building at the latter place; the 
two jurisdictions of the county and city of Waterford have been 
merged in a joint prison, under a Board comprising representatives 
of both; and in the county gaol of Kilkenny the prisoners belong- 
ing to the city (the gaol of which latter is disused) are confined 
by virtue of a contract made for their maintenance during a deter- 
minable, but a renewable period ; it being further agreed that a 
proportion (viz., one-third) of the Board should be derived from 
the city. 
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The Inspectors-General have farther endeavoured, but hitherto 
without success, to promote unions, under one or other of these 
categories, between the respective gaols of the county and city of 
Limerick and of the county and town of Galway. Lastly, the 
Bill referred, to above as having twice proceeded under succes- 
sive Ministries to the stage of a second reading, embraces the 
two main objects stated above, namely, on the one hand, the 
repeal of the several statutes relating to prisons and the re- 
enactment of all pertinent provisions scattered through them; 
and on the other hand, the concession to the Executive of a power 
to close, by order in the Privy Council (an opportunity of discus- 
sion being thus afforded), any gaol, which should be found wanting 
in certain requirements defined in the Bill, and to appoint the 
place of confinement to which the prisoners belonging to the 
jurisdiction thus suspended, should be transferred. 

To this it remains only to add, that for many years an uniform 
system of keeping the Abstract of Daily Consumption has been 
established in the gaols of Ireland, which supplies not only an 
effective check upon the accounts of each gaol, but affords the 
greatest facility for comparing one establishment with another. 


Identification of previously convicted Prisoners. 

Under this last head the Committee strongly recommend the 
extension of photography, already in use in some prisons, as an 
inexpensive, effective, and wholly unobjectionable means of fur- 
thering the ends of public justice, and of measuring cumulative 
punishment- 

important results have already been attained in this country by 
even the partial establishment of this system of identification, and 
its general aaoption appears to be probable, great aptitude for 
acquiring an adequate proficiency, and a creditable willingness to 
turn it to practical account having manifested itself among our 
prison officials.

It will be observed that a tendency to increase is found among the 
males, but this is principally attributable to the policy of awarding some- 
what longer sentences than formerly for offences of personal violence ; 
while, on the other hand, the number of the females for the last two 
years falls below that of the two preceding. 

In the latter sex, however, the preponderance of drunkenness, as shown 
by schedule of committals, attests the depth of their greater demoraliza- 
tion. There were six male juveniles in custody on the day, on which I 
have recorded my visit; and since the commencement of the year, twelve, 
viz., ten males and two females have been sent to reformatories. 

There were, I regret to add, ten male lunatics, viz., eight , who appear 
in the book “ summarily disposed of,” one remaining for trial at the next 
assizes, and one under remand. 

There is an airy day-room, with a spacious exercising yard attached, 
for the insane of this sex, who receive meat twice a week and supper 
daily ; but for the accommodation of the other sex there is no adequate 
provision ; an objection which also extends to female debtors, the building 
having been originally designed for a bridewell and house of correction only, 
and not for a county gaol. It consequently becomes necessary to place 
the latter in the criminal cells, and to conduct them (through the corridors 
occupied by and accessible to criminals) to the quarter of the prison in 
which they are exercised.

I found the gaol throughout, as long experience induced me to expect, 
in a highly laudable condition of cleanliness and regularity in all the 
departments, and amply provided with bedding, clothing, &c. The supply 
of water is abundant, and the sewerage and ventilation are effective. 
This is the only prison in Ireland, in which the system of “ individual 
separation” is applied without any modification to all the criminal classes 
of both sexes, except in the two cases, which have been noticed in former 
reports, viz., that of lunatics and their sane attendants, and that of those 
employed in the cook-house. In no other prison, for instance, are visors 
formed by the peaks of the caps worn by the males, and hoods by the 
females, and in very few are the arrangements so complete for preventing, 
by means of separate rooms, yards, stalls, and partitions, all communication 
during meals, employment, schooling, exercise, and attendance in chapel. 
Under the two latter categories it is proper to remark that great difference 
of opinion among able and experienced persons is found to exist, it being 
affirmed by those, who are opposed to separation in these cases, that it is 
impossible to afford stimulating exercise to prisoners cooped up singly 
and lounging listlessly in small pens ; that by interposing considerable 
space between each prisoner when pacing round a large circle (an officer 
being stationed within it as well as without), no intercourse, beyond an 
occasional look or gesture, can take place undetected, while the brisk and 
simultaneous movement generates a salutary excitement. Again, the 
question of a stalled or open chapel has given rise to much discussion, both 
as to the moral effect produced upon the congregation, and the facilities 
for holding communication, whether written or oral, without discovery; it 
being alleged that the deep stalls enable the occupants to sink down and 
withdraw themselves from notice, and to doze, or employ themselves in 
writing obscene phrases, or in passing slips of paper under the doors, which 
divide the compartments, or in fitting into the responses or singing, con- 
versations with those placed on either side; while the advocates of the 
other mode assert that well-disposed prisoners, when surrounded by, and 
exposed to the gaze of, their irreverent companions, are ashamed to yield 
to their better feeling, and to give expression to their contrition. 

On all other occasions there is an entire agreement of opinion that 
separation is indispensable, and, if it be admitted that the constant use of 
the disguises above mentioned is essential to its object — the prevention of 
inter-recognition — it follows, that in these two particulars it is desirable to 
adhere to it. Belfast Gaol further enjoys the advantage of possessing the 
services of the same superior officers without change during a long series of 
years, the Governor in particular, who was transferred from Carrick- 
fergus, having superintended it with zeal and efficiency from its first 
opening, at a period, when this system of discipline was li^le understood, 
and when the objections to its establishment were honestly, though mis- 
takenly, urged on mental and physical grounds. Those objections have 
been fully disproved by the maintenance of the system without failure of 
mind or body, and without any departure, except in rare and abnormal 
instances, from the ordinary dietary sanctioned for all the gaols of Ireland, 
the majority of which are on the associative principle. This result is 
specially due to the excellent medical officer, who to high professional 
skill and great experience adds unwearied vigilance, and firm, but humane 
iudgment, and a conscientious desire to preserve the true mean between 
health and discipline, so as to give full effect to the latter, without 
endangering the former. In an inquiry by a Committee of the House of 
Lords in the last Session of Parliament into “ the condition and disci- 
pline of the prisons of England,” those of Ireland not being included, the 
subject of diet in connexion with the duration and the forms of imprison- 
ment was fully examined ; and I have only to regret that thus no oppor- 
tunity was afforded of placing on record in their report the solution, 
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which has been here achieved, of tbe difficulty of combining long terms of 
detention and of isolation, as between fellow- prisoners, with a low diet, and 
a sanitary condition, the soundness of which is attested not only by the 
small annual number of deaths, but by the paucity of patients in the 
hospital. I have felt it to be my duty, and I discharge it with great 
pleasure, to submit these observations in justice to the admirable 
management of this institution. 

The lock-up is attended by the Governor and his deputy, the cells being 
lighted during the six months between autumn and summer from sunset 
to eight o’clock, p.m., and again at unlock in the morning, the inmates being 
thus left in the dark for ten consecutive hours, a period far shorter than 
that which is allowed in the majority of prisons, but somewhat longer 
than that recommended by the Committee referred to. There is a night 
patrol performed by the turnkeys in rotation, their regularity being 
measured by a tell-tale clock, which is daily examined by the Governor 
and tested by effective checks.

It is to be borne in mind, when examining the number of punishments, 
that every attempt to infringe in the most trifling particular the prin- 
ciple of individual separation, is visited with a slight penalty, which is 
’ fully recorded in a book allocated for the purpose. This book, however, 
is still signed by the Local Inspector, instead of by the temporary Chair- 
man of the Board, as in other well-ordered prisons, and thus protection is 
wanting to the Governor (who solely awards the great majority), and a 
guarantee to the prisoners, that the nature and amount of the punishments 
have been considered and approved by the body, to which an appeal lies.

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The above schedule shows that no strictly penal labour is enforced here 
the nearest approximation being stone-breaking, in carrying out which no 
difference in point of time is made with regard to prisoners sentenced to 
“ hard labour.” In the very able report of the Select Committee of the 
House of Lords, referred to above, it is recommended — and the recommen- 
dation will probably be the basis of legislation — that hard labour should 
be defined by statute ; that it should be stringently performed during the 
shorter terms of imprisonment ; and that the Treasury allowance should 
be withheld from all gaols which should be unprovided with “ a sufficient 
supply of hard-labour machinery for the aver aye number of male prisoners 
sentenced to and medically fit for hard labour .” Having called for a 
return of the duration of sentences, I find that out of the whole aggregate 
of inmates on the day of inspection, there were but two males under 
sentence of two years' imprisonment, eleven males and one female under 
that of twelve months , and three males under that of nine months , the whole 
of the remainder ranging from a maximum of six months, which com- 
prised thirteen males and three females, down to the shortest terms of 
weeks and days. 

Industrial employment, on the other hand, is maintained with consider- 
able activity, those, who possessed any knowledge of trades previously to 
their committal being turned to account, and three of the turnkeys beino* 
further capable of giving instruction in weaving, mat-making, and shoe° 
making ; and a large return is obtained from some of the branches, the 
most productive of which are the items already stated, the breaking of 
stones and freestone, and public washing, which is directed by skilled laun- 
dresses.

No change of any importance has taken place in the staff since the last 
inspection. The extern officers receive their salaries half-yearly, and the 
intern monthly. The turnkeys are provided with fire-arms, and with 
uniforms, but not with food rations. In consequence of a non-observance 
on the part of the Roman Catholic Chaplain of the 11th section of the 
Uth and 20th Vic., cap. 68, which prescribes the form of aDpointing a 
substitute, the Board of Superintendence passed a resolution withholding 
permission to officiate, when the approval of the Board had not been duly 
obtained. I would further point out that the same section requires expli-

A very considerable increase among the males during the expired por- 
tion of the current year, as compared with the past year or those imme- 
diately preceding it, is noticeable here. The committals, however of 
debtors and dangerous lunatics, two classes, which properly have no place 
within the walls of a building designed for minimal detention, have greatly 
tended to swell their aggregate; there being in charge on the above day twelve 
under each of these categories. There is nothing, however, in the nature 
ot the offences, which calls for any special observation ; few of them, more- 
over, being fairly attributable, as might have been expected, to the agency 
of destitution. The prevalent poverty, in fact, is attested almost entirely 
by the presence of the debtors. J 

The lunatics, who are found here in unusually large numbers, are, I am 
bound to state, treated with remarkable care and tenderness, as far as is 
consistent with the limited means at the disposal of the authorities for 
dealing with these unfortunate and unfit inmates. 

Twelve juveniles, none of whom were sentenced to a reformatory, had 
been committed in the first four months of the year; and there were in 
custody two adult males and one female, who were ascertained to be re- 
turned convicts.

The building generally, with the exception of the Governor’s house and 
the old prison, was in sound repair — dry, airy, and secure, the locks being 
of good construction. The supply of water is abundant, and the sewerage 
is effective. The stock of blankets and sheets in use and in store was 
sufficient for the season ; but the clothing, &c., in some items was rather 
scanty. 

No change has taken place in the accommodation since the last inspec- 
tion, nor does any appear to be in contemplation, as the ratepayers are 
found to be unwilling at present to incur any further expenditure. I trust, 
however, that, in the event of a prosperous harvest, they will be ready to 
correct the few deficiencies, which detract from the completeness of this 
excellent institution, and to provide the requirements, which have been 
touched upon in former reports, viz., the reconstruction of the Governor’s 
house and the adjoining frontage, the partitioning of the laundry and of 
the portion of the chapel assigned to pupils engaged in writing, the pro- 
viding of additional stone-sheds, and the laying down a tramway in con- 
nexion with the latter ; all these details, except the first, being ancillary, 
and indeed indispensable to the enforcement of “separation” in its in- 
tegrity. In other respects this form of discipline is rigidly applied to the 
criminals of both sexes ; lunatics and their sane attendants alone being 
necessarily exempted from its observance. I would, in conclusion, further 
call attention to the want of a proper quarter to be allocated to female 
debtors, the law being imperative (see the 6th section and the 8th General 
Rule annexed to the 109th section of the 7tli Geo. IV., cap. 74) as to the 
classification of debtors. I found a respectable female of this class, for 
instance, confined in a criminal cell, whom it was, moreover, necessary to 
conduct to the criminal yard for air and exercise, after the criminals had 
been withdrawn, there being no other accommodation available. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and there is a night-watch ; but there 
are no detector-clocks placed in opposite quarters for the purpose of mea- 
suring the vigilance and regularity of the patrol.

Upon examining the above schedules, and those for the three previous 
years, we find, I regret to state, a steadily progressive advance in the aver- 
ages, especially of the males, among whom the prevalence of brutal assaults, 
as evidenced by the special table furnished above, constitutes the principal 
feature of crime. Among the females the recurrence of the same drunken 
disorderly and dissolute individuals tends to swell the amount ; but offences 
of a graver character are very rare in the latter sex. Juvenile delin- 
quency also forms but a trifling item in the criminal returns ; three only 
(none of whom were sent to a reformatory) having been committed here 
since the commencement of the year, and vagrancy has almost disappeared 
from the registry. There were in custody on the day of my visit two returned 
convicts, one of each sex, ascertained to be such, and one female suspected; 
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but the paramount evil, which has been frequently reported upon as nulli- 
fying the discipline of the prison, is the presence of so large an aggre- 
gate of lunatics, of whom there were in charge no less than eight female 
“dangerous lunatics,” and six males falling within the same category, 
besides four “ criminal lunatics,” who were found insane upon arraign- 
ment. 

No change has taken place with regard to this unhappy class of in- 
mates, nor does there exist any difference in the mode of dealing with them, 
except that they receive an extra allowance for supper.

The prison is generally in fair repair, secure, free from damp, clean, and 
orderly. The supply of water is abundant, and the sewerage satisfactory, 
and the stock of bedding, blankets, &c., adequate; but with regard to the 
prison clothing, That of the males is defective in shirts, and of the females 
in shoes. Although the requirements of this prison have been repeatedly 
pointed out, as well as the easy means of fulfilment, no effort has been 
made, nor does there appear to exist any disposition to action ; and I fear 
that, until the Legislature interferes compulsorily, no improvement is to be 
expected. The report of the Committee of the House of Lords, presented 
in the last session, upon the discipline of the county and borough prisons 
of England (Scotland and Ireland not being included) urges the necessity of 
State intervention in many matters, and especially in the obligatory estab- 
lishment of the “ separate system,” a suggestion, which, doubtless, will be 
carried into effect throughout the United Kingdom. It remains, therefore, 
only for me to discharge the hitherto unavailing duty of recapitulating 
the more prominent deficiencies: — Firstly , the hospital being placed at 
the top of a staircase, is without any access to a convalescent yard ; 
there is, moreover, but one water-closet, common to both sexes, who are 
very imperfectly separated at all times, and there is no fixed bath. 
Secondly , the laundry, which is unpartitioned, is small and inconvenient, and 
there is no drying-room. Thirdly, there is no reception room for females. 
Fourthly, there is no adequate provision for female debtors of both classes, 
although the 8th General Rule, attached to the 109th Section of the 7th 
Geo. IV. cap. 74, is imperative on this head ; the quarter now occupied 
by the lunatics having been originally, however imperfect, assigned for

this purpose. Fifthly , there are no covered lavatories, nor covered 

sheds for working in winter, or in inclement weather. And sixthly , there 
are no baths for general use ; a single shower-bath, which stands in the 
corner of the tread-wheel yard, furnishing the only means of ablution. 
As to classification the males are in five sections, viz., felons and mis- 
demeanants, respectively subdivided into “ tried” and “ untried,” and 
drunkards, and the females in three, viz., lunatics, prostitutes, and all other 
criminals, in indiscriminate association. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and a nightly patrol is maintained by 
one turnkey from nine o’clock p.m. to the hour of unlock in the morning; 
but there is no tell-tale clock to record the regularity of the circuits. ,

The tread-wheel, which is unpartitioned, constitutes the sole means of 
carrying out hard labour, and is applied to raising water daily, for a 
period so short as to fail in supplying the penal element necessary to the 
fulfilment of the sentence. Industrial labour is also of a very limited 
character, the pens allocated to stone-breaking being, moreover, undivided 
by stalls ; but the deduction of the lunatics, their sane attendants, the 
debtors, the sick, and the incapable from the aggregate of inmates, leaves a 
small number of hands available for this useful department of discipline.

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Instruction is given daily in the chapel, at the hours stated, to prisoners 
of both sexes, by a schoolmaster turnkey ; a matron being in charge of 
the females. No restriction exists as to age, and all except the infirm 
and the blind attend. The school is not in connexion with the National 
Board, and no copy-books are supplied, although this omission has been 
noticed more then once in former reports. The form of registry recom- 
mended by the Inspectors-General is in use, and the Chaplains visit from 
time to time, and enter the record of such visits.

Some complaints of the stirabout as to its want of proper consistency 
were preferred to me, but that issued on the day of inspection was admitted 
to be good. I tasted the bread and milk, and found them to be of fair 
quality. The Chaplains observe the approved form, and the report of 
their opinions is generally favourable. Some long intervals, however, 
appear between the inspections of the provisions. 


Boolcs and Accounts. 

The registries and the books prescribed by the several authorities are 
kept with fulness and accuracy, which is the more laudable, as the duty 
devolves chiefly on the Governor, who is almost unassisted. The Chap- 
lains are provided with journals, which are duly signed, as are also the 
Medical Officer and the Governor, the Local Inspector inscribing his attend- 
ance in the General Duty Book. It will be necessary, henceforth, that 
the supper ordered for the lunatics shall, when entered in the Extra Diet 
Book, be authorized by the signature of the Medical Officer.

The extern officers receive their salaries at each assizes, and the interns, 
bi-monthly. The turnkeys are furnished with uniforms and with fire- 
arms, but the latter are valueless. Two of their body are handicraftsmen, 
viz., a carpenter and a whitesmith ; these trades, however, are not of much 
avail ordinarily within the walls of a prison. None are allowed food rations, 
except the assistant matron, who is old and infirm, and the hospital nurse, 
whose case has already been made the subject of two successive reports, 
under the hands of my colleague and myself, as having been retained in 
office, although her probationary appointment, which dates back as far as 
June, 1860, has never been confirmed, the Governor refusing to sign the 
indispensable certificate, “ that she is a fit, proper, and efficient person,” 
an estimate in which the Inspectors-General fully concur, while the Local 
Inspector, relying on the opinion of the Medical Officer was ready to grant 
it. Under these circumstances the matter has been submitted to the law 
adviser, and his opinion has been received, “ that the appointment falls to 
the ground.” I trust, therefore, that no delay will take place in the 
selection of an officer better qualified to discharge duties, which are the 
more onerous in consequence of the difficulty of access to the hospital. 

Since the last inspection the vacancies created by the resignation of 
three turnkeys have been filled by fresh appointees.

117 ; of “affray, riot, rescue, forcible 
possession,” Sc., 19 ; of “ disorderly conduct, breaking windows,” Ac., 35 • 
of revenue and game cases, illegal fishing, Ac.,” 68 \ ee having unregistered 
arms , 5 5 ; and lastly of “ ribbonism and whiteboyism ? 10, forming a total of 
no.less than 286, indicative of this characteristic. In other respects there 
exists a comparative immunity from crime ; and, indeed, when, from the 
numbers m custody at my inspection, we deduct the twenty-ninelunatics 
(twenty-three males and six females), and the five debtors (three males 
and two females), and one male sentenced to penal servitude, and await- 
ing- removal, the remaining aggregate does not present a formidable pro- 
portion to the extent and population of this county. It is unnecessary to 
dwell upon a subject -which has been so often commented on, namely, the 
fearful pressure of the insane upon this gaol, and its effects upon the dis- 
cip me. It is sufficient to state that, in the absence of any curative means 
and appliances, they are treated with humane care, and are supplied with

I found the prison in a creditable condition of order and cleanliness, 
and well administered in all matters, which depend upon the zeal and 
efficiency of the Local Inspector, the Governor, and the staff ; in sound 
general repair ; abundantly supplied with water ; fairly ventilated, and 
provided with an adequate stock of bedding, blankets, sheets, and prison 
clothing. The sewerage is very defective, it being necessary to use mova- 
ble soil boxes ; but the sewers have been lately cleaned thoroughly, and 
a plan for increasing their effectiveness is about to be submitted. Eave- 
shoots and down pipes are also to be attached to the newer portion of the 
gaol. No further improvement, however, is in progress, or in contem- 
plation ; and the several defects enumerated in former reports remain un- 
remedied, although the advantageous terms, upon which money can be 
obtained for this object under the old “ Prisons Act” have been repeatedly 
urged, as well as the facilities, which exist here, for adapting the building 
to the system of “ individual separation,” so loudly called for in this 
locality, which may be fitly termed the headquarters of agrarian conspiracy. 

The very able and comprehensive report of the Select Committee of the 
House of Lords, appointed to inquire into the condition and discipline of 
the gaols of England (those of Ireland n6t being included), which was laid 
before Parliament in the last session, and upon which it is confidently 
expected, and earnestly to be hoped, that compulsory legislation will be 
based, recommended, inter alia , that the Treasury allowance for the main- 
tenance of certain classes of convicted prisoners (amounting in this county 
to £242 4s. 2d. in the year 1862), should be withheld from all prisons 
not furnished with proper machines for enforcing the fulfilment of “ hard 
labour,” and not provided with means for carrying out the form of discip- 
line referred to above. I trust, therefore, the compulsion will be anti- 
cipated, and that the example, which has been so largely set in tbe pro- 
vince of Ulster, will be followed here, Antrim having taken the lead in 
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erecting a new gaol, ab initio, designed for this salutary purpose, and no 
less than five other counties, since I entered upon my present office, viz. 
those of Down, Londonderry, Tyrone, Armagh, and Monaghan, having 
wisely and liberally contributed funds to the alteration, amounting almost 
to a reconstruction, of their several prisons, with the same end in view. 

At present the male criminals form but four classes, viz., “ felons” and 
“ misdemeanants,” subdivided respectively into the “tried” and “ untried,” 
while the females fell far short, even of the very meagre prescriptions of 
the old Prisons Act, and occupy two sections only, according to their 
known, or personal antecedents ; but both sexes are diverted from these 
arrangements, by the necessity of providing quarters and attendants for 
tlie lunatics. 

Further, the accommodation for the debtors is very defective, as to the 
separation of the different classes and the means of exercise; and 1 found, 
accordingly, that a pauper debtor and his wife (both being prisoners) had 
been placed in the same room, with the sanction of the Board of Superin- 
tendence ; but I apprehend that the power (conferred by the 14th section of 
the 19th and 20th Vic., cap. 68) to confine any prisoner, with a class other 
than that to which he or she may belong, cannot be taken to overrule 
the direction of the 6th section of the 7 Geo. IV., cap. 74, which is im- 
perative as to the division of the two sexes. 

The Governor and the staff attend the lock up, and one turnkey (the 
whole body taking the duty in rotation) maintains the night patrol from 
ten p.m. until unlock in the morning, without, however, the indispensable 
check of detector clocks.

There is no definite penal labour in this prison ; but those under rule of 
hard labour” are required to perform a greater amount of stone-breaking, 
the sole form of work which approximates to the fulfilment of this sentence. 
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Industrial employment is almost a nullity among the males here, being 
dependent on the casual committal of skilled artizans, who are thus 
turned to account in their respective handicrafts, as none of the turnkeys 
are tradesmen. The presence of the lunatics further impedes this branch 
of discipline, especially among the females, the proportion of the insane 
to the sane being so great as to almost absorb the latter in attendance, and 
in ordinary gaol duties, such as cleaning, &c.

No complaints of the dietary were preferred by any of the prisoners.

Their report is 
usually favourable, but the milk is occasionally condemned.

In consequence of a long and very severe indisposition, I was unable to 
visit the bridewells, and am therefore obliged to avail myself of the 
reports of the Local Inspector, a very efficient officer, upon these minor 
prisons, none of which, except that at Letterkenny, are fit places of 
detention, as being generally defective in such primary requirements as 
water on the premises, proper separation of the sexes, and security.

This increase i3 not attributed by the local authorities to the pressure 
of want, nor does the character of it appear to demand any special obser- 
vation further, than that the presence of several male prisoners, under sen- 
tences of more than average duration for their participation in party pro- 
cessions, and of a somewhat larger than usual proportion of lunatics, has 
tended to swell the totals abnormally. 

There were two male juveniles under the same charge, and two (one 
of each sex) had been sent to reformatories in the course of the current 
year.. There were also in custody two males ascertained to be 'returned 
convicts ; and no less than thirty-seven lunatics, viz., twenty-four males and 
thirteen females, one of the latter being a criminal lunatic, who had been 
found insane upon arraignment.

Since the last inspection a roomy and convenient addition to the 
Governor’s house has been completed ; two cells in the male lunatic ward 
have been enlarged, so as to accommodate three persons, whenever it is 
indispensable for the safety of a lunatic that he should be attended at 
night; the pavement, consisting of large and uneven blocks of stone, 
between the entrance gate and the central building, has been taken up, 
and finely-broken stone and gravel have been substituted for it ; and 
lastly, a roomhasbeen fitted up for visitors to females — prison labour having 
been turned to account in effecting these useful alterations. 

I found the prison at my visit in a creditable condition of order and 
discipline, and in sound general repair ; the female lunatic cells, which 
were noticed unfavourably in a former report, have been freshly plastered 
and lime-washed, so as to improve their aspect. The building is well 
ventilated and artificially warmed (the heating apparatus being now in 
satisfactory working order), and free from damp, except partially in the 
clotkes-store. The female yard, from the want of eave-shoots, was, at the 
period of my inspection, flooded by the drip, from the roof, the weather 
bein 0, very rainy. The supply of water is usually abundant, the sewerage 
is effective, and the stock of bedding, blankets, &c., and prisoners cloth- 
ing, adequate. The general accommodation and provision for the pro- 
bable number of inmates leave but little to be desired here, the chief 
defects being those of the hospital, as detailed under its own special haul- 
ing, the imperfection of the gas-pipes, the absence of means of artificial 
heating in the solitary cells, and the want of distinctive quarters and exer- 
cise yards for female debtors of both denominations, “ mistress and 
pauper,” which are imperatively prescribed by the 8th General Rule 
annexed to the 109th section of the 7th Geo. IV., cap. 74. 

The system of “ individual separation” is maintained strictly with 
regard to both sexes, except in the case of the insane, and of their sane 
attendants. The large aggregate of these most unfit inmates necessarily 
trenches to a great extent upon the observance of any form of discipline, 
whether deterrent or reformatory, and converts a considerable section of 
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the gaol into an imperfect lnuatic asylum. All classes are further asso- 
ciated during the time of divine worship, the chapel being undivided ; but 
it is a “ vexed question,” upon which the opinion of the most conscientious 
and experienced witnesses, who have been examined before Parliamentary 
Committees, differs widely, it being very doubtful whether the position of 
the prisoners iu deep stalls does not withdraw them so much from obser- 
vation as to enable them to hold a greater amount of surreptitious inter- 
course, than when they are seated on open benches, and subjected to the 
supervision of officers placed among them. 

The lock-up is attended by the Governor, or his Deputy, and a night- 
patrol is maintained from nine o’clock, p.m., to the hour of unlock in the 
morning, by two turnkeys in succession. There is but one tell-tale clock, 
which is inadequate for ascertaining vigilance and regularity in perform- 
ing the circuits — two, at least, placed in opposite quarters of the building, 
being indispensable for this object.

The schoolmaster was absent at the time of my visit. He is represented 
to be efficient, and instructs the males, the females being under the tuition 
of a matron. The approved Form of Registry is in action, and the Chap- 
lains occasionally inspect the schools, noting their visits in their respective 
journals, but not on the face of the Register, in the column headed “ Re- 
marks,” and designed for this purpose. The copy-books are now signed 
and dated by the pupils, the omission of which was noticed in a former 
report. . 

Dietary and Contracts. 

Breakfast — Males — 8 oz. mixed oat and Indian meal made into stirabout, with 
1 pint buttermilk. Demales— 7 oz. mixed meal made into stirabout, with I pint 
buttermilk.

wheaten bread, with f pint sweet milk.

No complaints of the dietary were preferred by any of the prisoners. 
The provisions are regularly examined by the Chaplains, who observe the 
tabular form recommended by the Inspectors-General. Their comments 
on each item of consumption are almost universally satisfactory, but I 
found a few exceptions taken to the milk during the hotter months. The 
contractor, moreover, is compelled to pay the price of the article of food 
substituted for that, which is condemned. The lunatics receive supper- 
bread every night ; and soup, with the meat of which it is made, twice a 
week.

Upon examining the above schedules, in reference to the past year, I 
do not find any change sufficiently marked to demand special comment, 
either as to the nature or amount of crime. It is to be noticed, how- 
ever, that, although this county bears a share in the pressure caused by a 
succession of unfavourable years, the offences of those in custody did not 
appear to be attributable to destitution. There were no prisoners under 
rule of penal servitude, no returned convicts, ascertained to be such, but 
there was one dangerous lunatic, a male, very violent, who was placed in 
the hospital, and attended by two sane prisoners. Five juvenile delin- 
quents had been committed here in the course of the current year, two 
of whom (one of each sex) had been transmitted to reformatories.

I found the building creditably clean and orderly, and in generally 
sound repair. The dome, however, of the quarter occupied by females 
requires to be stanched, and some of the water-cocks on the male tiers are 
inoperative. The sewerage and ventilation are both effective, and the 
supply of water is abundant. 

The stock of clothing for both sexes, but especially for females, was 
far below the requirements, and some of the blankets were thin and worn. 
I trust, therefore, that no delay may be interposed in providing a suitable 
amount. 

There appears to be no store exclusively set apart for female clothing 
and necessaries, the matron being compelled to apply to the Governor 
who has charge of the small amount in hand, whenever occasion arises. 
It would be desirable that all articles, appertaining to the female section 
of the prison, should be placed in the custody of the matron, and that she 
should be held accountable for her own department. 

No alteration has taken place in the accommodation since last year, but 
some plans have been projected for dealing with the wants detailed in 
former Reports, viz., by the erection of a chapel and drying-room, and by 
stalling the laundry. There are other defects also requiring remedy. 
Thus : there is but one yard and one day-room for master and pauper 
debtors, and no regular provision for female debtors of either denomination, 
whom it would, consequently, be necessary to place in the criminal cells, 
and to exercise in the criminal yards. The prescriptions of the Prisons 
Act (see the 6th section, and the 8th General Rule annexed* to the 109th 
section of the 7th Geo. IV., cap. 74), are imperative on this head. 

There is no plunge-bath connected with the reception-room; and, indeed 
those assigned to the males, which are placed near the entrance of the 
building, are not used, unless prisoners are committed in a filthy condition • 
a practice, which is not in consonance with the 20th General Rule annexed 
to the above section. 

With regard to classification, so considerable an approximation to the 
system of individual separation has been already carried out, — the priso- 
ners of both sexes sleeping singly, taking their meals, and receiving 
instruction in their cells, — that I cannot forbear to reiterate the expression 
of my regret, that this form of discipline is not enforced in its integrity; 
a result attainable, by the adaptation of the cells, at a very moderate 
expense, which would fall lightly on the rate-payers, if the necessary 
advances were procured from the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, 
on the very advantageous terms defined in the 17th section of the Prisons 
Act. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and a night patrol is maintained by 
one turnkey, whose vigilance and regularity, however, is not tested by 
detector clocks placed in opposite quarters of the premises.

There were no complaints on the part of the prisoners, of the quality 
of the provisions, which are regularly inspected by the Chaplains, their 
comments on each item of consumption being entered in the tabular form 
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suggested by the Inspectors-General, but I found that occasional exceptions 
had been taken to the milk. An irregular practice has prevailed here, for 
which I cannot discover any alleged authority, of granting additional rations 
to such prisoners, as are engaged in mat-making. Since the passing of the 
Amended Prisons Act no departure from the prison dietary, fixed either 
by the Court of Queen’s Bench or the Executive, is permitted without the 
written sanction of the Medical Officer, as otherwise undue exemptions 
and concessions might be resorted to, and favouritism exhibited towards 
prisoners of a particular class. If, therefore, the labour of mat-making 
appears to the Surgeon, upon full consideration, to be abnormally severe, 
it will be necessary that he should specify from week to week in the 
Extra Diet Book the increase of food, which he deems indispensable. 

Boohs and Accounts. 

The Local Inspector, the Chaplains, and the Governor, are all provided 
with journals, but not the Medical Officer, who hitherto, having been very 
recently appointed, was not aware of the requirements of the Prisons Act 
in this particular. This omission, however, will be supplied in future. 

The various forms of prescribed books are kept generally with accuracy; 
but I regret to state that I found the Discharge Book, one of the most 
valuable records of the prison, which ought to be filled in advance, was 
almost a blank, scarcely any entries having been made in it during this 
year. The vital importance of the correct keeping of this form was 
laid down in our Report for the year 1851, at which period my former 
colleague and I obtained the sanction of the Court of Queen’s Bench for 
enforcing it. 

“ As soon as the prisoners, committed on each day, are entered in the proper 
registries, their names are lo be at once posted into the page of the Discharge 
Book for the day upon which the sentence of each expires , inserting the reference to 
the committal in the Criminal Registry. 1 the class of the offence, and the term of 
imprisonment, as shown in the Form. This plan, if carefully observed, obviates the 
necessity of searching the books for the prisoners, who are to be discharged each 
day : a practice which is attended not only with a great deal of trouble, but cannot 
fail of leading to serious mistakes, by leaving persons imprisoned after the expira- 
tion of their sentence. Besides the advantage which this book affords on this 
point, it provides the means of checking, readily and accurately, the number of 
prisoners, by which the dietary is regulated. It is also of infinite utility in tracing 
the former convictions of prisoners — a matter of the utmost importance on re-com- 
mittal.’’

A very large increase in the aggregate and average of male inmates is 
observable in this prison, and is to be attributed to the prevalence of 
assaults, involving long sentences, and to some cases of unlawful assem- 
blage, rather than to the pressure of destitution — vagrancy, for instance, 
but rarely appearing on the registry. The females, on the other hand, 
retain their usual low proportion. The juvenile offenders are happily 
few, and none falling within this category were sent during the present 
or past year to reformatories. There was one prisoner under rule of 
penal servitude (a male), too ill to be removed. But there were no dan- 
gerous lunatics in charge. One criminal, however, had lately been acquit- 
ted on the ground of insanity.

I found the building generally in a satisfactory condition of cleanliness 
and order ; in fair repair, except the flooring of portions of the female 
quarter ; and free from permanent damp, although in soft weather the 
walls exhibit a considerable amount of moisture. The ventilation and 
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the sewerage are both effective, and the supply of water is abundant. 
Some of the locks were imperfect, but orders had been issued for remedy- 
ing the defects. The stock of bedding, blankets, and sheets, was sufficient 
for the season ; but clothing for the males, and shoes for both sexes, were 
imperatively required, and I trust will be duly provided. 

No change has taken place in the accommodation since the last inspec- 
tion ; and the wants detailed in former Reports remain unsatisfied. 

There is only one building and one yard for the male debtors of both 
denominations, although the eighth general rule annexed to the 109th 
section of the Prisons Act (the 7th Geo. IV. cap. 74) is mandatory on this 
head ; and there is no quarter properly allocated to female debtors, some 
of the rooms in the portion of the building assigned to criminals of this 
sex, which greatly exceeds the ordinary requirements, being thus occu- 
pied, when occasion arises. The laundry is still unpartitioned there is 
no drying-room furnished with artificial heating ; there are no baths 
attached to either of the reception-rooms; and the construction of the 
chapel renders it very difficult to prevent the prisoners of different sexes 
from seeing each other, as it is considered indispensable during the cele- 
bration of Roman Catholic worship that the altar should be in view. 
The classification of the males is nearly in accordance with that laid 
down in the Prisons Act, and an approach to the system of individual 
separation is further made — the stone sheds, the tread-wheel, and the 
school-room, being partitioned. The females — who have no similar ad- 
vantages — are divided into three sections only; one being set apart for 
known prostitutes. All, however, of both sexes sleep singly, and take 
their meals in their cells. The Governor attends the lock-up, and one 
turnkey patrols at night. Two tell-tale clocks at least, placed in opposite 
quarters of the prison, are indispensable to the proper checking of vi'dl- 
ance and regularity in the performance of the circuits.

The amount of remunerative labour of a skilled character is very 
trifling here, although three of the turnkeys are capable of giving indus- 
trial instruction, viz., a weaver, a shoemaker, and an upholsterer, who 
lias further an aptitude for teaching the rudiments of other handicrafts. 
At the period of my visit, in consequence of the reduced number of females, 
the prison washing was consigned to the males.

The 
approved form for the inspection of provisions is observed here ; but the 
visits of the Chaplains for this purpose are not made with consecutive 
regularity, there being occasionally long intervals without any record.

I have to congratulate the authorities upon the evidence afforded by the 
above schedules as to the low aggregate of the actual inmates, and the 
immunity from the higher crimes, which are found to prevail elsewhere. 

Of those in custody under long rules, there were three males sen- 
tenced for assault and robbery to two years’ imprisonment, and one to 
twelve months; two females to two years for assault, and one to a twelve- 
month for child-stealing, no other offeuces of gravity presenting them- 
selves. Of the ten females in charge, three were known prostitutes, not, 
however, convicted of disorderly conduct, but of assault and larceny. 

The principal reduction in crime during the expired portion of the 
current year, as compared with the preceding twelvemonth, is found in 
larcenies from the person, in petty larcenies, and in cases of embezzlement, 
and detention by weavers of the yarn intrusted to them for the loom • 
hitherto a common delinquency in this flax-growing district. Drunken- 
ness, I am happy to add, has experienced a marked decline, while the 
increase in the category of vagrants is solely attributable to the stric ■ 
enforcement of orders issued to the police to arrest all individuals round 
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be^ing within the precincts of the borough. There were no returned North 
convicts, and only one juvenile, a male. There were, however, no less PlSTR1CT - 
than seven “ dangerous lunatics,” viz., six males and one female, who are County of 
humanely treated as to quarters and diet, but who obstruct the adminis- London- 
tration of the prison ; discipline, either deterrent or reformatory, being derry GaoL 
inapplicable to those, who are morally irresponsible.

I found the gaol throughout in the laudable condition of cleanliness and 
order, which have characterized it of late years. The stock of clothing, 
bedding, blankets, sheets, furniture, and utensils was adequate ; the supply 
of water abundant, and the sewerage effective, and capable of being 
cleansed by flushing. Since the last inspection, a drying closet in the 
female laundry has been completed, as well as an apartment for the re- 
ception of persons visiting prisoners, and a fumigating room ; and asphalte 
has been laid down in the yard adjoining the Governor’s House. The 
“separate system” is now established, and provided for both sexes in 
cellular accommodation, the only exceptions to the enforcement of this 
invaluable form of discipline being in the case of the lunatics and their sane 
attendants, and that of the other sane prisoners, when engaged in exercise, 
in schooling, in attendance at chapel, and when occupying the lavatories. 
It would, therefore, be indispensable to stall the latter and the schoolroom, 
whenever the Board shall have selected the fittest locality for this purpose, 
in the unoccupied portion of the building, it being impossible during 
tuition, especially in the writing classes, for any form of mere supervision, 
however rigid, to detect intercourse. 

Great diversity of opinion exists as to the necessity, or at least as to 
the policy, of placing prisoners at exercise, and during divine service, in 
separate yards and stalls ; but it is proper to state that, on a full review of 
the evidence adduced, the Select Committee of the House of Lords, which, 
during the last session of Parliament, inquired into the condition and 
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North discipline of English prisons (those of Ireland and Scotland not bein<r 
Di stric t, included in the scope of their investigation), reported unanimously in 
County of favour of the retention of those means of “ separation.” Under all cir- 
London- cumstances, however, it is of the greatest importance that communication 
deny Gaol. s h ou l c l b e arrested, and for this object care must be taken to erect in the 
different compartments of the chapel elevated seats for the officers, so as to 
give them a plunging view of those under their charge and observation, and 
in the large exercising yard to station turnkeys and matrons in such posi- 
tions, as to perceive any attempt upon the part of the prisoners to abridge 
the space allocated between each, when marching in a circle, or to inter- 
change signs and gestures. The want of proper accommodation for female 
debtors, who, however, are happily rare here, has been noticed in former 
reports, there being no exercise yard provided for them, and accordingly 
they are compelled to resort for this purpose to the “ criminal” yard, when 
not occupied by those, to whom it is assigned. 

In other respects there is but little to suggest, or to desire, in this well- 
ordered institution, which reflects the highest credit on the governing body 
Among the recent improvements it is right that I should notice the intro- 
duction of photography, under the direction of the Governor, which 
has been turned to valuable account in detecting old offenders, and an 
instance of which I found at my inspection ; it having been discovered by 
means of a photographic portrait, and the consequent correspondence 
grounded on it with the authorities of other gaols, that a prisoner, who 
had been exempted from hard labour, on the ground of his supposed in- 
ability to work, was a confirmed malingerer and impostor, having learned 
to slip his shoulders out at will, and having practised the trick elsewhere. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and a night patrol is maintained by 
reliefs till unlock in the morning. There is one tell-tale clock in use, but 
two, placed in different quarters of the prison, are requisite to test accu- 
rately the vigilance and regularity of the watch.

The record of punishments, which during the current year were all 
awarded by the sole authority of the Governor, is duly submitted to the 
Board at each meeting, and signed by the Chairman. The value of this 
practice was evidenced in the case of a prisoner, P. K., who appeared to 
me to be half witted, and who was of so violent and intractable a disposi- 
tion, that he had been twice convicted of assaults upon prison officers at 
Omagh and in this gaol. He made a long and rambling statement to me 
in relation to punishments inflicted upon him by the Governor, chiefly for 
refusing to work, and alleged that the condition of his health rendered 
him incapable of exertion. 

Upon referring to the Punishment Book, and to the journals of the 
Governor and of the Medical Officer, I found that the Board had examined 
all these records, and having given a hearing to the complainant, and 
thus being fully cognizant of the case, made an order that, in the event 
of a continued refusal, the Governor should persevere in a course of punish-

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men t, and that with regard to the latter statement, Dr. Babington had 
entered in his journal a certificate to the effect that P K. was malinger- 
ing, and quite fit for the employment, which was assigned to him.

It will he observed that no punitive labour is carried out here. It is 
incumbent on me, therefore, to call attention to the Report of the Select 
Committee of the House of Lords, referred to above, for in that Report it 
is urgently recommended that “ hard labour” should he more strictly 
defined by statute ; that sentences involving it should he enforced ; and 
that, in default of proper machinery for its fulfilment, the Treasury 
allowance for the maintenance, &c., of certain classes of prisoners, should be 
absolutely withheld. 

The schedule annexed to this heading may be accepted as a fair repre- 
sentation of the usual industrial employment, the most profitable branch of 
which is mat-making. 

Some remunerative return is also derived from oakum-picking, hut 
stone-breaking, of which prisoners under rule of hard-labour perform a 
large amount daily, is very slightly productive. Two of the turnkeys 
are handicraftsmen, viz., an instructor in mat-weaving, and a stone-mason ; 
the latter trade, however, is only occasionally available, and not of per- 
manent applicability within the walls of a prison, such as are tailoring 
and shoemaking, so that the supply of these latter requirements is de- 
pendent on the casual committal of prisoners trained to the exercise of 
them. I trust, therefore, that in filling any future vacancies which may 
arise among the turnkeys, a preference may be given to persons capable 
of imparting at least the rudiments of these useful adjuncts to discipline 
and economy.

Ro complaints were preferred by any of the prisoners as to the diet, 
which is sometimes varied by the substitution of potatoes for bread, a 
salutary change. The lunatics receive meat three times a week, and 
eight ounces of bread, and a pint of milk daily for supper. 

All the prisoners are weighed monthly, and extra diet is issued in cases, 
in which the loss of weight shows a diminution of general health. The 
Chaplains are regular in their inspection, and observe the approved form of 
comment, which is submitted to the Board. 

Boolcs and Accounts. 

The books and accounts are very carefully kept, and the forms pre- 
scribed by the Queen’s Bench, as well as all those recommended by the 
Inspectors-General, except the “ Daily Employment of Prisoners’ Book,” 
and the a Work Ledger,” are adopted. The Local Inspector, the Chap- 
lains, the Medical Officer, and the Governors, are all provided with journals, 
which are laid before the Board, and signed by the acting Chairman. 

I regret to find that some difficulty still exists in adjusting the claims 
of the Board upon the authorities of Tyrone Gaol, for the maintenance 
of prisoners belonging to the latter jurisdiction ; and, as no proper legal 
tribunal exists for deciding the amounts in dispute, and as the case is 
beyond the cognizance or control of the Inspectors-General and of the 
Executive, I would throw out that the machinery prescribed in the 49th 
section of the 1 9th and 20t,h Vic., cap. 68, should be borrowed ; that the 
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two Boards should be represented by their respective Local Inspectors, North 
and should agree to nominate a barrister practising on this circuit, and District. 
unconnected with either county, to act as arbitrator, and make a final County of 
award, to be abided by.

No changes of importance in the staff have occurred since the last in- 
spection. Two vacancies among the turnkeys, caused by superannuation 
and transfer to a bridewell, have been filled, and a keeper of lunatics has 
been appointed. The extern officers receive their salaries at each assizes, 
the Governor quarterly, and the other interns monthly ; but the latter are 
not supplied with food rations. The turnkeys are furnished with uniforms 
and firearms. 

I am always unwilling to touch upon any increase of expenditure ; but 
I feel bound to submit to the Board, and through that body to the Grand 
Jury, that, taking into account the class of this county, the aggregate of 
the prisoners committed here from time to time, and, above all, the highly 
efficient manner, in which the whole internal administration is carried on 
by the Governor, his salary, when compared with the salaries of officers of 
the same rank elsewhere, and under the same conditions, is not commensu- 
rate with his services, which have largely tended to place this gaol in the 
high position, which it deservedly occupies.* 

* Since the above was in type, I have learned with much pleasure that the Board of Super- 
intendence have passed the annexed resolution : — “That in consideration of the efficient state 
of the Gaol, and the large increase of profits arising from the work done therein, it is unani- 
mously recommended that the salary of the Governor be increased to £200 a-year from the 
1st of January, 1864.”

Hospitals. 


There are distinct hospitals for the sick of both sexes, which are fitted 
with baths and waterclosets, and are of sufficient capacity, except the 
yards attached to them. It would be desirable to remove the heavy 
wooden louvers from the windows, so as to render the apartments more 
lightsome and cheerful. There were no patients in either departments, 
the sanitary condition of the prisoners having been highly satisfactory, as 
proved by the subjoined schedules.

An increase is observable during the first quarter of the current year in 
the average of the males, as compared with the past twelve months, and 
a slight diminution in the females. The prisoners of the latter sex are 
almost exclusively derived from the disorderly and reckless class, which 
oscillates between the streets, the workhouse, and the gaol, while among 
the former we scarcely find any crimes traceable to the pressure of 
destitution ; assaults and acts of violence, committed by persons holding 
a comparatively independent position, constituting a very large proportion. 

Juvenile delinquencies are rare, and vagrancy does not appear frequently 
on the Registry, nor drunkenness, although there are no bridewells in 
this county for the reception of offenders under this last category. There 
were, happily, no lunatics in charge ; and but one inmate, a male, who was 
suspected of being a returned convict.

The building is generally in sound repair (except the privy attached to 
the workshops), airy, and free from damp. In the female prison, however, 
in one locality, the hot- water pipes are leaky, and require to be stanched. 
Some of the locks are imperfect, and demand constant care and super- 
vision. The supply of water is abundant, and the sewerage, which is 
capable of being flushed, is effective. The stock of bedding, blankets, 
sheets, and clothing, &c., is sufficient for existing requirements. Since the 
last inspection no change has taken place in the accommodation, the 
more prominent defects of which it is necessary to recapitulate. 

1. There is but one exercising yard common to both classes of male 
debtors (viz., master and pauper), in contravention of the 6th and 109th 
sections (see Rule 8, annexed to the latter,) of the 7th George IV., cap. 
74. 

2. There is no statutable provision for female debtors of either class, 
one room only in the criminal quarter being assigned for this purpose, 
and there being no exercising yard attached. 

3. The school-room, which is used at different hours for pupils of both 
sexes, is unpartitioned. 

4. The laundry is a mere makeshift, and there is no regular drying- 
room, — clothes being now dried in the furnace-room, or in an adjoining 
yard, when the weather is fine. 

5. The female prison, which, from its construction, is very unsuitable 
for the maintenance of the system of individual separation enforced in it, 
does not contain a sufficiency of cells for the numbers occasionally com- 
mitted, and is not fitted with gas. 

Lastly, I would strongly urge the local authorities to extend this form 
of discipline to the males, as it has been found most effective in breaking 
up illegal combinations and conspiracies ; isolation having always a 
tendency to dispose those, who are subjected to it, and who are thus kept 
apart from their confederates in guilt, to confess, or to give information. 

1 am the more urgent on this point, because the great improvements, 
both material and moral, which have been lately carried out here, so 
much to the credit of those intrusted with the administration, lead me 
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to expect that, if the requirements referred to above were supplied, the 
gaol of Longford would take a justly high place among similar institutions 
in this kingdom. 

The Governor and the Deputy attend the lock-up, from which period 
until unlock in the morning, a night patrol is maintained by turnkeys in 
rotation of watches. 


One tell-tale clock is provided, but two, placed in opposite quarters of 
the building, are indispensable for ascertaining vigilance, and the regu- 
larity of the circuits.

The turnkey, who was on probation as schoolmaster for the males, having 
proved inefficient, has been retained as a simple turnkey ; and it is pro- 
posed that the Deputy-Governor shall resume his original employment as 
schoolmaster, and that a clerk shall be appointed to relieve him of the 
keeping of the gaol books. 

A matron, who is not a regularly trained teacher, instructs the females; 
but little is effected in this department, prisoners of this sex being few in 

K 
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number, and hard labour and prison duties absorbing much of their time ; 
while the untried, detained for short periods before their trial, do not 
attend school. The approved form of registry is adopted, and the Chap- 
lains keep a journal, in which their comments on the progress and conduct 
of the pupils are noted.

One complaint with regard to the bread was preferred to me by a 
prisoner, which, however, I found to have been reported as “ good ” by 
the Chaplain on duty. The Chaplains, who observe the form of record 
suggested by the Inspectors-General, are, I am bound to state, very 
attentive, and discriminative in their observations upon the provisions, 
which appear generally to be satisfactory in quality, except the milk, 
which has been frequently condemned.

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Since my inspection two of the turnkeys were inculpated of neglect in 
permitting the escape of a prisoner, who was re-taken. One was fined 
a month’s pay, and subjected to double night-guard for one month ; and 
the other, against whom further charges were brought and established, 
was dismissed. I am happy to add, that the services of the highly efficient 
Governor have been recognised by an increase of salary. The superior 
officers are paid at each Assizes, and the subordinates at the meetings of 
the Board. None of the interns receive food- rations, but the turnkeys 
are furnished with uniforms and fire-arms.

Upon examining the above tables, we find nothing either in the nature 
or amount of crime to demand observation; assaults constituting the 
most prominent feature in the offences of the males, while the females, 
who fluctuate considerably from time to time, are derived from the pro- 
fligate class, which is constantly recurrent to gaol for such short periods 
as to be unaffected by discipline, whether deterrent or reformatory. 

Juvenile delinquents have become very rare, but four, who fall within this 
category, having been inmates of the gaol since the 1st of January, while 
during the expired portion of the current year, and the whole of the past, 
none have been sentenced to reformatories. There was, happily, only one 
lunatic in charge, an aged and infirm female, who spoke no language but 
Irish.

All the requirements of an improved gaol have already been provided 
here, but I would direct the consideration of the Board to the following 
points. Firstly , the facility of access from the male to the female side of 
the prison might be effectively and inexpensively obviated by the erection 
of an iron grating and gates, so as to cut off communication ; such communi- 
cation having actually taken place in one of the southern gaols similarly 
circumstanced. It would further be necessary to add alight iron staircase to 
the southern extremity of the female wing, for the exclusive use of prisoners 
of this sex. Secondly, the relative position of the apartments allotted to 
the master and mistress debtors respectively opening, as they do, upon a 
corridor common to both sexes, is highly objectionable ; but this objection 
could be easily removed by closing the doors in the main corridor, by 
transferring them to the side passages, and by shutting up the latter with 
partitions or doors. In the male debtors’ yard, the wall dividing it from 
the criminal section of the building, in which the hospital stands, might 
be advantageously raised so as to exclude the view, without endangering 
the security of the prison; and a few courses of masonry, if requisite, 
might be added to the boundary wall at the junction. The want of due 
provision also for pauper debtors of both sexes, although in this county 
these classes are happily not numerous, is an evil demanding remedy. 
Thirdly, the punishment cells, from the absence of artificial heating, are 
unfit for occupation in winter, or in cold or damp weather. Fourthly, 
the hospital appears to be mouldering away from damp, the consequence, 
I presume, chiefly of imperfect masonry, and nothing but a complete 
external coat of cement will be effectual in arresting this decay. The 
windows also of this building command an uninterrupted view of the 
criminal quarters, and there are no enclosed airing yards for the two 
sexes attached to it. 

The system of individual separation is strictly enforced here in all the 
criminal classes, with the exception of lunatics, and the sane prisoners 
selected to attend them, and such as are exempted, in special cases, by 
the authority of the Medical Officers, the cells being appointed with all 
the requirements for the observance of this form of discipline, as well as 
the chapel, laundry, work sheds, and crank-pump. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and a night patrol is maintained 
within the prison by the turnkeys in rotation, taking watches of four hours 
each ; the officer on duty having thus uncontrolled access to the female, 
as well as to the male department. A detector clock stands in the central 
hall; but two at least, placed in opposite quarters, are indispensable for 
checking the vigilance and regularity of the circuits.

On examining the above schedules we find nothing either in the char- 
acter or in the amount of crime to require special comment. A large 
majority of the females consists, as before, of prostitutes and disorderly 
persons, who are constantly recurrent. Three juveniles only— two 
males, sentenced to forty-eight hours’ imprisonment, and one female to 
twenty-four hoars — had been committed here during this year ; and none 
were in custody on the above day. On the other hand, there were in 
charge two dangerous lunatics, both females ; one was rather violent, and 
the other, who had been twice sent to an asylum, on her discharge thence 
had been immediately re-committed here — a striking instance of the impo- 
licy and injustice of the existing law in reference to this unfortunate class

It is 
the Town of proposed — a proposition in which I fully concur — to lower the walls of 
Dr Gaol da ma ^ e debtors’ ward, and of the female convalescent yard on either side 
of the court, which lies between the hatch and the Governor’s house ; to 
place an auxiliary cistern so as to command the upper tier of cells, and to 
open out a door into the male yard at the foot of the staircase, which abuts 
on the hospital assigned to this sex, all these alterations being imperatively 
required. Unwilling as I am to suggest any additional outlay at the 
present moment, I urge that at a very moderate expense gas might be 
introduced into the cells ; that the straw-store standing in the female yard, 
immediately over the sewer, might be most advantageously converted 
into a laundry ; and the apartment, which is now allocated to that object, 
and is very inconveniently circumstanced, might be appropriated to female 
debtors, for whom no due provision, as directed by the Prisons Act, is 
made at present. It will be also advisable to prepare some of the ordin- 
ary cells for the purpose of punishment, as the solitaries are not artificially 
heated, and are, therefore, untenantable in winter. There are other mat- 
ters for improvement, such as a better access to the upper range of cells, 
which I refrain from dwelling on, in the hope that the other requirements, 
which I have detailed may be fulfilled without delay. The system of 
individual separation is carried out in all practicable cases with the crimi- 
nals of both sexes ; but there is no night patrol, an omission, which appears 
to be in contravention of the fourth section of the 3rd and 4th Victoria, 
cap. 44, whereby it is enacted that means shall be furnished, “ enabling 
prisoners to communicate at any time with an officer of the prison .” At 
present, from lock-up. which is attended by the Governor, up to ten 
o’clock, p.m., a night-watch is maintained, but at the latter hour all super- 
vision ceases.

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The only punitive labour, properly so termed, which is enforced here, 
is maintained by the crank-pump; stone-breaking partaking of the char- 
acter of industrial employment. The small number of prisoners available 
(after deducting debtors, lunatics, their sane attendants, and those engaged 
in the ordinary gaol duties), and the short terms of the sentences usually 
awarded, place this department of discipline upon a very narrow footing. 
No profit was derived from articles disposed of outside the walls during 
the past three years, but in the current year a return of £4 7s. Qd. has 
been obtained. Only one of the turnkeys is a handicraftsman, whose 
trade, that of a weaver, can be turned to little account here.

An analysis of the daily averages for the expired portion of the current 
year shows a very large increase among the males, and a small advance 
among the females, the numbers of the former being as 89 to 70 ; the longer 
terms, to which those convicted of assaults have latterly been sentenced, 
have probably tended in some degree to swell this amount, but the pre- 
valence and continuance of these savage and brutal acts of personal 
violence show a very unhealthy condition of society, upon which the 
wholly inadequate means of discipline available in this prison necessarily 
fail to produce any beneficial effect. Upon examining the registry, and 
on communication with the local authorities, I was satisfied that this 
higher rate of criminality is not to be attributed to the pressure of desti- 
tution, although great distress, doubtless, exists, for there were a larger 
number of females in custody than males for larceny ; and, indeed, if we 
deduct from the ninety males confined on the above day, the debtors, the 
lunatics, and the revenue prisoners, there remained but sixty-eight, of 
whom thirty-four, exactly one moiety , were in charge for assaults. There 
were five juveniles, four males and one female, all workhouse offenders; 
and in the course of the current year twelve of the former sex and seven 
of the latter were committed here, three of whom were sentenced to 
detention in reformatories. There was one returned convict, a female ; 
but I have to state, with deep regret, that there were no less than 
ttventy-one dangerous lunatics , twelve males (one very violent, in a strait

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•waistcoat) and nine females, presenting a sad illustration of the unjust 
and impolitic statutes, which cast these most unfit inmates upon the gaols 
of Ireland (the other portions of the United Kingdom being happily 
exempt from their operation), to the detriment of the chances of recovery 
on the part of these unhappy and generally irresponsible beings, and to 
the utter disorganization of all the machinery of administration designed 
to deal with the violators of the law, and not with the victims of disease.

I found the prison clean, orderly, free from damp, and in fair repair. 
Subsequently to my visit, steps have been taken, I am happy to state, 
for correcting two very pressing evils. A further boring of thirty-feet 
has obtained an abundant, and, it is believed, a perennial supply of 
water from the well, which has frequently proved insufficient ; and an 
estimate has been ordered for furnishing the means of directing any 
surplus water to the flushing of the sewers, which have been hitherto 
inoperative. 

In connexion also with the removal of the difficulty created by the 
want of water, another very important improvement is in contemplation, 
viz., the adaptation of fourteen cells to the “ separate system,” an instal- 
ment, I trust, of its future extension to all the criminal classes. 

The other defects, which have been so frequently detailed in former 
reports, remain unremedied, viz., the want of a drying-room, of a reception- 
room for females, of a proper marshalsea for males, of a suitable provision 
for debtors of the other sex (there being none at present), and of means 
for preventing the prisoners of both sexes from seeing each other when 
attending divine service in the chapel. The stock of bedding, &c., was 
sufficient for existing requirements ; but some of the blankets were thin 
and much worn. Shoes for the females were much needed, and general 
clothing for the males; but these wants have been since supplied. The 
males are placed in several classes, there being two divisions of each of the 
classes of tried felons and misdemeanants ; but this sort of classification,

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North accompanied as it is by almost unrestricted association, is absolutely nuga- 
Di stri ct. tor y f or j e t erren t or reformatory results. The tread-wheel is unpartitioned, 
County of for the depth of the well is so great as to require the whole force which can be 
Mayo brought to bear, and that force would be abridged by the addition of stalls 
Gao1 ' to the wheel. The females occupy three sections (regulated according to 
known or presumed antecedents), the prostitutes forming one. All of 
both sexes, except lunatics and epileptics and their sane attendants, sleep 
singly, and take their meals in ordinary weather in their cells ; but, as the 
latter are not artificially heated, in winter and the cold seasons, they are 
congregated in the day-rooms at breakfast and dinner time. 

I will not dilate on the short-comings of this mode of administering a 
prison, being fully aware that the present is a period of great depression, 
and that the ratepayers are already heavily taxed for the building of the 
lunatic asylum ; but I look forward to a more favourable opportunity of 
appealing to them to establish a form of discipline, which will prove the 
best economy in the end, by lessening the numbers of those for whom the 
existing system has no terror, and under which they probably leave the 
walls of the gaol worse members of the community than when they entered 
it. The Governor attends the lock-up and the final rounds, and during 
the night the turnkeys maintain a patrol, there being one tell-tale clock; 
but, at my instance, another has been ordered as indispensable for ascer- 
taining their vigilance and the regularity of the circuits.

No complaints were preferred by the prisoners with regard to the pro- 
visions, which the Chaplains inspect regularly, recording their comments 
upon each item of consumption in the tabular form suggested by the 
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Inspectors-General. Wherever exceptions are taken to any article of 
food, the Board procures a substitute for it at the expense of the contractor 
and sometimes inflicts a fine upon him. 


Books and Accounts. 

The registries and the books, which are now almost universally in 
use throughout the kingdom, are correctly kept here. Recently, owing 
to the carelessness of the turnkeys, and the somewhat irregular practice 
which had prevailed here with regard to the discharge of prisoners, a 
male prisoner was permitted to leave the gaol before the expiration of 
his sentence, but was immediately retaken, and remitted to custody. 
The Board having very promptly investigated the matter, reprimanded 
the turnkeys, and gave directions for establishing a check upon the 
recurrence of such negligence, viz., that a warrant for the discharge of 
every prisoner shall be signed by the Governor, and brought by the 
turnkey or matron in charge, together with the prisoner, to the gate for 
the purpose of identification, and that such officers and the gate-keeper shall 
be present together , when the prisoner is finally allowed to pass out. I 
have no doubt that the strict observance of this regulation will prove to 
be effective as a security. The Chaplains are provided with journals, 
which are submitted and signed in conformity with the 11th section of 
the Amended Prisons Act, and those of the Medical Officers and 
the Governor are satisfactory.

On examining the foregoing tables we find a slight diminution in the 
average of the males, and a trifling advance in that of the females; but 
nothing either in point of the numbers or the character of the offences, 
viewed in relation to the census of the county, demands observation. The 
females, in particular, as stated in former reports, are derived almost ex- 
clusively from the constantly recurrent class of prostitutes, and disorderly 
persons. There were no juveniles in custody, nor had one been committed 
during the current year; while in the past year only eight (one of whom, 
a male, was sentenced to a reformatory) appear on the registry. 

I am happy to add that there were no dangerous lunatics in charge, 
their committal here being rare, and their detention being brief, as they are 
promptly transmitted to the District Asylum, at Mullingar. There were, 
however, two returned convicts, both females.

I found the prison in a creditable condition of order and cleanliness, 
and in sound general repair; but the external wall required pinning, and 
some dampness exhibited itself in the turnkeys’ apartments, in the turf 
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Appendix to Forty-second Report of 

and straw stores, and in one of the solitaries. The supply of water, the 
sewerage, and the ventilation were satisfactory, and the stock of bedding, 
blankets, sheets, and gaol clothing adequate lor existing wants. 

No alteration in the accommodation has taken place since the last in- 
spection, nor is it in contemplation to remedy the many structural and other 
defects in this prison, which is on the old associative principle. These 
defects may be thus briefly recapitulated. The cells are not of sufficient 
capacity for adaptation to the enforcement of “ individual separation,” 
the tread-wheel and laundry are unpartitioned, the drying-room is inoper- 
ative, there are no baths attached to the reception-rooms, no covered lava- 
tories, nor is there due provision for debtors, it being now necessary to 
quarter the male “ paupers” in the lunatic ward, which is usually unoccu- 
pied, while there is but one apartment for female debtors of both denomin- 
ations, situated in one of the sections allocated to criminals, and having 
access to the yard, in which the latter are exercised.. 

The male criminals form five classes, viz. : — lunatics, tried and untried 
felons, and tried and untried misdemeanants ; and the females are placed 
in two divisions ; those who are known to be of abandoned character 
being kept apart from the less impure ; and both sexes take their meals, 
and sleep in single cells ; but at all other times, during the periods assigned 
to educational and industrial instruction, and to the fulfilment of hard 
labour, there is no restriction upon intercommunication, except the neces- 
sarily imperfect supervision of the officers. 

The Governor or the Deputy attends the lock-up, and two watchmen in 
rotation patrol during the night, without, however, the indispensable check 
of tell-tale clocks upon their vigilance. 

There were no punishments inflicted either by the Governor or by ma- 
gisterial authority during the current year, or during the past ; but when 
any are awarded, the record of them is duly submitted to the Board, and 
signed by the Chairman.

The amount of industrial employment in this prison is limited, the 
aggregate ordinarily confined being very low, and a considerable propor- 
tion of the available hands being absorbed in prison duties. Punitive 
labour is maintained by the crank-pump and by the tread-wheel ; and in 
reference to this latter I have to record the death of a prisoner, as stated 
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in tlie certificate of the coroner at the inquest held on h '13 body, in conse- 
quence of an injury received, while engaged in working it, on the 6th of 
April ; and the farther opinion of the jury, “ that a man of his age, namely, 
sixty-three, was not a fit subject to be put to work on the tread-wheel. 

The Board of Superintendence having been immediately convened, fur- 
nished me with the annexed report of their inquiry : — 

“ The Board have examined into the accident, which led to the cause of 
the prisoner John M‘Keon’s death. It seems, as witnessed by Turnkey 
Whately, that on getting off the mill his knee was caught between the 
step he was on and the first step of the little ladder leading down from 
it ; the other men immediately getting off the mill, and having relieved 
his leg from the position, he fell forward, and was immediately taken to 
the hospital ; he lived from the 6th to the 22nd of April, and the Doctor 
is of opinion that he died of a shock of the nervous system, produced by 
the injury, which brought on paralysis and extreme weakness. The 
Board have examined the locality of the accident, and into how it happend, 
and are of opinion that it might have occurred to any one, and that the 
prisoner’s age had nothing to do with it ; he was a hale, stout man, and 
frequently older men have worked on the mill. It appears from the 
Hospital Book that he got all the necessary nourishment ordered by the 
Doctor. 

“ Every man is examined by the Physician on coming into prison, to 
decide if those who are sentenced to hard labour be capable of undergoing 
it. The prisoner was no longer on the mill than ten minutes that day, 
and had been working on it for nine days previously; his sentence being 
‘two months with hard labour.’ 

“The Board have taken steps to have the chance of another accident of 
a similar nature obviated, and are of opinion that there is no blame to be 
attached to any officers in the prison, the sad occurrence having been 
purely accidental.” 

Having subsequently proceeded to Trim, and examined the tread-wheel, 
I feel bound to state my concurrence in the conclusion arrived at by the 
Board; but I have to express my regret that, on referring to the Surgeon’s 
Journal and to the hospital books, I did not find any special description 
of this unfortunate case, which, involving, as it did, the death of a prisoner 
under very peculiar circumstances, I consider should have received a more 
distinct and detailed notice or observation.

Two female prisoners, both prostitutes, preferred a complaint, which, 
on inquiry, I considered to be groundless, with regard to the stirabout. 

The Chaplains are regular in their inspection of the provisions, record- 
ing their comments in the tabular form recommended by the Inspectors- 
General ; their report is almost universally favourable ; some, but rare, 
exceptions being taken to the milk. 

The books and accounts are kept with laudable accuracy. The Chap- 
lains are provided with journals, which are submitted and signed, in 
accordance with the Amended Prisons Act, as are also the Local Inspec- 
tor, the Governor, and the Medical Officer. The latter, however, does 
not sign the Extra Diet Book, an authorization for its issue, which is 
indispensable.

Upon examining the above Schedules we do not discover any promi- 
nent subject for analysis and comment, either in the numbers of offenders 
(of the two sexes) or the character of the offences. Juveniles are now 
but rarely found on the Registry, and none falling within this category 
have been transmitted to reformatories since the last inspection. There 
were no prisoners under sentence of penal servitude, but there was one 
male in custody suspected of being a returned convict; and there were, I 
regret to state, no less than seven male and five female dangerous lunatics 
in charge, at all times very unfit inmates of a place of criminal detention, 
but at the period of my inspection, pressing with more than ordinary 
inconvenience upon the limited accommodation at the disposal of the 
authorities, as the hospitals were alone available for the occupation of the 
prisoners retained here, some being distributed, under the warrant of the 
Lord Lieutenant, in the neighbouring gaols of Armagh and Dundalk 
during the progress of the extensive works, amounting, - as they do, to a 
reconstruction of almost the whole building.

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The works referred to, which were amply detailed in a former report, 
were, at my visit, rapidly approaching completion, and I took that occa- 
sion of submitting several matters for consideration, the great majority of 
which have been readily adopted, and are about to be carried into effect 
either by the Commissioners or by the Board of Superintendence, who 
have charge of a fund for furnishing the smaller requirements; and it only 
remains for me to specify the few wants, which are as yet unprovided for, 
viz., the adoption of a school-room of adequate size for the instruction of 
both sexes, in conformity with the system of “individual separation;” 
the placing of two tell-tale clocks in opposite quarters of the building, so 
as to verify the vigilance of the night patrol ; and a supply of gas to the 
cells after lock-up in winter, as hitherto, at that season, the prisoners 
were left in the dark for the long period of fifteen hours. 

As soon, therefore, as the contractor shall have given over the building 
to the Commissioners, and the medical officer shall be ready to state that 
the cells are in all respects fit for inhabitation, the several prisoners may 
be recalled from the outlying gaols, to which they have been transmitted, 
and it will be necessary that a new code of by-laws shall be prepared 
forthwith, legalizing the application of the invaluable form of discipline, to 
which all the inmates of this gaol will be hereafter subjected, and which, 
I trust, will be maintained in its integrity, as otherwise the liberal outlay 
of the ratepayers will be rendered nugatory. 

For this indispensable object, and in order to realize the full benefit, 
which has been attained in other gaols, where these conditions have been 
stringently observed, it would be advisable that the superior intern officers 
should be directed to visit such gaols, and render themselves thoroughly 
acquainted with the working details of discipline, which differ widely 
from the imperfect and comparatively lax administration of an associative 
prison.

A considerable advance in the average of the males, and a trifling de- 
cline in that of the females, during the expired portion of the current 
year, as contrasted with the past twelvemonth, is observable here ; but 
that, which is especially noteworthy, is that the crimes of those in cus- 
tody on the above day are not fairly traceable to the presence of destitu- 
tion, but are the offspring of a lawless and insubordinate spirit — a large 
majority having been convicted of assaults and of workhouse offences — so 
that, if we deduct from the aggregate these two categories, and the luna- 
tics, of whom there were no less, I lament to state, than ten — (four males 
and six females), we shall find the residue of general delinquency reduced 
to a very small compass. The presence of so great a proportion of lunatics 
interferes here, of course, as elsewhere, with the discipline of the prison ; 
out I am bound to state, that these unfit inmates are treated with care 
and consideration, being supplied with meat, ordered as extra diet by the 
Medical Officer, and being furnished with improved clothing, at the sug- 
gestion of Dr. Nugent, Inspector of Lunatic Asyl urns. Two of them, one 
of each sex, have been detained here for a year and a half. There were 
in charge two returned convicts, one of each sex, and two juveniles, both 
males, committed for misconduct in the workhouse. Ten males and one 
female of this latter class had been committed in the course of the year, 
but none had been sentenced to Reformatories.

I found tlie building at ray inspection in a creditable condition of order 
and cleanliness, and in sound repair, the flagging of the day-rooms, 
which had been noticed in former Reports as. being broken and uneven, 
havino- been renewed. The supply of water is sufficient for existing re- 
quirements, and the ventilation satisfactory, but the sewerage is very im- 
perfect. The stock of prison clothing and bedding was generally adequate, 
but some of the females were without shoes, and some of the blankets and 
bed-ticks were much worn. For replacing the latter, however,, there 
were materials in store, which had, as well as the sheeting and shirting, 
been woven in the gaol. 

No further alteration has taken place since the last inspection, nor is 
any contemplated, except the providing of eave-shoots and down-pipes, 
which will form a useful addition. I am fully aware that the present 
period is not a suitable one for urging upon . the cess-payers any large 
outlay; but some of the requirements, in which this prison is deficient, 
and which I shall recapitulate, are attainable at a very moderate cost ; 
such as partitioning the stone-sheds and the laundry ; providing proper 
stalls for the relief-men (while awaiting their turn of work upon the tread- 
wheel); attaching clinkers to the bars of the several compartments in the 
chapel, so as to prevent the inmates of different sexes from seeing each 
other; the erection of covered lavatories, and the supplying the drying- 
room with effective means of heating, and the baths with hot-water. It 
will be practicable to allocate a portion of some of the wards for reception- 
rooms for both sexes, and for a female store, both being greatly needed. 
The want of a compliance with the Prisons Act in relation to. the accom- 
modation for debtors has been frequently alluded to, there being hut one 
building and one yard for masters and paupers, one of the former of whom 
I found irregularly lodged in the Governor’s house ; on the other hand, 
there is no provision for females, two of whom, belonging to different classes, 
were placed in the hospital, although not patients, at the period of my visit. 
The 6th section, and the 8th General Rule, annexed to the 109th section of 
the 7 Geo. IV., chap. 74, are imperative with regard to the above classes. 

There are four criminal divisions of the males, viz. : — tried, and untried 
felons, and misdemeanants ; and they take their meals and sleep singly, 
but, except at the tread-wheel, at which to a modified extent they are kept 
apart, they are more or less associated.

expense.

The averages, &c., of both sexes during the period extending from the 
1st of January to the date of my visit, as recorded in the foregoing Tables, 
exhibit a slight decline as compared with the year 1862, but there is no 
change either in the amount or gravity of crime requiring special obser- 
vation, the males being, as before, characterized by the prevalence of 
assaults (eleven of the twenty- six criminals in custody having been com- 
mitted for that offence) ; and the females being chiefly recruited from 
vagrants and prostitutes. There was only one juvenile in charge ; five 
males and one female had passed through the prison since the beginning 
of the year, none of whom had been sentenced to a reformatory. There 
were two returned convicts, one of each sex ; but, I am happy to add, no 
£ ‘ dangerous lunatics.”

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I found the prison throughout in its normal condition of cleanliness, North 
regularity, aud discipline, in sound repair (except that the flues of the District. 
drying-room were out of order), secure, free from damp, well ventilated, County of 
and abundantly supplied with water for general purposes and for drinking Sligo Gaol. 
from a reservoir outside, and from a well within the walls. The sewerage, 
also is effective, and capable of being flushed. The stock of bedding, 
blankets, sheets, and prison clothing, was sufficient for existing wants, 
but in the event of further requirements arising, an order for a fresh issue 
can always be obtained immediately from the Board. 

The accommodation is at present ample for both sexes in the greater 
portion of the building, but the following deficiencies require remedy : — 

Firstly , there are no reception-rooms for prisoners on committal. At pre- 
sent they are sent, on their admission, to their respective hospitals, and 
washed, &c. ; but this practice cannot be deemed a compliance with the 
20th general rule annexed to the 109th section. Secondly, there are no 
water-closets in the hospitals, and both the baths are placed on th e female 
side. Thirdly, the Governor’s house is not commensurate with the general 
character of the building, and is quite inadequate for the health and com- 
fort of a respectable and meritorious officer, who has a family, and I have 
no doubt, therefore, that the necessary funds for enlarging and improving 
his quarters will be cheerfully provided. I am aware that considerable 
pressure has fallen, in consequence of a succession of unfavourable seasons, 
upon the smaller farmers, who form a large proportion of the cesspayers, 
and I, therefore, abstain from urging at present that, which has so fre- 
quently been touched upon in the Reports of the Inspectors-General, 
namely, the establishment of the system of “ individual separation,” for 
the enforcement of which the existing building could be adapted at a very 
moderate outlay, and for the moral administration of which the present 
very efficient staff is eminently qualified. 

The males are now divided into five classes, viz., summary convictions, 
and tried and untried felons and misdemeanants, severally ; to which is added 
a class of juveniles, who are kept apart, when their aggregate is sufficient 
to form a division. The females are simply placed in two sections, ac- 
cording to known or presumed antecedents, and all of both sexes, when 
their numbers permit, sleep singly, and take their meals, except in very 
severe weather, in their cells, the latter not being artificially heated ; 
the males, also, at some kinds of labour, occupy separate working-sheds ; 
but it is needless to reiterate that these provisions are but imperfect make- 
shifts, and fall far below the safeguards of the invaluable form of discip- 
line, the introduction of which has been so earnestly advocated by my 
colleagues and myself. 

The Governor, or the Deputy-Governor, attends the lock-up, and the 
turnkeys in rotation perform a night-patrol, but without the indispensable 
check upon the regularity of their circuits, which is afforded by tell-tale 
clocks, placed in opposite parts of the premises

A considerable increase is to be noted in the daily average of both 
sexes during the first foul-months of the current year, as compared with the 
past twelvemonth, especially among the males. In the aggregate of the 
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latter sex however, are to be enumerated the debtors, who constituted on 
the day which I have selected for the record of my inspection, wearfy owe- 
thircl of the whole ; the pressure caused by a succession of unfavourable 
seasons being attested by the increase of this class ; while it is to be re- 
marked, upon examining the criminal schedule immediately preceding 
that the offences specified in it are not of such a character, as to be trace- 
able to destitution. 

There were no juveniles in custody (thirteen, ten males and three 
females, having been committed during the year, quie of whom, a male was 
sent to a, reformatory), no returned convicts (ascertained or suspected to 
be such), and no dangerous lunatics ; the committal here of these most unfit 
inmates being happily very unfrequent.

I found the prison in a very creditable condition of cleanliness, discip- 
line, and. order, and in excellent repair. Some pointing, drc., is required 
for the circuit wall of the male exercising yard, which lias been very judi- 
ciously formed by the removal of the party walls formerly dividing this 
area into five yards. Water for general use is abundant ; but the baths are 
not supplied with hot water. The ventilation is effective, as is also the 
sewerage, with the exception of one locality in the vicinity of the matron’s 
a P a . r ^ menfc - The building is dry, save in the new female punishment celis, 
which are as yet too damp for occupation ; and care should be taken, bv main- 
taining a constant draught of air, and by placing movable stoves in them 
to correct this evil. There is also some leakage in the female lavatories’ 
which are very ill-constructed ; and I would consequently suggest their 
removal, and the substitution for them in the adjoining corridors of others 
similar to those assigned to the males, with partitions to be added. The 
stock of bedding, blankets, sheets, &c., was adequate, and some cots were 
about to be made up; but the clothing was very scanty, especially for 
females, some of whom, under various excuses, were unprovided with 
shoes ; and I trust, therefore, that a full supply will be procured without 
further intervention. 

The improvements in the male exercise yard, in the kitchen, laundry, and 
drying-room, have been most successfully carried into effect ; and I have 

now only to point out the few requirements which remain to be fulfilled .

No complaint was preferred by any prisoner with regard to the diet 
which is regularly inspected by the Chaplains. They enter their comments 
on each item of consumption in the tabular form recommended by the 
inspeetors-General, and appear to be generally satisfied with the quality 
ot the provisions, except the milk, which is not infrequently reported 
against.

I regret that.it is my duty to call attention to certain irregular pro- 
ceedings in reference to the Bridewell of Strabane. It appears that in the — - ’ 

month of October, 1862, the Local Inspector, Mr. Rogers, became aware emits,, 
that the Keeper of that bridewell had erected, at his own expense a steam 
threshing-mill, the engine of which was placed outside the boundary wall 
while the threshing portion of the machinery occupied a shed which stands 
on ground belonging to the bridewell, and which had been formerly used 
as a turf-store, there being no entrance, however, from the prison yard 
The Local Inspector forthwith reported this matter to the Central Board 
of Superintendence of the County Gaol, at the same time recommending 
that the building should be insured, which the Board approved of, and an 
insurance was accordingly effected for the sum of £1,500, the premium 
being 5 per cent., of which 2 per cent is paid by the Board, and 3 by the 
Keeper, 11 on account of the extra risk.” 

No further action appears to have been taken for a whole year (during 
which the mill was worked, it is alleged, by the son of the Keeper, for 
his own use and profit), the Local Auxiliary Board of Strabane haviix’ re- 
mained passive, and the Local. Inspector having omitted to report to the 
Inspectors-General so abnormal a proceeding, although imperatively bound 
to do so. 

At length, in October, 1803, Lieutenant-Colonel Humfrey, j.p.. himsrlfa 
member of the Local Auxiliary Board of Strabane, summoned before the 
Petty Sessions Bench the Keeper for the encroachment and nuisance, “the 
chimney of the steam mill being situated within about twenty-one feet 
seven inches of the approach to the Court-house no reference, it is to be 
observed, being made to the Bridewell. The Court, however, did not ad- 
judicate upon the case, but referred it to the Central Board of Superintend- 
ence, whose next ensuing meeting took place, on the 12th of November. 

The Inspector-General of the district, in the meantime, inspected the 
Bridewell of Strabane, in entire ignorance of the whole subject of com- 
plaint, no information from any quarter having been transmitted to the 
Prisons Department. Lieutenant Colonel Humfrey appeared before the 
Board, when the above facts, with regard to which indeed no coritrover.-y 
had arisen, were stated ; and the Local Inspector, who was interrogated 
moreover declared that he did not “consider that the public were incon- 
venienced by the building further than rendering an additional premium 
on the fire policy necessary.” 

The Keeper was also examined, and having pledged himself that the 
building complained of should be removed by next June, the Board ex- 
pressed themselves to be satisfied with this condition. These proceedings 
were immediately communicated by Lieutenant-Colonel Humfrey to the 
Inspectors-General, who, after a short correspondence for the purpose of 
further elucidating the matter, requested and obtained the opinion of the 
Law Adviser upon the legal bearings of the case, to the effect, “that the 
Board had exceeded their powers and authority, and that the Keeper 
should not have been permitted to make such an use of public property as 
he has done.” . Subsequently, however, the Board made an order that the 
threshing portion of the mill should at once he removed from the shed 
standing on ground belonging to the county, which* order has been since 
carried into effect. I feel bound to add that, although the son of the 
Keeper ostensibly worked the mill, the fair presumption is that the hitler 
had an interest in the proceeds sufficient to place him in conflict with the 
2nd General Buie annexed to the 109th section of the Prise. ns Act 
(7 Geo. IV., cap. 74), which forbids that a Keeper be “ concerned in any

Upon an analysis of the above tables.no difference, such as to require 
observation, appears in the averages of either sex during the current year, 
when compared with those of the preceding twelve months. As before, the 
females consist almost exclusively of the prostitutes, who oscillate between 
the streets and the prison ; while the offences of the males evince the same 
sava<>-e and brutal spirit which has been noticed in former Reports. I hus, 
if from the total of committals (viz., 119), since the 1st of January, we 
deduct deserters, vagrants, drunkards, and lunatics (amounting to 36), and 
those committed for larceny, &c., and cattle-stealing (17), we find that the 
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large residue (viz., 66), comprises wholly crimes of violence and disorder. 
There were no juveniles in custody ; three males only and one female of 
this class having been committed here during the present year, one of whom 
a male, was sentenced to a Beformatory. But there were two returned 
convicts in charge, one of each sex, and one dangerous lunatic (a male) 
recently committed, and likely to be removed without delay to an asylum.

I found this prison at my inspection in its normal condition of clean- 
liness, regularity, and discipline, which reflect great credit upon all those 
engaged in the administration. Tile repair is sound, the supply of water- 
abundant, the ventilation and sewerage effective, and the stock of bedding 

blankets, sheets, and prisoners’ clothing adequate. " ' 

The locks are now in good working order, and but little is required to 
raise this gaol to as high a position, as is compatible with its structure 
Although there were not sufficient buildings originally designed for the 
reception of debtors of both sexes, by late alterations a fair provision for 
the males has been obtained; and for the females, who are happilwrare here 
the old criminal prison, which is unoccupied, could be easily prepared 
It would be very desirable, and, indeed, indispensable, in order to take 
every precaution against intercommunication, that the school-rooms and 
the mill-shaft should be stalled; there being already partitions in the mill- 
room to receive the reliefs, i.e., those awaiting their turn of work' The 
chapel is rather cold, and in moist weather is affected by damp ’which 
ought to be corrected by artificial heating, and a supply of hot water to 
be conducted from the cook-house boiler to the bath attached to the store 
(formerly occupied by the tread- w-heel), is much needed. 

The system of individual separation is applied strictly to all the female 
criminals; and is carried ont m twenty-nine cells, adapted to this object, 
among the males, the remainder of whom are scattered, and kept apart in 
different sections of the prison (the accommodation far exceeding existing 
or probable requirements), and sleep and take their meals in single cells° 
Ihe Governor or the Deputy attends the lock-up, and the night patrol is 
performed by the turnkeys in rotation. There is, however, but one tell-tale 
7X thelr vigilance— two, at least, placed in opposite quarters 

of the building, being necessary to test the regularity of the circuits.

It is again my pleasing duty to report on the very small amount of 
crime in the county of Carlow, where the laws appear to be more respected 
than in any other county in Ireland. I found, on my inspection, besides 
three master debtors, and three lunatics, five men and five women crimi- 
nally committed ; and, as there are no bridewells in the county, this 
constituted the entire prison population of the district on the day of my 
visit. 

Of the males, two were summarily convicted by magistrates at Petty 
Sessions, for trifling assaults, and one was sentenced to six months’ im- 
prisonment, for stealing a gun from his master, as was stated, to kill 
game ; two were waiting for trial — one for careless driving, by which a 
child lost his life ; the other accused of obtaining money under false pre- 
tences. None of these prisoners had (I was informed) been previously 
inmates of a gaol. The female prisoners consisted of a woman committed 
for trial for causing the death of her child on the railway, two Poor Law 
offenders, and two prostitutes. Of the Poor Law offenders, one was com- 
mitted for seven days for leaving her child chargeable on the union ; the 
other, an orphan girl, twenty years of age, was under sentence of one 
month’s imprisonment for insubordination in the union workhouse. 

Except Poor Law offenders and prostitutes, but few females are com- 
mitted in this county, and during the month previous to my visit, there 
was for several weeks, but a single female prisoner in the gaol. 

There has been a slight increase in the number of committals for 
drunkenness in the present year : 102 offenders were sentenced to im- 
prisonment for that vice, from January to 17th November, 1863, while 
but 94 were so committed up to the same date in 1862. Thirteen debtors 
were lodged in this gaol previous to my visit in 1863 ; and eleven during 
the entire of the previous year. 


J uveniles. 

No female juvenile was, up to the day of my inspection (17th November, 
1863), committed to Carlow gaol during the present year, and only five 
male juveniles during that same period, two of whom were acquitted; the 
other three were sentenced to six weeks, one month, and seven days im- 
prisonment respectively. In 1862, two girls (who were taken up on 
suspicion) and nine boys, were committed to the gaol (one of the boys, 
twice) ; both the girls were strangers, so that, during the last two years, 
no female juvenile belonging to the county was committed for any offence ; 
and the two girls, strangers, who were taken up on suspicion, were dis- 
charged. The boys were principally workhouse and other minor offenders ; 
three were whipped, and it was not found necessary to send any to a re- 
formatory in either 1862 or 1863.

1 found three lunatics in custody, one of whom had been in the gaol for 
nine, and another for six months, notwithstanding that there is a District 
Lunatic Asylum in the town of Carlow. 

The insane are lodged in the day rooms of the gaol, under the charge 
of prisoners ; they are carefully attended to, but they do not receive the 
meat diet which is considered necessary for the same class in the adjoining 
lunatic asylum, and the gaol buildings are quite unsuited for them. One 
criminal lunatic was committed to this prison in 1862, and has since been 
transferred to the asylum at D undrum.

I have annexed the ground-plan of this prison, taken from the Fortieth 
Report of the Inspector-General, as it more fully explains the circumstances 
of the gaol. 

There is an abundant supply of water pumped up by the power of the 
tread-wheel, and applied to flushing the sewerage, which is effective. The 
buildings were, when I made my inspection, in sound repair, very clean and 
orderly. They are remarkably dry, being flagged with granite; and that 
for females, on the separate system (at F. on the plan), is admirably suited 
for the purpose intended ; it is heated at a trifling cost, by a stove, which 
works well. The prisoners confined in it are constantly under super- 
vision ; and are kept quite separate. The laundry is partitioned, and 
altogether the female prison is in a satisfactory state. My colleague 
has pointed out in his last report, some requirements which are wanting 
in the male prison : there are no quarters for pauper debtors, or reception 
wards for prisoners of either sex ; and, as there are many buildings un- 
occupied, there would be no difficulty in having the law carried out in 
this respect. 

The Governor or his Deputy regularly attends lock-up. A turnkey 
patrols up to ten o’clock at night, but after that no watch is kept, except 
that the Governor states that he is always on the alert. I consider, that 
in a prison, the night patrol should remain in charge until relieved by the 
officer who comes on duty in the morning.

No educational instruction is given to the inmates, but those who can 
read are provided with books. One girl, in custody on . the day of my 
visit, under sentence for a workhouse offence, although twenty years of 

age, was so illiterate that she merely knew the alphabet. Every facility 
is given to the Chaplains to give moral and religious instruction to the 
prisoners, and the Sisters of Mercy devote much time to the instruction 
of the Roman Catholics of both sexes.

On 
looking over the books I perceived that this is no idle threat, as fines (one 
of 10s., the other of 8s.,) are twice recorded in the present year against the 
milk contractor, for having supplied milk on two occasions of an inferior 
description.

The foregoing tables show, deducting lunatics and debtors, a slight 
increase in the number of committals to Ennis Gaol in 1862; as, likewise, 
that the convictions were more numerous in 1S62 than in any other of the 
last six years. It is, however, satisfactory to observe, that offenders do not 
now generally escape punishment — out of 148 prisoners sent for trial in 
1862, 90 were convicted ; while in 1856, but 76 out of 183 ; and in 1857, 
only 45 out of 129 committals. 

It also appears that ten persons were committed to this gaol for 
manslaughter in 1861, and only one in 1862. Committals for assault 
diminished from eighty-nine in 1861, to sixty-one in 1862. During 
the present year they have again increased, and already — up to the 
25th of August, the day I made my inspection — sixty prisoners had 
been committed to it for this crime, which for so many years has dis- 
graced the county Clare. I find that offences against property, which had 
increased in number in 1862, again decreased since the commencement 
of the present year. The daily average number of prisoners in 1862 was 
thirty-five males and thirteen females, while the numbers in 1863 were 
twenty-six males and twelve females, showing that offences of a more 
serious character have diminished. Debtors have increased from twelve

Three prisoners (males) were sentenced to penal servitude in 1862. 

No escape was effected from the gaol in either 1862 or 1863. 

The Governor, or, in his absence, the Head Turnkey, attends lock-up, 
and a watchman patrols at night ; his vigilance is tested by a detector- 
clock, but another should be placed at the farthest end of his beat, so that 
the regularity of his circuits during the night might be ensured. Such a 
clock can now be procured for the small sum of £2 5s. 

Juveniles. 

Twenty-six male and five female juveniles were committed to tliis 
gaol in 1862, of whom two females were under ten years of age. All were 
natives of the county Clare ; only four could read and write ; thirteen were 
wholly illiterate. The parents of nine were living, the remainder had lost 
one or both. Eight were acquitted and discharged. Two were sentenced 
to two months’ imprisonment ; the remainder to short periods, varying 
from one month to twenty-four hours. Many were workhouse offenders. 
One boy and two girls were ordered to be sent to a reformatory after the 
expiration of their imprisonment, but the boy was discharged by the Execu- 
tive, in consequence of there being no room in either of the Roman Catholic 
reformatories for males, and only the girls were sent. 

Lunatics. 

No lunatics were in custody at the time of my visit. Six males and three 
females were committed as dangerous to the prison in the course of 1862 ; 
arid seven males and four females since the commencement of 1863. In 
January last a lunatic, H. D., committed as dangerous from a union work- 
house, died within forty-eight hours after his committal to this gaol. In 
February, B. W., another lunatic, died in the gaol ; and in the following 
April a report was forwarded from the prison to this office that T. S., a 
lunatic, likewise committed as dangerous, would not swallow food or 
drink, and was so violent that it was with the utmost difficulty he could 
be prevented from destroying himself; notwithstanding which, he was 
necessarily detained in this prison, for eight days after his commitment, 
while the requisite forms were being gone through, to enable his transfer 
to be legally made to the lunatic asylum of the district, although there was 
at the time sufficient accommodation for him there.

The buildings were, at the time of my inspection, in sound repair, secure, 
very clean, and well kept. A new roof has been lately put on the factory 
building, to replace that which was burnt in 1862. The work is finished in a 
satisfactory manner, except that the wood of the roof requires to be protected 
from fire, where the iron flue passes through it. This can be done without 
difficulty. Alterations have lately been made in the sittings of the chapel, 
to make them more suitable for a place of worship. The prison is suffi- 
ciently supplied with water, which is raised by the treadwheel, distributed 
to the different parts of the gaol, and applied to flushing the sewerage, 
which works well. The stock of bedding, sheets, blankets, and prison 
clothing is sufficient, and altogether the establishment in as creditable a 
condition as can be expected, considering that the most improved system 
of prison discipline is not in force, and that the defects enumerated in 
former reports of Inspectors-General still continue — the treadwheel and 
laundry are not partitioned, and frequent opportunities of communication 
between the prisoners exist. 

A perfect system of separation might be established here for nineteen 
prisoners of each sex, under the Act 3 and 4 Viet., chap. 4.4, provided a 
small expenditure, which the Governor estimates would not exceed £50, 
were made. 

The two small prisons, right and left of the main buildings, are iu 
every way suited for separation. There is perfect supervision over officers 
and prisoners. The cells are large and well-ventilated \ and when boarded 
and fitted up with bells, gas introduced into the buildings, and lavatories, 
&c., put up, the Inspector-General would give the necessary certificate, 
under the Act, for the introduction in its integrity of this, the only system 
suitable for a county prison. 

Each of these prisons contains nineteen cells ; they can be properly 
heated ; and as the number of female prisoners in the gaol during the last 
five years averaged twelve and thirteen (only on one occasion did the 
number in custody amount to twenty-three during that period), we may 
calculate that the nineteen cells in the female prison would, for the most 
part, be sufficient for all females committed to this gaol. The more 
serious offenders amongst the males might be placed in the separate 
prison for that sex, until more extended accommodation were provided.

The factory is well suited for prison 
labour, as each man works in separation, and under the immediate super- 
vision of a turnkey, a tradesman, who has been added to the staff since 
last inspection, for the purpose of properly superintending this department 
of the gaol.

The schools are placed in connexion with the Commissioners of National 
Education, and the Board’s Inspector reports favourably of the qualifica- 
tions of the male teacher, but the school matron was never trained. School 
furniture and requisites are much required. 


Dietary and Contracts. 

Breakfast — 6 oz. Indian meal, 2 oz. rice in stirabout, and \ pint new milk, for 
males ; 1 oz. less for females. 

Dinner— Rye meal and second flour bread, and new milk, in the quantities speci- 
fied in the dietary table.

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No complaints of the food were made to me by the prisoners. I tasted South 
what was provided for them on the day of my inspection, and found it good. DlSTR1CT - 
The Chaplains regularly report on the quality of the provisions, but not in County of 
the form recommended by the Inspectors-General. A proper book, in the Clam Gaol. 
tabular form, should be procured for the purpose. 

I found in the reports frequent complaints of the milk ; and in J uly 
last an order was made by the Board of Superintendence to proceed against 
the contractor and his sureties, in consequence of the bad quality of the 
article supplied. I would suggest that power be taken in the milk con- 
tract to purchase coffee or tea whenever the supply is bad, charging the 
cost to the contractor. I likewise found some complaints of the bread and 
gruel, but not lately. 

Books and Accounts. 

The various books and registries of finance and discipline are kept in 
this gaol with care and attention ; and the Board of Superintendence has 
marked their approval of the exertions of the clerk, by an increase of £8 
to his salary.

The hospital accommodation in this gaol is good, and the wards properly 
veutilated. Gas has been introduced into the building. But the separa- 
tion is not sufficient, and there is but one stairs for prisoners of both sexes. 
This is very objectionable. Baths are much required. The building was 
clean and well kept when X visited it. Two prisoners, males, were at 
that time the. only occupants. During the present year three prisoners 
died, and these were the only deaths in the gaol, since the suicide of a 
lunatic in this hospital, in 1861. H. D., committed from the Tomgraney 
union workhouse, on the 22ud of January, 1863, as a dangerous lunatic, 
died in the prison hospital, on the 24th of that month, within forty-eight 
hours after his committal. The other deaths were, B. W., committed as 
a dangerous lunatic, and B. D., under sentence of twelve months’ impri- 
sonment for larceny.

The preceding schedules exhibit a progressive increase within the last 
few vears in the number of committals of males to Cork Gaol, and 
likewise in the average daily number of prisoners of that sex in custody. 
In 1SG0, the daily average number was 105; in 1861, 119 ; in 1862, 
121 ; and since the commencement of 1863, 135. On the other hand, 
committals of females, and the daily average number of female prisoners in 
the gaol, have each year decreased during the same period. In I860, the 
average of females in the gaol was 61 ; in 1861, 55 ; in 1862, 50 ; and up 
to the day of my visit in July of the currentyear, the average was 45. When, 
however, the vast extent of the county Cork, embracing an area of 2,885 
square miles, with a population of 458,604 inhabitants, is considered, 
neither the number of offenders, male or female, nor the nature of the 
offences with which they stand charged, warrant a supposition that, as 
regards crime, this county is in an unsatisfactory state ; and the marked 
yearly diminution in the number of committals of females, notwithstand- 
ing the frequent recommittal in some cases of the same individual, is 
strong evidence that crime amongst the female sex in this county is con- 
fined to professional thieves, who always exist in large trading communi- 
ties, and prostitutes, who frequent the purlieus of Queenstown, 1 ermoy, 
Buttevant, and the other large naval and military stations of the county. 
It is likewise remarkable, as proving that crime among the females is 
confined to the two classes already mentioned, that out of the entire of 
this county, greater in extent than the twelfth part of Ireland, but eleven 
females, under sixteen years of age, were committed for any offence to 
this gaol during 1862. 

On the day of my inspection I found 125 males and forty-one females in 
custody, eighteen of whom were debtors, two lunatics, and six soldiers, 
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South tried by courts-martial, and condemned to long imprisonments in tliis gaol. 
District, ^hree were untried ; and two, sentenced to penal servitude, were waiting 
County of for removal to the Convict Depot. Sixty-two were under sentences of 
Cork Gaol, various terms of imprisonment for more serious offences, the remainder 
summarily convicted of petty larcenies, offences under the Revenue and 
Poor Law Acts, &c. The female convict whom I found- in the gaol had 
just received a sentence of fifteen years’ penal servitude, although con- 
victed of only a trifling larceny, her first offence in the county Cork ; but 
the Governor, Mr. Joyce, who carefully takes photographs of every prisoner 
whom he suspects to be an old offender, although not known as such to 
the authorities of his gaol, had discovered, by means of photography, that 
she was an habitual criminal, and had lived for years in crime. In the first 
instance, he forwarded the photograph of this woman to the Irish Convict 
Depot at Mountjoy, Dublin ; but, finding that she could not be recognised 
there, he made further inquiries in England, and ascertained that she 
was well known to the officers of Brixton Prison, where having been 
sentenced to penal servitude at Cardiff, in Wales, she had put up the term 
of her penal servitude. On looking over the books of this prison I found 
other cases in which the Governor, by means of photography, had hunted 
out professional thieves who had settled in the county Cork, for the pur- 
poses of plunder — amongst others, a woman well known to the prison 
officers of Carlow and Maryborough. 

Five returned convicts (three males and two females) were in custody 
on the day of my inspection. 

Seventy-one prisoners, fifty-one males, twenty females, were sentenced 
from the county Cork to penal servitude in 1862. 

Sixty-nine drunkards and thirty-five vagrants were committed to this 
gaol in 1862 ; twenty-seven vagrants and fifty-nine drunkards since the 
commencement of 1863 ; but I find 774 committals for drunkenness were 
made to the different bridewells of the county during 1862. 

Fifty-seven male and six female debtors were lodged in custody herein 
1862, and thirty-six males and one female previous to July, 1863. 

No escape was attempted from this gaol in 1862 or 1863 ; but last 
April two male prisoners confined in the bridewell at Fermoy, climbed over 
the railing which runs across the passage from the day-room to the yard, 
in the bridewell, and so effected their escape. The Board of Superin- 
tendence held an investigation into the circumstances of the escape, and 
being of opinion that the bridewell keeper had not exercised proper 
vigilance, reprimanded him severely, and fined, him one pound for his 
neglect. Such an escape could not have happened in a properly con- 
structed bridewell. The County Surveyor has since made the building 
more secure. 

Juveniles. 

I found eight juveniles in custody, all males, convicted of absconding 
from service, rescue, malicious injury, and workhouse offences : none for 
theft. 

There were likewise in the gaol ten other prisoners, who, though past 
the age of juveniles, were still very young, none of them being more than 
twenty years of age. 

Forty-five boys and eleven girls were committed here in 1862 ; five 
of the boys were recommitted for a second offence during the year, 
making altogether fifty committals of males. Of these juveniles, forty-eight 
belonged to the county Cork, and eight were strangers : one was under ten 
years of age. Fifteen boys and five girls had lost both parents. Sixteen 
boys and six girls were either wholly illiterate or only knew the alphabet. 
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Twenty boys and two girls could read and write. The sentences they 
received varied from twelve months in one case, to six months, three 
months, and short periods. 

Eleven boys were sentenced to a reformatory, two of whom were re- 
jected by the managers. Three girls also sentenced, are, I understand, 
giving satisfaction in the institutions to which they were sent. 

Lunatics. 

Thirty-seven lunatics were committed to this gaol as dangerous in 
1862, one of whom was twice committed. Two were in custody on the day 
of my visit — a male and female. The female was suffering under acute 
mania, and was a very unfit subject for treatment in a prison. In this 
county the Eglinton District Lunatic Asylum, the second largest in Ireland, 
contains, I understand, sufficient accommodation for the insane belonging 
to the district; nevertheless, they are still committed, under the Act 1st 
Viet., chap. 27, to the gaol by magistrates. A short time previous to my 
visit the Inspector of Lunatic Asylums, Dr. Nugent, made his inspection 
of the lunatics confined here, and entered a minute in the visitors’ book, 
“that he found six insane prisoners in the gaol, one of whom was 
irregularly committed, and therefore could not be legally transferred to 
the asylum.” He also complains “ that the dietary given to lunatics in the 
gaol is the same as that of other prisoners, and suggests to the Board that 
they should get a diet suited to their disease.” 

Thus it happens that, through the carelessness of the committing magis- 
trate, or the informality of the Clerk of Petty Sessions, patients who re- 
quire immediate attendance, as is particularly the case with the insane, 
are detained in the gaol, a place most unsuited for their treatment, 
although there is room in the asylum, where they would receive the care 
necessary for their cure ; and when the Inspector of Lunatics visits the 
prison, he has no power to order the diet which he knows they require. 

Although the Governor preserves a strict discipline amongst the pri- 
soners, and approximative separation is most carefully carried out, and 
efficiently as far as circumstances will permit, it is still impossible, in the 
detached, ill-constructed buildings of which this gaol is composed, to enforce 
the only prison system which experience shows to be suited for county or 
borough gaols ; and it is much to be regretted that the recommendation 
of the Board of Superintendence of the gaol, and two Grand Juries of the 
county, have not been acted on by the ratepayers, who have refused to 
sanction, at presentment sessions, the plan for the alterations in the female 
prison, submitted to them by the Board. In all the other principal towns 
in Ireland separation, in its integrity, under the Act 3 & 4 Viet., chap. 
44, is now being established. In the neighbouring county of Waterford 
a separate prison, on the most approved plan, has just been completed. 
Alterations in the county gaol of Limerick, to adapt it for separation, 
are now being made, under the directions of an architect who resides in 
the city of Cork ; and a trifling outlay would enable the same system to 
be introduced into the gaol of Cork, where I have rio doubt that it would 
be efficiently carried out. In the hope that the inhabitants of this great 
county will no longer postpone improvements so much required, and that 
the subject will again be submitted to the ratepayers at presentment 
sessions, I subjoin an extract from the fortieth report of the Iuspectors- 
General, in which the alteration of this gaol is considered. 

“The buildings now occupied by the female prisoners are inconvenient, and 
totally unfitted for the purposes of a pi'ison. No alteration could make these blocks 
of small cells suitable for carrying out a proper system of discipline. The old 
prisons for males contain sixty-eight large cells, partially heated, in .which trades 
are now carried on. The cells are spacious and well ventilated. One of these 
prisons could be made to accommodate the female prisoners, and the blocks of

County 0 / ot cells, round a central building, it would be impossible for the Governor to 
Cork Gaol. exercise such a supervision over officers, and prisoners confined in them, as is neces- 
sary for carrying out discipline in its integrity. 



“ The cells in these blocks do not contain the number of cubic feet required by 
the Act 3 and 4 Viet., chap. 44 ; but by adding the adjoining corridor to each 
cell in its length, it would answer all the requirements of the Act, and be then 
well suited for separation. If the two blocks of cells on each side of the central 
building were prolonged, so as to join it, sufficient of the spaces between the cells, 
covered in so as to form two large halls, containing staircases and galleries, into 
which the cells would open, a prison, verv secure, and adequate for separation, 
could be formed, which would be capable of containing the entire number of male 
criminal prisoners likely to be committed to this gaol. The number of cells in the 
four blocks, including the spaces now occupied by stairs,' are ninety-six, and if 
the forty-eight other cells, which would be contained in the additions, were included, 
this prison building would contain 144 cells under one roof. _ 

“In order to explain how this could be carried cut, 1 subjoin a rough diagram of 
the prison, with the alterations as proposed ; but if submitted to competition, I 
have no doubt that a still better plan for making the alterations would be obtained.

Much attention appears to be paid to the general management of this 
prison, the buildings were, when I made my inspection, in good repair, 
well ventilated, secure, clean, and orderly, the prisoners amenable to 
discipline, and usefully employed ; the stock of bedding, sheets, blankets, 
and prison clothing sufficient. Water is pumped by the power of the 
tread-wheel from the river into a large tank, and thence distributed by 
pipes to the different sections of the gaol. 

The sewerage is good and efficiently flushed. All the male and a por- 
tion of the female prison is heated by hot-water pipes. The marshalsea, 
kitchen, stores, and school-room are good; but other defects, pointed out 
in former reports of Inspectors-General, still continue. There is, how- 
ever, reason to hope that the intelligent ratepayers of the district will 
not continue to prevent the proposed alterations in the buildings which 
are so much required. 

The Governor regularly attends lock-up, and a guard patrols at night ; 
two detector clocks, situated in different parts of the establishment, test 
the accuracy of his rounds.

Secular instruction is given to both sexes of prisoners by the mas- 
ter who is well qualified, and lias been regularly trained in the schools 
of the Education Commissioners. He ranks second of second class. During 
the teaching of the females a matron is present. The schools are placed 
in connexion with the Education Board, and are regularly visited by their 
Inspector, who reports that the master is zealous, skilful, painstaking, and 
efficient. He also states that “ from the answering of the prisoners at Ilia 
examination, lie considers that the school is satisfactorily conducted, but 
lie very properly complains of the few pupils who attend the schools, 
especially that for females, and in his report he urges on the Board the 
necessity of increasing the number of those who receive the benefits of 
education. Religious instruction is given, under the superintendence of 
the Chaplains, to the members of the Established Church by lady visitors 
to the females, and a committee of young men to the males.. The Roman 
Catholics are instructed by the Sisters of Mercy and Christian Brothers.

I questioned all the prisoners in custody on the day of my visit, and 
found no just cause of complaint. The provisions were of good quality, 
and the Chaplains in general report favourably of them. Their reports are 
entered in the tabular form recommended by the Inspectors-General, and 
are submitted to the Board of Superintendence at its meetings. 

Books and Accounts. 

The prison books, accounts, and registries, are here kept with praise- 
worthy care and attention. All those directed by the rules, or recom- 
mended by the Inspectors-General, with the exception of the visitors 1 
book, are in use — this should be provided, and the name of every person 
entering the gaol recorded, as is the case in every well regulated prison. 
The Governor, the Chaplains, and the Medical Officer keep journals, which 
are regularly submitted to the Board at its meetings.

The hospital accommodation is sufficient for the requirements of the 
prison, but is inconveniently placed at the top of the central building. A 
water-closet is required for the ward for females. Two deaths have 
taken place during the current year, both from consumption; no in- 
quest was held in either case. One prisoner, an old man, died in 18G2, of 
erysipelas.

The Board meets monthly, for the discharge of business, when inferior 
officers are paid their salaries, and all liabilities are examined and dis- 
charged by cheque, drawn in favour of each contractor. 

Bridewells. 

Some of the bridewells of this county are very deficient and in a 
lamentable state of neglect. In that of Castletown, Berehaven, there is 
but one room for prisoners of each sex, in which all classes — the drunkard, 
the lunatic, the prostitute, aud the chaste (perhaps unjustly accused of 
some petty larceny), are huddled together, day and night, without the 
remotest attempt at classification. The keeper is a single man ; he has 
not even a female servant to attend women committed to his charge. In 
the bridewell at Dunmanway the passage to the only sleeping ajjartment 
for females lies through the bedroom of the keeper. 

As the defects of these buildings have been frequently observed on in 
former reports of Inspectors-General, it is now only necessary for me to 
subjoin my report, in the usual tabular form, on the state in which I found 
them when I made my inspection during the current year.

The average daily number of the inmates of this gaol is so largely influ- 
enced by the frequent committals of beggars, who flock to the city from the 
poorer districts of the west, as likewise of drunkards and prostitutes (the 
same individual being often re-committed during the year), that the true state 
of crime in the city cannot be fairly estimated by the average number of 
prisoners in custody. It appears, however, from the preceding tables 
that, though there was an increase in the daily average number of prisoners 
and in the°committals of 1862, the more grave offences were but few during 
the year; and since the commencement of 1863, no committal for any 
crime against human life, and only one for burglary or robbery, appears 
on the calendar. . . 

Amongst the prisoners in custody on the day of my^ visit one was 
a returned convict, under a sentence of eighteen months imprisonment 

for burglary an old offender, who had been discharged from the Convict 

Depot at Mountjoy as incorrigible, and there is every reason to believe that 
he will, when he leaves this prison, again return to crime. Fourteen 
prisoners were under committal for debt ; five males for assault ; sixteen 
males and nine females, who had been convicted of theft, receiving stolen 
goods, &c., were under various sentences of imprisonment ; one male 
was on remand ; two males and six females summarily convicted under 
the Larceny Act; the remainder were drunkards. Two of the male 
prisoners arid one female were returned convicts of the worst class, who 
had completed their sentences of penal servitude in Spike Island or 
Mountjoy Convict Depots, without having passed through an intermediate 
prison or refuge. . 

Eighteen males and two females were sentenced to penal servitude 
from°this gaol in 1862, and three males (no female) m 1863. Eighty- 
five male and five female debtors were lodged in this gaol in 1862, and 
seventy males and eight females since the ist of January in the present 
year. Eighty-five prisoners were committed as vagrants, for begging, in 

1862, and forty-one up to July in 1863. ' 

No escape was effected from the gaol in 1862 or 1863 ; but in January, 

1863, J. M., a male prisoner, was discovered concealed in a sewer leading 
from the privy in the workshop yard, through which he was endeavouring 
to effect his escape. He was, for this offence, sentenced by a magistrate, 
a member of the Board of Superintendence, to one month’s solitary con- 
finement, on bread and water, and in irons. 


Juveniles. 

I found no juvenile under sixteen years of age in custody. During the 
last three years there has been a steady diminution in the number of 
criminal children committed to this gaol. The numbers were, .sixty in 
1860, fifty-two in 1861. and thirty-eight males and seven females in 1862, 
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of those, seven were committed as vagrants, for begging, and four were South 
under ten years of age ; one female and ten males were twice re-committed Di stri ct - 
during the year ; fifteen were strangers; the remainder belonged to the City of 
district ; seven were orphans; and five had both parents living ; thirty of Cork Gaol. 
the remainder had lost their mothers ; showing how much crime amongst 
juveniles is the result of the absence of maternal care and training, and 
proving the necessity which exists in such cases that the State should in- 
terfere to supply the want. 

Ei^ht boys and one girl were sent to reformatories in 1862, and only 
one, a boy, up to the day of my visit in 1863.

I found this prison, on my inspection, in a very satisfactory state of 
cleanliness, order, and discipline ; the stock of bedding, sheets, blankets, 
rugs, and prison clothing in use, sufficient, besides a large supply in store ; 
the buildings in sound repair, secure, and well kept ; the sewerage good ; 
and the supply of water abundant. It is obtained in summer from the 
city reservoir, whence it is conducted by pipes to a large tank on the top 
of the prison, and thence distributed to the different sections of the gaol. 
During the winter season the wells on the prison grounds give a sufficient 
supply of water for the use of the establishment, but they generally fail 
in dry weather. 

The accommodation for debtors, who are always numerous in this gaol, 
is commodious and suitable. There are excellent reception wards, fur- 
nished with baths, where criminal prisoners are placed until after examina- 
tion by the medical officer. The stores and the kitchen are good ; but 
the present laundry is faulty. A presentment, however, of £85 had, just 
previous to my visit, been passed by the city authorities, for the purpose 
of improving the laundry and erecting a drying-closet. A sum of £161 
has likewise been expended on heating the wings of the prison for males ; 
but the doors from the central hall, at D on the plan, have not been altered 
as suggested in the two last reports of the Inspectors-General. When 
this inexpensive improvement is made, additional accommodation, by the 
formation of the day-rooms into cells, can be obtained for males. The 
chapel also requires a curtain to screen the female prisoners from the males 
during divine service. The seats for prisoners waiting for their turn on 
the tread- wheel should be stalled to prevent communication ; but above 
all things, I would repeat the suggestions made in former reports of In- 
spectors-General, that the vicious classification, under the Act 7th Geo. IV., 
c. 74, should be abandoned ; the prison for females, heated and fitted up 
with bells and other appliances for separation, and the only system suited 
for a city gaol established, so that a female accused, perhaps unjustly, of 
a trifling offence, may be preserved from the contamination of association 
with the abandoned characters always to be found in a city, and not leave 
the prison worse than when she entered it. 

The Governor regularly attends lock-up ; and a watch patrols at night ; 
but there is no means of testing the vigilance of the officer on duty, as 
no detector clocks have been provided for the purpose.

The labour of the inmates of this gaol is applied to practical and useful 
purposes, in a manner which reflects much credit on the authorities. I 
found the prisoners actively engaged in remunerative work, principally 
for prison use — those under short sentences picking oakum, the remainder 
in the manufacture of materials for clothing, carding, spinning, and 
weaving ; two were engaged making tin vessels for the establishment ; 
another, clogs for prisoners’ wear ; a carpenter, smith, and tailor were 
engaged at their respective trades. All the clothing used in the gaol and 
the bedding, except blankets and rugs, are manufactured and made up by 
the prisoners. Corn is purchased in the market, and ground into meal 
by the inmates for prison use.

I do not consider that a sufficient number of prisoners receive secular 
instruction here ; the average daily number in the gaol during the pre- 
sent year has been sixty males and forty females, notwithstanding which, 
only an average of fifteen males and four females were taught in the 
prison schools. The teachers, both male and female, are well qualified 
and rank second division of second class, having been trained in the 
schools of the Education Commissioners. It is very desirable that the 
schools of this prison should be made as useful as possible, and I would 
suggest that they be placed in connexion with the National Board of 
Education, by means of which an efficient inspection by the Board’s officer 
would be insured, gratuities to the teachers (if deserving) given, and a 
supply of books and requisites obtained, some gratuitous, others at a 
reduced rate. The Chaplains occasionally visit. 

Religious instruction is given, under the direction of the Chaplains, 
by the Sisters of Mercy, who devote much time and attention to the 
Roman Catholic females, and to the patients in hospital of both sexes ; 
a Protestant lady visitor carefully instructs those of her own religion, of 
whom, however, there are but few committed.

All classes of prisoners committed for one month and under, get oatmeal soup, in 
lieu of milk, for dinner ; and all classes get oatmeal soup, in lieu of milk, for din- 
ner, two alternate days in each week.

I questioned all the prisoners in custody, and found no just cause of 
complaint. I tasted the food supplied on the day of my visit ; it was 
good. The Chaplains regularly report on its quality, and for the most 
part favourably ; I found, however, exceptions occasionally taken to the 
bread, which had to be returned to the contractor in some instances for 
being light, in others for being badly baked.

The preceding statistical tables show an increase in the number of 
criminal committals in the county Galway during 1862, as likewise that 
the daily average number of prisoners in custody was greater than in pre- 
vious years. It also appears that the highest number of inmates in the 
gaol at any period during the last seven years was in November last. 

_ Since the commencement of 1863 the number of committals has dimi- 
nished, notwithstanding that the daily average number of male prisoners 
in custody has increased: the numbers being — average number in custody 
in 1861, 33 ; in 1862, 66 ; and during the first eight months of 1863, 61. 
We find also that committals for the more serious crimes against life 
diminished from sixteen in 1862 to two in the period from the 1st 
January up to the time of my inspection in August, 1863. On the other 
hand, offences against property have considerably increased ; thirteen 
prisoners were committed for cattle-stealing in 1863, and only six in 1862. 
Assaults and other offences against the person, the result of drunken 
quarrels, were much more frequent in 1862 than in former years ; but they 
again diminished in 1863, the numbers being 265 in 1862, and 125 up to 
20th August, 1863. The amount of committals to the county gaol for 
drunkenness does not show the correct statistics of this vice in the county 
as prisoners now undergo their sentences in the bridewells of the district 
in which the offences are committed, but by reference to the returns from 
the bridewells of the county, it appears that 242 males and 118 females 
were committed for drunkenness in 1860 ; 213 males and 73 females in 
1861 ; and 217 males and 86 females in 1862. 

Committals for debt increased from 5 in 1859 to 12 in 1860 ; to 13 in 
1861 ; and to 34 in 1862. The number of debtors committed' in 1863, 
up to the day of inspection, was 21. 

Many of the prisoners were workhouse offenders, under sentences for 
assaults, larcenies, malicious injuries, &c., &c. 

Seven male and four female prisoners were sentenced to penal servitude 
in 1862, and nine males and four females in 1863. 

Two male returned convicts were committed to this prison in 1862.

Lunatics. 

Notwithstanding that there is a lunatic asylum at Ballinasloe, in the 
rmmtv Galway, insane persons are constantly committed to the gaol 
and bridewells of the county. One female committed as insane from he 
workhouse at Louglirea, in 1862, brought forth a child in the cel of the 
bridewell where she was confined, and had to remain there several weeks 
before she was sufficiently recovered to be removed to the county gaol. 

On the day of my inspection thirteen insane prisoners were inmates of 
Ihe gaol some of whom had been in it for lengthened periods. They are 
Idndlv treated by the prison authorities, and receive a diet suitable 
to their state. Half a pound of animal food is given to each on six days in 
the week ; but a gaol is not a fit place for this class of patients notwith- 
standing which magistrates will continue to send them to it until the very 
objectionable law, 1st Vic., c. 68, is repealed.

I found this gaol, on my inspection, very clean and orderly, the ventila- 
tion good, the buildings secure and in sound repair. There is a plentiful 
supply of excellent water, which is raised by a crank pump into the 
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South cistern, from which the different sections of the prison are supplied, and 
Israel, thenee the sewerage is efficiently flushed. The stock of blankets, beddin» 
County of and prison clothing is sufficient, but some of the blankets are much woriT- 
G Gaoi y slieets are both for this gaol and for many of the bridewells 

a ° • throughout the county. An adequate supply of the latter should be at 
once procured. 

There are in this gaol many deficiencies which have been fully dwelt 
on by my colleague in his last report. The buildings in which the females 
are located are very unsuited for the purpose. There is no proper laundry. 
The prisoners wash in the kitchen. The drying closet is out of order and 
useless. There is no place in the prison for female debtors, and every 
branch of the female department is in an unsatisfactory state, arising from 
the want of suitable accommodation and the proper appliances required 
for the treatment of prisoners. 

The females are divided into three classes, according to their supposed 
characters and the offences of which they are convicted, but no classifica- 
tion will prevent contamination in a gaol. A young country girl, com- 
mitted for a first offence, was, when I visited the prison, in one of the 
classes in association with a member of a strolling band of show-people, 
committed for larceny. In the second class I recognised a returned 
convict, an old offender, who had been discharged from Mountjoy Depot 
as incorrigible, after having completed her sentence of seven years. She 
must necessarily contaminate the women in association with her; but there 
is no other class. where she can be placed, as the third class is reserved 
for known prostitutes, which she is not. 

Two females under sentence of penal servitude were in the prison when 
I visited it. 

The male division of the gaol is in a much more satisfactory state. 
Separation is carried out in the cells and at exercise, t but not on the tread- 
wheel, which should be partitioned, otherwise some communication be- 
tween the prisoners cannot be prevented. - 

In a former report it was observed that the alteration made to adapt 
the old buildings of this prison to the separate system did not provide 
sufficiently for supervision of officers and prisoners by the Governor or 
Chief Warder. The evils resulting from this defect has now become 
apparent, and during the present year one turnkey was dismissed for 
receiving a bribe from a prisoner to supply him with additional food, aDd 
another is strongly suspected of similar practices; but it is most difficult to 
detect an untrustworthy officer, or obtain evidence to convict the offenders, 
where the faulty construction of the buildings affords facilities for mal- 
practices by a dishonest turnkey. These facilities are necessarily greater 
in a separate prison, where there is no proper supervision, than in one 
managed on the associated system. 

The following is the ground plan of the prison buildings as they now 
exist : —

One-half of the prison marked M, has been fitted up for separation, and 

in it male prisoners are confined ; but when the remainder of the gaol County of 
is being altered it will be desirable to have the alterations made on a 
more improved plan, so as to obtain more perfect supervision. The 
turnkeys’ rooms should not be in the body of the prison, as. it is always 
objectionable to have officers living and taking their meals in close prox- 
imity to the cells in which prisoners are confined. 

I questioned all the inmates of the gaol on the day of my visit, and no 
complaint was made, except by one prisoner — a returned convict, a thief 
by profession, who has been an inmate of many of the prisons in the 
north of Ireland, and who appears to be possessed of means, with which 
lie tries to corrupt the turnkey under whom he is placed. Lately he 
succeeded in doing so in this gaol, as a turnkey was dismissed in conse- 
quence of taking a bribe from him. Since this prisoner was discharged 
from the Convict Dep6t in 1861 he has undergone several short sentences 
for robbery, in different county and borough gaols, and is now under 
sentence of eighteen months here for a like offence. I refer to the case 
of this man, because I wish to show that much mischief is done by sen- 
tencing prisoners who are incorrigible to imprisonment in county gaols, 
and not condemning them to penal servitude for long periods. 

Since last inspection, the walls which interrupted the free circulation of 
air and unnecessarily divided the yard belonging to the separate prison, 
have been taken down, and a sufficiently large open space has been formed, 
where prisoners in separation can be properly exercised. No other im- 
provement has been made during the year. 

The Governor, or in his absence, the head turnkey, attends lock-up, and 
a watch patrols at night, but without the check of a tell-tale clock to test 
neglect of duty.

The punishments for prison offences have, since the commencement of 
1863, been much more numerous than formerly. These punishments were 
inflicted on comparatively few individuals, who are constantly breaking 
the prison rules ; and it is impossible to prevent constant communication 
between prisoners in the narrow corridors between the cells in this 
prison, and the necessarily imperfect supervision exercised. Twenty-nine 
prison punishments were inflicted by the sole authority of the Governor, 
and three for more serious offences by magistrates, members of the Board 
of Superintendence. The punishment-book is regularly submitted to the 
Board at its monthly meetings.

The above summary shows that working the treadwheel, pumping water, 
and prison duties are the principal employment of the male inmates in this 
gaol; a few are engaged at industrial works. The power of the treadwheel 
is, however, here turned to considerable advantage, being applied to the 
crushing of bones for agricultural purposes, a work both useful and remu- 
nerative. Thirty men altogether were engaged at the bone-mill on the 
day of my inspection, and three were at trades. 

The employment of the female prisoners is very trifling, and this depart- 
ment must continue in its present unsatisfactory state as long as the women 
occupy the ill-constructed buildings in which they are now placed.

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The teacher was absent on leave when I inspected the school, and his 
place was supplied by a temporary substitute. The male schools are in 
connexion with the Board of National Education, and the Inspector reports 
as follows : — 

“So far as it extends, the instruction is of a suitable character, but nothing is 
aimed at beyond the mere mechanical part of education. Neither the intellect, nor 
the moral feelings, nor the affections are addressed or cultivated. 

“At present the school is held in one of the ‘day’ rooms, an apartment as un- 
suitable as it could possibly be.” 

No secular instruction is given to the female prisoners, but the Sisters 
of Mercy are constant in their attendance, and afford religious instruction 
to the Roman Catholics, who constitute almost the entire body of the 
prisoners. During 1862 but two prisoners, not Roman Catholics, were 
committed to this gaol — one (male) a vagrant, and the other (a female), 
for drunkenness.

I questioned each prisoner, and found no just cause of complaint. The 
food was of good quality on the day I visited the prison, and the 
Chaplains report favourably of it. They do not, however, make their 
report in the tabular form directed by the Inspectors- General. 

Boolcs and Accounts. 

I was much pleased with the manner in which the registries of statistics 
and finance, and the books of accounts are kept. They appear clear and 
satisfactory, but the Chaplains still continue to enter their observations in 
“the General Duty-Book.” This, as was observed by my colleague in his 
last report, is quite irregular, a separate journal should be supplied for 
each.

Bridewells. 

The annexed tabular report on the bridewells of this county shows that 
the neglected state of tlie3e buildings and other great defects, which 
were pointed out in each succeeding report of the Inspeetors-General for 
many years, still continue. The bridewell at W oodfort is in a dilapidated 
condition, and one of the worst in Ireland. For many years the Inspec- 
tors-General have recommended that this bridewell and that at Eyreeourt 
be discontinued as unnecessary and unfit for the purposes of a prison ; and 
this opinion has been repeated in the report of a committee of the Grand 
Jury of the county appointed at the last assizes, notwithstanding which 
no application has been made to the Executive to have them closed. I 
would again suggest that such an application be made at next assizes.

I found on my inspection of this gaol 29 prisoners in custody for crimi- 
nal offences, including vagrants, workhouse offenders, drunkards, &c. Tea 
of these were grave criminals, under sentences of imprisonment varying 
from six months to two years ; one for “shooting at with intent to kill,” 
others for burglary, highway-robbery, &c. The remaining sentences were 
for short periods of from four mouths to twenty- four hours. As the inmates 
of this very defective prison are kept in association, the more depraved 
must, during the period of their long sentences, spread a moral contagion, 
and seriously increase the amount of crime in the district j an evil impos- 
sible to prevent, as the gaol is now constituted. 

Although the number in custody was higher in May, 1863, than at any 
other period during the last seven years, and the committals in 1862 were 
more numerous than in previous years, the increase was principally 
in the class of ..minor offenders, and grave crimes against life diminished 
from six, in 1861, to three, in 1862. From the commencement of 1863 up 
to the 21st August, when I made my inspection, the only committals for 
offences against the person within this jurisdiction were twelve males for 
assaults, and fifteen females, principally of the prostitute class, for like 
offences. 

Female crime is here, as in most parts of the south and west of Ireland, 
of a very trifling description, and confined to few individuals. No case of 
infanticide, concealing birth, or similar offence, appears in the criminal 
tables for the last three years now before us. Of the ten females in cus- 
tody on the day of my visit, one was a lunatic, another a vagrant, two 
were drunkards, two committed for larceny, and the remaining four for 
trifling offences. 

As there is but one female officer besides the matron in the prison, it is 
impossible that any classification can be carried out. 

The more serious criminals, sentenced to long periods of imprisonment, 
with hard labour, are here employed in prison duties. When I visited 
the cook-house, the two men in charge were both grave criminals: one 
sentenced to two years’ imprisonment for “shooting at with intent to 
kill,” the other to eighteen months’ imprisonment for highway robbery. 
As these men were amongst the worst, it may have been advisable to 
separate them in this associated prison from others less guilty ; but, cer- 
tainly, much of the punishment of the sentence is escaped by prisoners 
under such circumstances ; they, however, take their turn on the tread- 
wheel, as the rest sentenced to hard labour. I feel satisfied that the 
Convict Depot is the proper place of punishment for this class of 
offenders. 

There is here no separate place for master debtors, and none for female 
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debtors, who are necessarily placed, when committed, in the criminal 
department of the prison. 

I found no returned convict or prisoner under rule of penal servitude 
in custody. Three males were sentenced to penal servitude during the pre- 
sent year. One prisoner, a sailor, attempted to escape, having climbed the 
angle of the wall in the turf-yard ; the place has since been protected by a 
chevaux defrise , and an additional turnkey has been appointed. 

The Governor attends lock-up, and it is the duty of one of the turnkeys 
to patrol at night ; but there is no tell-tale clock to test his vigilance. 
Prisoners sleep and take their meals separately in their cells, as far as the 
accommodation will permit. 

Lunatics. 

Three lunatics were in custody on the day of my visit ; one of whom, 
a boy, an idiot from birth, was committed 1st May, 1860, and is likely to 
continue an inmate. This is one of the cases in which gaols, are most 
improperly used to supplement workhouses and lunatic asylums. Nine 
insane persons were committed during the year 1862 as dangerous. The 
diet given to this class heretofore did not include animal food; but at the 
suggestion of Dr. Hatched, the Inspector of Lunatics, a better description 
is now supplied, which is similar to that given in the gaol belonging to 
the county. 

J uveniles. 


There is very little juvenile crime in this district, and in no case during 
the past year has the punishment exceeded one month’s imprisonment. 
The great majority of the children committed had both parents living. 

I found 4 boys in custody, committed for minor offences. Tweuty boys 
and four girls were committed to this prison during the present year, 
principally for vagrancy, gambling, throwing stones, ball-playing, and other 
breaches of police regulations ; only 4 were for larceny ; two were sen- 
tenced to a reformatory, one of whom was rejected by the manager, 
because suffering under a constitutional disease. 

During 1862, 23 males and 4 females were committed; 2 were for lar- 


ceny. 

In 1861, 21 were committed, and in 1860, 17, one of whom was an idiot 
from birth.

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South The buildings were, when I inspected them, in sound repair, clean, and 
District. or( j er ly. A sufficient supply of water can be obtained from a well on the 
County ot prison grounds; it is raised by the power of the tread- wheel, then distributed 
the Town of to the different sections of the gaol, and applied to the flushing of the 
Galway sewera ge, which is effective. The stock of prison clothing, bedding, blan- 
GaoL kets, and sheets are sufficient for present use, but the sheets are thin and 
worn. No rugs are used. 

No alteration or improvement has been made in the prison buildings 
since this gaol was inspected by my colleague ; and the defects pointed 
out by him in his report last year still continue. Should, however, the 
proposed amalgamation of this and the county of Galway prison be carried 
out, the faults of both may be remedied without putting the ratepayers to 
much cost — as this gaol may then be devoted to female prisoners, and that 
belonging to the county occupied by males only. • _ 

The following is the ground-plan of the female prison, as it now exists. 



A, Governor’s house ; B C, Prison buildings. 

This building would contain sufficient accommodation for all female 
prisoners of both jurisdictions, and it could easily be altered to suit the 
separate system. _ , 

The old prison is very defective, but it might be used tor oflicers 
quarters and a debtors’ prison. 

The Inspectors-General having for a series of years dwelt on the neces- 
sity of the amalgamation of the county and town gaols, the Board of Su- 
perintendence of this prison have passed the following resolution, expres- 
sive of their wish to carry into effect this most desirable object: — 

“Resolved— That the Board of Superintendence, having observed in the last 
as well as in former Reports of the Inspector- General of Prisons, his remarks on 
the subject of amalgamation, feel called on, in defence of their own conduct, to 
assure him that they have been most anxious to effect the proposed changes, 
and, with that view, have frequently brought the subject under the notice of the 
Grand Jury, of the Judge of Assize, and of the Board of Superintendence of the 
County Gaol; but, with every wish to carry out the suggestions of the Inspector- 
General, they have hitherto been unable to induce the latter body to co-operate 
with them. . , , , 

“ The Governor was requested to forward a copy of the above minute to tne 
Inspectors-General of Prisons.”

The school for males is placed under the Board of National Education ; 
but the Master receives only £10 a-year salary, and it is impossible to 
obtain the services of a qualified teacher for such a miserable stipend. 
The Inspector of National Schools considers him incompetent and unqua- 
lified, and he has refused to present himself for examination during 1862 
and 1863. The Inspector of Schools states, that on the day of his visit 
to the school “ The lesson read had never been explained to the pupils, 
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“ and of it they had no apprehension. All failed in arithmetic ; none of 
“ Second or Sequel classes could work simple addition. The teaching is 
“individual — each prisoner reading a lesson different from the others in 
“ the same class. In Second class there were four men, all in the first sec- 
“ tion, yet all had different lessons.” I think it right, however, to add, 
that the Chaplains and the officers praise the teacher ; and as he is not 
deficient in intellect, he might, if sufficient inducements were held out, 
qualify himself for the situation he holds. 

On the day of my inspection, a juvenile, committed summarily, was in 
association at school with some old and hardened offenders. 

There is no secular education given to the female prisoners, hut the 
Sisters of Mercy pay much attention to the religious instruction of the 
Roman Catholic prisoners.

I questioned each prisoner on my inspection, but no complaint was 
made by any. I tasted the food, which was good ; and I find that the 
Chaplains very generally report favourably of it, but the tabular form re- 
commended by the Inspectors-General is not used. It should be supplied 
for their use. 

Boolcs and Accounts. 

The Governor devotes much time and attention to the registries, books, 
and accounts, which appear to be very satisfactory. He is a zealous officer; 
and the Committee of the Grand Jury at last assizes entered on the books 
of the prison the following report : —

These tables show an increase in the number of committals in 1862 and 
1863, as likewise in the daily average number of prisoners in custody 
since the commencement of 1863. 

The greatest number of prisoners in the gaol at any time within the last 
seven years was on the 22nd December, 1862, and the number in custody 
on the day I made my official inspection was greater than on the corres- 
ponding day in any of the last four years. . t o/’i i can 

By reference to the table of offences committed during 1861, 186-*, and 
1863, it will be seen that they were for the most part not of a grave 
character ; I regret, however, to add, that the large number of “ assaults 
causing bodily harm,” in the calendar, shows that quarrels amongst neigh- 
bours at fairs and markets still continue to disgrace this county. 

I found on my inspection fifty-four males in the gaol, of whom one was 
a lunatic, and six debtors ; eighteen were for assaults, and one for stab- 
bing ; three for attempt at rape, and four for cattle-stealing.. The re- 
mainder were for minor offences. Twenty-four females were in charge, 
consisting of four for assaults (two in the workhouse), one committed lor 
sheep -stealing, eight for larcenies, four for stealing turf, and two for steal- 
ing cabbages from the workhouse garden ; one for begging, one for cutting 
bushes, and two for cutting sea- weed on a Sunday. 

Thirty prisoners under sentences of two years, eighteen, months, and one 
year, were in custody on the day of my inspection, of these twenty-three 
were under former rules, having been convicted and sentenced in 1862, 
while but seven were convicted since the commencement of 1863. The moie 
recent offences, except one of stabbing, were generally of a trifling nature , 
the population of the County is, according to the Census of 1861, 100,01. 
males, and 101,965 females — total, 201,988 inhabitants ; it is, therefore, 
evident that, notwithstanding the increase in the committals, the state ot 
the county is not alarming. This was likewise the opinion expressed by 
the presiding Judges of Assize in their charges to the Grand Jury in 1863. 
At the Spring Assizes, Judge Fitzgerald “congratulated the Grand Jury 
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upon tlie state of their county as regarded crime, after having ample 
opportunity of forming a just opinion on the subject, from a careful ex- 
amination of the calendar, and the County Inspector’s report of all the 
offeuces committed since the previous Assizes — a period of eight months. 
The cases upon the calendar were few, and but one amongst them called 
for observation.” The Chief Baron, in his charge, says : — “ The report of 
the Local Inspector of the prisons points to the gradual improvement in 
the nature of crime, and although much distress has prevailed, the com- 
mittals exceed only by twenty-two those of the corresponding period of 
last year, and this is to be attributed to the number of vagrants from 
other counties seeking relief.” At the Summer Assizes the Chief Justice, 
when addressing the Grand Jury, remarked on the trifling amount of 
crime in the county Kerry — “ as appeared both by the calendar of pri- 
soners for trial and the crown book laid before him ; he had also ascer- 
tained, from the best sources of information, that since the previous Assizes 
the crime actually reported as having been committed in the county was 
exceedingly small. Such a state of things was most satisfactory, and, he 
hoped, would long continue.” 


Juveniles. 

I found one male and one female juvenile in custody ; but the large 
number of fifty-one males and three females under sixteen years of age 
were committed to this gaol during 1862. All except three males belonged 
to the county. Of these twenty-five were wholly illiterate or only knew 
the alphabet. Twenty had both parents living. Forty-three males and 
the three females were summarily convicted by the magistrates at Petty 
Sessions ; five were acquitted ; and of. those sent for trial I found only 
one was for larceny. Three (males) were sentenced to a Reformatory at 
the end of their punishment, but only one was accepted by the managers.

There has been no alteration in the buildings of this gaol since last 
inspection,- but as an improved prison system may be introduced at some 
future period, I append the ground plan of the prison, already published 
in the fortieth report of the Inspectors-General, as it is apparent how 
easily the building might be converted into a separate prison, in which the 
best system of discipline could be efficiently carried out. 

I found the gaol at my inspection in a very creditable state of order and 

discipline the buildings well ventilated, clean, secure, and in sound repair. 

There is an abundant supply of water, which is conducted by pipes to the 
different sections of the prison, and also used for flushing the sewers, which 
work well. The stock of blankets, sheets, bedding, and prison clothing, 
except shoes, was sufficient, and besides some were in store. No rugs 
are used, but an additional blanket is supplied instead. 

The defects commented on in former reports of Inspectors-General still 
continue. The tread-wheel, stone-breakers’ sheds, and laundry are not 
partitioned. The debtors’ quarters, for males, are defective, and without 
the separation of master and pauper debtors required by law; there is 
but one very small room for the accommodation of all females who may be 
arrested for debt ; in it both paupers and those who pay for their own 
support are lodged, and there is no place where they can take exercise 

unless with criminal prisoners. 

The female prison is very faulty, and the association of all classes in it 
is very injurious, notwithstanding that the matron is most anxious to 
remedy the evil, as far as' the limited means and deficient accommoda- 
tion at her disposal will permit. Twenty-eight master, and nine pauper 
debtors (all males) were committed to this gaol during the year 1862 . 

The Governor attends lock-up, and the vigilance of the turnkey who 
patrols at night is checked by two detector clocks, placed on different 
parts of the prison grounds. 
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Six males and one female were sentenced to penal servitude in 1862. 
One male received sentence of death, which was afterwards commuted 
to penal servitude for life. No escape was attempted in 1862 or 1863.

It will be seen from the preceding schedule that the prisoners are well 
and usefully employed, and the skilled labor of those who understand 
trades is turned to the best account. Mr. Harris, whom I found in charge 
during the protracted’ illness of the Governor, deserves much credit for 
the satisfactory way in which this department is managed.

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by their inspector, who reports : — “ The course of instruction given is 
well suited to the class who attend it, and the proficiency attained by its 
pupils is satisfactory for their respective terms of attendance. In the 
inale department the sequel class should write from dictation the pupils 
in the female department, in second class, should write on paper, and be 
improved in subtraction, grammar, and geography. The acquirements 
and character of the teacher are good.” 

The religious instruction of the prisoners is carefully attended to by 
their respective Chaplains. The Sisters of Mercy, under the direction of 
the Roman Catholic Chaplain, devote much time for this purpose to the 
Roman Catholics, male and female, and visit the sick of both sexes in 
the hospital.

N.B. — All prisoners sentenced to one month and under receive 1 pint of gruel 
daily, for breakfast, in lieu of milk, and on Mondays and Fridays 1 pint of gruel 
is substituted for milk to all classes. 

I questioned all the prisoners in custody on the day of my inspection, 
and found no just cause of complaint. I tasted the provisions, which 
were good. The Chaplains regularly report, in the tabular form recom- 
mended, on the quality of the food supplied, and in general favourably. 
Bread for prison use is made from corn purchased in the market, ground 
by prison labour, and baked in the gaol, by which means this important 
article of food is obtained pure and unadulterated. The milk is supplied 
by contract.

All the 
forms recommended by the Inspectors-General, and directed by the Court 
of Queen’s Bench, are in use, and at the end of each year the different 
items of receipt and expenditure are published, so as to establish an 
efficient check.

In December, 1862, the health of Mr. Crean (who had for many years 
held the situation of Governor of this gaol) became broken, and he 
obtained leave of absence, when Mr. Robert Harris, the clerk and school- 
master, was appointed as Acting-Governor in his place, the duties of which 
office he discharged to the full satisfaction of the Local Inspector and the 
Board of Superintendence, who entered a very laudatory minute in his 
favour, when recommending him for an increase of salary, for the efficient 
manner in which he had performed the duties. Subsequently Mr. Grean’s 
leave of absence was renewed until the month of December, 1863, when he 
resigned his situation, and Mr. James Gallwey was appointed, on proba- 
tion, in his place.

I found the hospital very clean and orderly, the wards well ventilated, 
with baths and water-closets attached : there is, however, but one staircase 
in the building, and it is common to prisoners of both sexes, an arrangement 
very objectionable. The sanitary condition of the gaol up to 1863 was 
very satisfactory, there having been no deaths in it since 1854 ) but on 
the 23rd February, 1863, a master debtor, R. J. E., who had been a prisoner 
since 1856, died of diarrhoea, and on the 6th March following, P. J., under 
sentence of two years’ imprisonment with hard labour, died “ from disease 
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of the chest and general debility.” The Coroner’s jury having recorded 
their verdict, “ that his death was accelerated by the want of a sufficient 
quantity of food,” the matter was brought by the Judge of Assize under 
the notice of the Grand Jury, who called upon the Board' of Superinten- 
dence to make a full report of the circumstances of the case, in order 
that they might be submitted to the Judge. After a full and careful 
investigation, the Board of Superintendence reported “ that the medical 
officer had entered in his journal the remark ‘ double bread ’ after the name 
of deceased, but that no increased dietary had been given, except for two 
da} r s, in consequence of the Medical Officer not having complied with 
the terms of the 16th section of the Act 19 & 20 Viet., chap. 68.” They, 
however, further reported, “ that, in their opinion, no fatality had occurred, 
in either this or any other case, from such irregularity, and that they 
would require a stricter observance of the rules and Acts of Parliament iu 
future.”

There has been a large increase in the number of committals to this 
gaol during the present year ; but it will be seen from the following 
table that the increase was altogether previous to the 31st of July, and 
latterly the number of committals has remained precisely the same as in 
1862 : —

On the day of my inspection, 53 males and 37 females were in custody; 
but of these 17 were lunatics and two debtors. The male prisoners, 
criminally committed, were 12 soldiers from the Curragh Camp, con- 
demned by courts-martial for grave crimes, or repeated desertions, who 
had received long sentences of imprisonment in this gaol, generally of one 
and two years ; two were Camp followers, for robbery, and six were 
strangers, old offenders, including three returned convicts. Nineteen 
of the criminal prisoners were natives of the County of Kildare, six of 
whom were under long sentences of imprisonment, convicted of cattle- 
stealing, and other serious crimes ; the remaining thirteen were for lar- 
cenies and riot. 

I have enumerated those particulars because they prove that the 
criminal population of this gaol is not, for the most part, derived from the 
permanent inhabitants of the County, who are known to be quiet and 
peaceably disposed, but rather from strangers belonging to the criminal 
classes, who have been attracted to the district by the Camp at the Cur- 
ragh, and are otherwise totally unconnected with the County Kildare. 

Female crime is here, even more than amongst the male population, con- 
fined to the abandoned class which are always to be found in the neigh- 
bourhood of military stations. Twenty-nine females were in custody on 
the day of my visit — of these, eleven belonged to the county ; eighteen were 
strangers, and three were returned convicts : but the strongest evidence 
of the demoralizing influence exercised by the Camp, is the fact that 192 
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South females have been committed to this gaol for drunkenness and riot siuce 
Di strict . 0 f January last, while but forty-seven males were so convicted. 

County of The frequent re-committals of the same individuals may be judged 

Kildare from the fact that 136 committals, in 1863, are represented by twelve 
Gaol ‘ females, who have been convicted of minor offences from nine to twelve 
times each during the year ; and the prison registry records 228 commit- 
tals of these twelve women since they became resident in the district. 

Thirty-seven vagrants were committed during the year, and twenty-one 
soldiers for desertion, or under findings of courts-martial ; sixteen prisoners 
were sentenced to penal servitude ; nine were lodged in this gaol for debt 
or contempt of court, during the same period, one of whom, a male, was 
in custody on the day of my visit. I found him taking exercise in the 
ring with the criminal prisoners ; he was placed in a cell of the criminal 
prison, and treated as if he belonged to that class. This is quite illegal, 
as under the 6th sec. of the Prisons Act, debtors, and persons confined for 
contempt of court, on civil process, must invariably, and in all cases, be 
kept separate from criminal prisoners — the 109th sec. of the Act only 
refers to the clothing and treatment of pauper debtors. 

There is a good marshalsea for males in the prison ; the quarters for 
the male pauper class only requiring a water-closet to make them in every 
way suitable. When I visited the prison, they were being fitted up by 
order of the Board, for the accommodation of officers. I directed that the 
subject should be again brought under the notice of that body, feeling 
satisfied that they would have the matter rectified, as they are always 
most anxious to carry out the provisions of the Act as strictly as possible.* 

This debtor was committed for contempt of court ; and, I am informed, 
he only remains in custody to enable the crown to try its rights over the 
jurisdiction of the Curragh of Kildare. 

An old woman, likewise a pauper debtor, was in custody. She has been 
an inmate of the gaol since June last, and is perfectly destitute, without 
friends to pay for professional assistance or the fees of court; and, as the law 
now stands, she cannot get her discharge under the Insolvent Act, and must 
remain an inmate of the gaol until funds can be obtained for the purpose. 

The leading road to Dublin, from the south of Ireland, passing through 
the County Kildare, and the large military depots at Newbridge and the 
Curragh being situate within the county, make it the resort of returned 
convicts and others, who, although strangers in the district, are well 
known elsewhere as criminals, and I would suggest that photography be 
introduced for their identification and detection. Bart of the duties of 
Mr. Armstrong, the chief warder of this prison, was, when an officer in 
the Convict Depot, at Mountjoy, to obtain the identification of prisoners 
by photography, and he might be usefully employed for the purpose 
here. 

The expense incurred by the Constabulary for the removal of prisoners 
from the Curragh Camp and Kildare to this gaol, during 1863, was 
£54 3s. Id., besides which, a considerable sum was spent in the con- 
veyance of prisoners on remand, in charge of gaol officers, to and from 
the Petty Sessions and Quarter Sessions of the districts. 

The Governor, or his Deputy, regularly attends lock-up, and a watchman 
remains on duty within the prison at night. There is but one detector- 
-clock on the premises, which, however, the authorities consider sufficient, 
as, from the position of the Governor’s apartments, he has constant means 
of supervision. No watch is kept in the part of the prison occupied by 
females, but a bell rings from the central hall into the assistant matron’s 
room, and the watchman has instructions to call her should a prisoner 
require her assistance during the night. 

* I understand that since my inspection this has been remedied, and the pauper 
debtor removed to his proper quarters. 
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Juveniles. 

Two juveniles (females) were in custody on the day of my inspection, 
one of whom, a prostitute, had been sentenced to two months’ imprisonment, 
as a punishment for robbing the house where she lodged, and afterwards 
to be sent to a Reformatory for three years, if any of the managers were 
willing to take her; but they very properly refused to do so, as she does not 
appear to be a proper or hopeful subject for treatment in a Reformatory. 

Twenty-two male, and ten female juveniles were committed to this 
gaol in 1862 — of these, one female and two males were under nine years 
of age ; sixteen males and five females had both their parents living, and 
only one, a female, had lost both father and mother ; seven males and three 
females could read and write ; eleven males and three females were wholly 
illiterate : all, except three, belonged to the county. One, a female, eleven 
years of age, was sent to a Reformatory by the Judge at assizes. 

Lunatics . 

I found seventeen lunatics in the gaol, some of whom have been inmates 
since 1860, and there is no doubt that lunatics will be committed here by 
Magistrates, as long as the provisions of the Act 1 Vic., c. 27, are in force. 
The lunatic inmates are lodged in the unheated flagged cells and in the 
day-rooms of the old prison, and they exercise in the rings intended for 
criminal prisoners. These defects, however, cannot be remedied, as there 
is no other place in this strictly cellular prison where the insane can be 
kept. The cells and day-rooms are made as comfortable as circumstances 
will permit, and pictures are hung in the day-rooms to give them a cheerful 
appearance. The insane here get a sufficient quantity of animal food; and 
the Governor and the Medical officer deserve much credit for the humane 
and kind manner in which they are treated. I find, in the Visitors’ book, 
a minute by the Inspector of Lunatics, made just before my inspection, 
fully corroborating my opinion on this subject. 

The following deaths of lunatics happened in this gaol during the 
present year : — 13th May, 1863, T. D., a lunatic, died, as stated in the 
verdict of the coroner’s jury, “from general wasting, and constitutional 
debility.” On the 7th March, 1863, M. M., “a lunatic, committed on the 
9th April previous, to stand her trial for attempting suicide, by cutting 
her throat with a razor, died in the prison hospital.”

Should, 
at any time, the Act 1 Vic., ch. 27, be repealed, and lunatics be removed from this 
gaol, the old prison, where they are now placed, might then be altered for females.

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The stock of bedding, blankets, sheets, rugs, and prison clothing, is 
sufficient, and the materials used are of the best quality ; the cots are 
hung on an improved principle, and all the fittings and furniture are of 
the most approved description. 

The prison buildings were, when I made my inspection, in sound re- 
pair, secufe, very clean, and well kept. The ventilation, under ordinary 
circumstances, is good, and the sewerage effective ; but the heating 
apparatus does not work well, and the plan on which it is constructed 
appears to have been originally defective. The lower tier of cells is 
warmed by hot water ; it was intended that the upper cells should be 
heated by hot air passing over the hot water pipes in the lower part of 
the building, but experience has shown that this cannot be satisfactorily 
done, and the heat can only be kept up in winter, to the detriment of the 
ventilation of the prison. The Governor, however, pays much attention 
to the subject, and enters in his journal, each day, the state of the building, 
and the temperature, as marked by the thermometer. 

As gas is not manufactured in the town of Naas, the corridors and pas- 
sages of the prison only are lighted, and all prisoners, except those males 
who are at evening school, remain in their cells, during the long nights of 
winter, in total darkness, either asleep or in the listless indolence which 
is so demoralizing, and tends to lead to lazy habits after discharge. 

T.lie supply of water is abundant, and of the purest description. A new 
reservoir, about sixty yards nearer to the prison than that formerly in use, 
has been erected, and was connected with the prison pump in March last. 
As the new reservoir is constructed on the near boundary of the Canal 
Company, and the pipes from the pump pass for only a few feet through 
their grounds, the rent of the water supply, payable to the Canal Company, 
has been reduced from £5: to 5s. per annum, and no adverse claim can 
now be advanced, which, couid interfere with the rights of the gaol to. 
the water.

Three punishments, since January, were inflicted by magistrates,, 
members of the Board of Superintendence ; the remainder by the sole 
authority of the Governor. 

Ten punishments were of prisoners in care of Lunatics, showing how 
unfit criminal prisoners are to be placed over persons who are completely 
at their mercy, and sometimes even are incompetent to complain of ill 
treatment. These punishments are the strongest evidence that the insane 
here are not neglected by the authorities of the gaol. 

The record of punishments is regularly submitted to the Board, and 
signed by the Chairman at its meetings.

The male prisoners attend to the cooking, the apparatus for heating the 
prison, and boiling water for laundry purposes, drying closet, &c. Some 
excellent mats, for which there is a ready sale to the Railway Company, 
sheep nets, brushes, &c., are made by the prisoners ; others were employed 
in the shoemaker’s, tailor’s, and carpenter’s shop, on the day of my visit. 

The females are principally engaged in the Laundry, but sufficient care 
should be taken to keep prostitutes separate, in the laundry and at school, 
from women who are chaste : neglect of this must be attended with the 
worst results, in a prison where the lowest class of camp prostitutes are 
constantly recurrent. A tailor-warder is much required to superintend 
his branch of prison labor.

Much care and attention are given to the educational training of such of 
the prisoners as attend school ; but the average number of pupils on the 
roll, for 1862, was only eight males and seven females, and about nine 
males and six females, for 1863 — while the average number of prisoners 
in custody was forty-nine males and twenty-five females. This is the more 
to be regretted, as the teacher is well qualified, having been regularly 
trained in the schools of the National Board of Education, and ranks first 
of 2nd class. He has, on account of liis attention to his duties, been recom- 
mended for a gratuity from the Commissioners of Education, by the Head 
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Inspector of the Board, who made the following report on the state of 
the prison school, in August last : — “ The teacher conducts the school 
with earnestness and efficiency. The prisoners receive a very satisfactory 
amount of instruction, and are individual^ making good progress, as I 
had opportunities of distinctly observing in the cases of those who have 
been in attendance at successive inspections. They were examined, at 
inspection, in reading and explanation, arithmetic, writing from dicta- 
tion, geography, and grammar.” 

In a later report it is stated by the Inspector : “I have observed some 
instances of most gratifying progress in the cases of persons who could 
neither read nor write when they first entered the prison ; as regards 
penmanship, the teacher is especially successful.” 

The school for males is held here from four until seven o’clock in the 
evening — a most satisfactory arrangement, as the industrial employment 
of the prisoners is not interfered with during the day, and their minds are 
kept occupied up to a late hour — a matter of the utmost importance in a 
separate prison, and this custom should be generally adopted. The 
teacher likewise gives instruction in writing to the male prisoners, in their 
cells, for an hour after dinner. The females are taught by the master, in 
the presence of a matron. 

Religious instruction is given by the Sisters of Mercy to the Roman 
Catholic females, and, under certain restrictions, to the male inmates of 
the same persuasion. 

Dietary and Contracts. 

Breakfast. — Males — 8 oz. of oatmeal made into stirabout, and \ pint of new milk. 
Females — 7 oz. of oatmeal made into stirabout, and £ pint of new milk. 

Dinner. — Males — 14 oz. of brown bread and 1 pint of new milk. Females — 12 oz. 
of brown bread and £ pint of new milk. 

Males and Females get gruel two days in each week ; and all sentenced to one 
calendar month and under get brown bread and gruel for dinner every day. 

Males and Females under 1 5 years of age get for breakfast, 5 oz. of oatmeal and \ 
pint of new milk. Dinner — 8 oz. of brown bread and 1 pint of new milk. Supper — 
4 oz. of brown bread. 

Contracts. — Bread, per 4 lbs., 6%d. and 6d . ; oatmeal, per cwt., 15s. ; potatoes, per 
stone, b$d . ; meat, per lb., 8 d . ; new milk, per gallon, 7 d. ; salt, per cwt., Is. 4 d. ; 
coals, per ton, 16s. 7 d . ; candles, per lb., 6 \d. ando^ck ; soap, per cwt., 28s. and 30s. 

I questioned all the prisoners in custody, and no complaint was made 
by any. I tasted the food given them on the day of my visit, and found 
it good. I was present at the dinner of the lunatics, who each receive 
half a pound of meat, with potatoes; they use wooden knives, and dine 
together at a long table ; their conduct was most orderly, and they appear 
to be attended to in a manner very unusual in a prison. 

The Chaplains regularly report on the quality of the provisions, in the 
tabular form recommended by the Inspector-General. I found a few ex- 
ceptions taken to the milk, on which occasions coffee was substituted, at 
the cost of the contractor.

Boolcs and Accounts. 

The various books and accounts appear to be kept with much care and 
attention ; all those recommended by the Inspector- General, and directed 
by the rules of the Queen’s Bench, are in use. The Governor’s journal is 
very well and carefully kept ; in it every occurrence in the prison, the 
state of the thermometer, and various observations and suggestions, are 
entered with much fulness and precision. The Chaplains and Medical 
Officers likewise keep journals, and this department of the Establishment 
appears satisfactory.

In April, 1863, the Board of Superintendence made the following 
minute, with respect to the salaries of the inferior officers : — 

“ Resoloed — That the various warders’ and matrons’ salaries he increased at the 
following ratio, conditional on good conduct 

“First— After three years’ service, an increase of £2 10s. per annum. 

“ Secondly — After three years’ additional service, a further increase of £2 10s. 
per annum, being £5 for six years.” 

In September the following rule was added — 

“ Should a warder’s salary have been increased prior to this order, he is not 
entitled to the increase sanctioned by order of 1 st April, 1 863, until after the expi- 
ration of three years from the previous increase.’’ 

* The officers thus marked have received the increase granted by the Board’s resolutions of 
1st April and 2nd September, 1863 — Turnkeys Lowry and Phayer, the full amount, the re- 
mainder for the first period only. 
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The superior officers are paid their salaries half-yearly, at assizes the 
inferior monthly, and they receive food rations. The male officers are 
supplied with a neat uniform, and an outside coat..

From the above returns it will be seen that' crime in the male popula- 
tion of this county has not diminished during the past year, and the 
number of inmates in custody on the day I made my inspection, although 
less than on the corresponding day in 1862 , was higher than on those in 
either 1860 or 1861 . 

I found thirty-two males and eight females belonging to the jurisdic- 
tion of the county in custody, consisting of four debtors, one vagrant, a 
drunkard, thirteen grave offenders, convicted of cattle-stealing, highway 
robbery, &c., and under long sentences of imprisonment in this gaol, 
generally of twelve and eighteen months, one of two years. Several of 
these, although past the age of juveniles, were very young ; eight prisoners 
were under short sentences, having been summarily convicted for work- 
house offences, trespass after game, assaults, and petty larcenies. Five 
were waiting for trial, one of whom, a juvenile, although only fourteen 
years of age, was an old offender, having suffered four sentences of im- 
prisonment in this gaol ; he is now charged with a very grave assault in 
the union workhouse. Another prisoner waiting for trial was committed 
for stabbing his companion in a drunken fray. 

Female crime here, as in most parts of the south and west of Ireland, is 
very trifling. I found eight women committed from the county in the 
gaol, consisting of two workhouse offenders, sentenced, one to six the other 
to twelve months imprisonment, one prisoner committed for arson, another 
for stealing fowl, two for larceny, and an old woman who had quarrelled 
with her husband, besides a pickpocket waiting for trial, a stranger. 

Seven male and five female prisoners belonging to the jurisdiction of 
the city were in custody. The males were, three for larceny, one for 
breaking into a house, one for perjury, one for assault, and a drunkard. 
The females were — two for assault, two for robbery, and an old woman, an 
inmate of the debtors’ prison, who is a fitter subject for a lunatic asylum 
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than for a gaol. This woman has been in custody under a committal for South 
debt during a period of nearly four years ; she has been certified as insane ^strict. 
for the last two years, and being unable to take legal steps to procure her County and 
discharge, she still remains a prisoner without apparently any prospect of City of 
her release, as the creditor, a baker in Kilkenny, refuses to forgive the Ki Q^ y 
debt, and there are legal difficulties for her discharge without his consent. a ° * 
The whole case, however, has been submitted by the Inspectors of Lunatic 
Asylums for the opinion of the Law Adviser of the Crown, to ascertain 
whether some means may not be found to have the woman placed in an 
asylum where her disease can be suitably treated.* 

One of the male pauper debtors belonging to the county has been for 
fifteen months in this gaol. He is old and infirm, being upwards of 
seventy years of age, and he stated to me that he never expected to leave it. 

Juveniles. 

I found one juvenile offender in custody, a boy, who is constantly recur- 
rent to the gaol for outrageous conduct in the workhouse. There is, however, 
but little juvenile crime in the county or city of Kilkenny, only six males 
and one female having been committed from the county, and twelve males 
and one female from the city during 1862. Of these, one girl and eleven 
boys were wholly illiterate, seven could read and write ; one boy, thirteen 
years of age, was sent to a reformatory during the year • one boy was 
whipped in the gaol since January, 1863. 

Lunatics. 

There was no lunatic in custody when I inspected the gaol, except the 
old woman confined for debt. Eight males and four females were com- 
mitted as dangerous during the year. One was committed twice ; one 
lunatic died in 1862 ; another, a female, in 1863. These were the only 
deaths in either years.

* The Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums have transmitted to me the file of papers in this case. 
The opinion of the law adviser is, that “ she cannot be removed to an asylum without the 
consent of the detaining creditor ; and if proceedings are not taken under the Insolvent Act, 
the present state of things cannot be altered." The lunatic has no friends who are disposed to 
interfere in her behalf ; she must, consequently, remain a prisoner in the gaol.

I found this prison in a creditable state of discipline, well supplied with 
bedding, sheets, blankets, and prison clothing; the buildings in sound 
repair, clean and orderly, amply supplied with water, the sewerage 
and ventilation good ; but the heating apparatus of the separate prison, 
which was found by my colleague to be defective in 1862 , is now con- 
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stantly out of order ; and on tlie day of ray inspection it could not be used, South 
the pipes having burst and inundated the basement with water. I under- District. 
staud that this frequently happens, and that the apparatus being on a bad Cormtyand 
principle, and put up before the present- mode of heating large buildings City of 
was well understood, is radically defective. It would be attended with Ki jf en J i y 
economy to the county to thoroughly overhaul the whole system by which ao ' 
the building is heated, and which is found to be so very faulty and waste- 
ful of fuel, and perhaps a new and more improved system of heating 
might be adopted. 

Since last inspection a separation has been made between the quarters 
of the master and pauper debtors, a wall having been built, dividing their 
exercising ground into two separate yards, and a door has been opened from 
each class into their respective divisions. The glass of the windows of the 
apartment for master debtors which looked into the exercising yard for cri- 
minals has been muffed, as recommended by my colleague in his last report. 

The leakage of' the pipes and cocks in the cells of the separate prison 
lias now been in a great measure amended, by an ingenious contrivance, 
which is stated to answer the purpose intended. Three new lavatories and 
a shower-bath have been erected in each wing of the prison. Shut- 
ters have likewise been put up in some of the cells intended for punish- 
ment, as suggested by my colleague. One of the cells in the old gaol 
has been fitted up as a fumigating room ; and the deep box-stalls in the 
prison chapel, which have been so strongly reprobated by the Inspeetors- 
General, the Prison Chaplains, and all those who practically understand 
prison discipline, have been removed, and an excellent chapel has been 
formed, admirably suited for the purpose, where perfect supervision can 
be exercised. The Chaplain informed me that since its formation the most 
perfect decorum during their presence in the chapel is preserved among 
the prisoners, who feel that they are now in a place suitable for divine 
worship. The - alteration has been made without cost to the county, as 
the sale of the old materials covered the outlay. 

As yet gas has not been introduced into the cells of the separate prison. 

This should be done, as suggested by the Select Committee of the House 
of Commons, who recommended, that no prisoner, except as a punishment , be 
left in darkness more than a maximum time required for rest, viz., eight hours. 

In the female prison a new drying-room has been fitted up. 

Separation of the sexes is not sufficiently preserved here ; and the constant 
passing of the females to the laundry, through the central hall belonging to 
the male criminal prison, and to which master debtors have recourse, is 
very objectionable. This could be remedied without difficulty, by closing 
the present door of the laundry, and opening another direct from the female 
prison, at No. 33 on the plan. The railing, No. 31 on the plan, sepa- 
rating from the central hall the wing in which females are placed, has been 
found insufficient ; and 1 would suggest that a proper screen be erected 
which would really separate the two prisons, and a separate entrance be 
made from the passage into the female prison, at No. 32 on the plan ; so 
that female officers and prisoners should not be obliged to pass through 
the male prison. I consider that these alterations are much required to 
prevent the recurrence of former abuses, and I would urge on the Board 
of Superintendence the necessity of having them at once made. 

The Governor attends lock-up ; and a watchman is appointed to patrol 
at night ; but there is no method of testing whether he regularly makes 
his rounds through the different galleries of the prison, as the only tell- 
tale clock in the gaol is in the central hall. A bell has been placed from 
the central hall to the matron’s quarters. 

One male prisoner escaped from this prison in January, 1862, but he 
was soon afterwards retaken.

There is no trained teacher here. Each turnkey and matron instructs 
the class of prisoners which he or she has in charge. 

I doubt whether persons properly qualified as teachers, and otherwise 
suitable as prison officers, can be obtained for the low salary of X30, 
without rations, given to the turnkeys of this gaol. Registries of educa- 
tional progress are regularly kept. The Chaplains visit during school 
hours and enter the date of their visits in the school registry.

I questioned all the prisoners in custody, and no complaint was made 
to me by any. The Chaplains regularly report on the quality of the food 
supplied to the prisoners, and for the most part favourably.

All the various books and registries of statistics and finance required 
by the rules of the Queen’s Bench, and recommended by the Inspectors- 
General, are here kept in duplicate (for county and city), and with much 
care and attention.

With reference to the amalgamation of the county and city jurisdictions, 
I subjoin an extract from the report of the Secretary of the City Grand 
Jury, from which it will appear that the result has been attended with 
advantage to all parties concerned.

“You will he gratified to learn that the agreement with the county prison has, 
so far, resulted to this city in such a moderate increase of expenditure, and that 
my Grand Jury, at last assizes, expressed their utmost satisfaction at the result. 

“ When the pensions of the late prison officers cease, the expenses to this city 
will be about the same as in its old prison, provided the County Grand Jury can 
he got to remit the £100 a-year at present charged for rent, and which it is to be 
hoped and expected they will do, at the next renewal of the contract, as the 
agreement has proved so much also to their advantage, they being relieved by it 
from the payment of salaries to such a considerable extent.

It will be seen from the above tables that more prisoners were sent for 
trial at quarter sessions and assises, in the Kings County, during 1862, 
than in any other of the last seven years. Since, however the commence- 
mpnt of 1863, the number of offenders appears to have diminished, and 
Z the day of my inspection in September, there were fewer prisoners com- 
mitted criminally in this gaol than for some time previously, and the cl imes 
were not, for tb/most part, of an aggravated character. I regretted how- 
ever to find that two of the inmates of the gaol were under long sentences 
of three years’ imprisonment in this associated prison, having been tried 
bv courts-martial, and condemned for desertion and fraudulent enlistment; 
oiL of these has, since his committal to this gaol, been so disorderly and 
insubordinate, that it lias been found necessary, on two occasions, to have 
him kept in irons for several days, a punishment to which he was -uh- 
iected by order of a Magistrate. My experience leads me to believe 
that loug^i sentences of imprisonment carried out in a county gaol, especia y 
one in association, as this is, lias always an injurious result, and that the 
rads of penal repression would be much more effectually accomplished, if, 
as in Scotland, all prisoners sentenced to more than nine months imprison- 
ment were transferred to a central criminal prison, one for each sex, wheie 
the sentence of the Judge would be properly carried out, and an equal

out, they would all have been in separation. Female crime in this County 
is very trifling, being principally confined to workhouse offenders and 
prostitutes from the neighbourhood of the Military Barracks at Parsons- 
town. Ouly three female prisoners were in this gaol on the 18th June 
1862 ; and four on the 28th August, 1863 : the highest number of that sex 
at any time, in this gaol, in 1863, was fifteen, on 24th July. 

No returued convict was in custody on the day of my visit. Nine pri- 
soners (six males and three females) were sentenced to penal servitude 
from this county, in 1862. 

No escape was effected in either 1862 or 1863. 

The Governor, or his Deputy, attends lock up, and a watchman patrols 
at night. One tell-tale clock is placed in a central part of the prison, at 
a distance from the guard house, and it is considered by the Governor to 
be a sufficient check on the watchman. 


J uveniles. 

Eleven males (including one who, although under sixteen, had enlisted, 
and afterwards deserted) and six female juveniles were committed to this 
gaol, in 1862 — of whom twelve had both parents living; two had lost 
both ; five could read and write ; and all, but one, were natives of the 
King’s County. One male was sent to a Reformatory. 

Ten male and six female juveniles were committed in 1863. 

Lunatics. 

I found four male lunatics in the gaol under the care of six sane 
prisoners. A large number of attendants are required to take charge of 
the insane in the small flagged cells of the old gaol in which they are 
placed at night. Two being subject to frequent fits of epilepsy, demand 
unceasing attendance ; and, notwithstanding that the cells do not contain 
the number of cubic feet considered requisite for a single prisoner in 
separation, three persons, the epileptic and his two attendants, have to 
sleep in each of those in which they pass the night. Some of the lunatics 
have been inmates of the gaol for a long period. 

The building in which the insane are placed is very unsuited for the 
occupation of this class of prisoners. One of the sashes of a cell had been 
broken by a lunatic on the night previous to my visit, and it is found very 
difficult to manage irresponsible beings, under the sad circumstances in 
which they are here placed. I wish to add that every attention is paid 
to them by the Medical Officer and Governor of the gaol, except that, 
although they receive extra diet, no animal food is given them. On this 
subject, Dr. Nugent, the Inspector of Lunatics, has entered a minute in 
the Visitor’s book of the gaol, which should be acted on.

I found the gaol very clean and orderly ; the buildings in good repair, 
secure, and well ventilated ; the prisoners usefully employed, and amenable 
to discipline. An adequate supply of water is raised into a large cistern 
by the power of the tread-wheel, and by a crank pump, worked by pri- 
soners, and thence it is distributed to the various sections of the prison, 
and used for flushing the sewers. The stock of prison clothing, blankets, 
and sheets, is sufficient, and of good quality, but some of the bed ticks in 
use are much worn, and should be renewed.

King's flour ground in a crank-mill, worked by prisoners, who are relieved by 
County others every quarter of an hour. It was purchased in 1849 for £19 4s., 

GaoL and is od an excellent principle. The corn, before being used, is dried on 

a kiln over the oven. 

The prison kitchen is in the basement under the Governor’s house, and 
consequently under supervision. It is furnished with a good steam 
cooking apparatus. The laundry for females is partitioned, but the space 
is too confined, and a drying-room is required. There are no reception- 
rooms for prisoners j no covered lavatories, except in the separate prison 
for females j and there is no separation between master and pauper 
debtors, as required by the Prisons Act. 

I called the attention of Mr. Berry, the late excellent Local Inspector, 
who is now a member of the Board ol Superintendence, to the great benefits 
which would result from the introduction of the separate system of prison 
discipline in its integrity into the gaol, and he has kindly promised to 
bring the matter before the Board and the Grand Jury, at the next 
Assizes. From a communication I have had with the County Surveyor, 
Mr. Hill — who is well qualified to make the requisite plans for altering the 
present buildings to suit the separate system — I have ascertained that the 
necessary alterations can be effected for a comparatively small amount, 
which sum would, in the first instance, be advanced by the Treasury out 
of the Consolidated Fund, repayable by the County, interest free, in twenty 
half-yearly instalments.

It will be seen from the above table that the labour of the inmates of Sorn 

this gaol is carefully applied to useful purposes, m the manufacture of

No rations are given to officers in this gaol ; but the turnkeys are sup- 
plied with uniforms. 


Vacancies. 

3rd July, 1862, George Taylor, turnkey, resigned, and John Hickey was 
appointed in his place ; October 2nd, 1862, John Hickey resigned, and William 
Armstrong was appointed; July 1st, 1863, William Armstrong resigned, and 
Thomas Behan appointed as a probationer. 

In July, 1863, Mr. Francis Berry, who had, for nearly eighteen years, 
discharged the duties of Local Inspector of this gaol with zeal and effi- 
ciency, felt himself obliged to resign the office, in consequence of declining 
health ; but the Board of Superintendence will not be deprived of the 
benefit of his services, as he has been elected a member of their body, and 
he still devotes himself to the improvement of the gaol. Mr. Robert 
Gunning, who had frequently performed the duties as substitute of Mr. 
Berry, has been appointed to succeed him.

There are good and separate hospitals attached to this prison, but they 
have not water-closets — a defect which should be remedied. I found the 
hospital buildings very clean and orderly on the day of my inspection ; 
that for males was unoccupied. In the hospital for females there was a 
single prisoner near her confinement. The sanitary condition of the gaol 
is satisfactory, except as regards lunatics — one of whom died during the 
present year. In 1862 an old man, seventy years of age, committed on 
the 10th February, for asking alms, died a few days after his committal, 
of bronchitis.

The preceding tables show an increase in tile number of committals in 
1862, and the calendar contains a startling amount of crime against human 
life ; but at the same time the law has been most successfully vindicated, 
the number of convictions has been proportionally great, and the perpe- 
trators of the savage murder committed in that year suffered the extreme 
penalty of the law. Since the commencement of 1863 one criminal was 
executed, and his brother and accomplice sentenced to ten years’ penal 
servitude, for their participation in the same murder in 1862. Latterly, 
however, this class of crime has ceased in the county. 

I wish here to mention a remarkable fact connected with the statistics 
of crime in the county Limerick, that since the death of the late Clerk of 
the Crown felonies, which formerly were seldom seen on the calendar are 
now frequent. This, however, appears, as far as I can ascertain, to be 
ascribable to the fact that the late Clerk of the Crown, having the option, 
prosecuted as misdemeanants those charged with minor offences who are 
now convicted as felons. 

At the time I made my inspection the number of inmates in custody was 
less than on the corresponding day in 1862, and the crimes with which 
they were charged were, for the most part, of a trifling character. The 
male prisoners consisted of seven debtors, a lunatic, three vagrants, three 
drunkards, two committed for further examination, and sixteen criminally 
convicted. Of these, three were old offenders, under sentence of penal 
servitude, and waiting for removal to the convict depot. One was a mili- 
tary prisoner, condemned to two years’ imprisonment in this gaol. Three 
soldiers were committed here during the year, two of whom have been 
removed to the military prison, but the third man, being considered in- 
corrigible, will not be again received into the regiment. 

Out of the large population of 86,566 females in the county Limerick, 

only seven were in custody. Of these but two were serious offenders

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sentenced to fourteen years’ penal servitude. This prisoner is known 
by the authorities to have already spent twenty- four years of ^her life 
in the various county prisons of Ireland and the convict depdt. The 
other woman was under a sentence of two years imprisonment in this 
gaol. The remaining five females were— one who had threatened suicide, 
a second waiting for bail for an assault, and three summarily convicted of 
trifling larcenies, two of which were in a workhouse. _ 

I consider the present small number of criminals in the county Lime- 
rick, containing 170,983 inhabitants, to be a satisfactory proof that crime 
has diminished in the general population ; and we may hope that a firm 
and effective administration of the law will repress the outrages which 
have heretofore disgraced this county. 

Twenty-six vagrants were committed to the gaol during the year, one 
of whom was an idiot. Another prisoner, committed for larceny, was 
found to be a lunatic, and both have since been removed to the District 
Lunatic Asylum. A third, an epileptic, subject to frequent paroxysms of 
acute insanity, was, during a sane interval, convicted of larceny, but has 
since been certified as a lunatic by the medical officer, and transmitted to 
the asylum. No excise prisoner was in custody during the year, and only 
thirty-one drunkards — a considerable reduction in the number heretofore 
committed for this vice. ... 

Much credit is due to the Governor for his industry m hunting up old 
offenders, which has been done most effectually by ascertaining their 
antecedents. He has procured convictions and sentences of penal servi- 
tude against numbers who have been living by plunder for years. He 
has brought photography to aid his endeavours for this object, and with 
great success.

Juveniles. 

I found one boy, under sixteen years of age, in custody. Nineteen 
juveniles— sixteen males and three females— were committed during the 
present year for periods in no instance exceeding three months. One male 
and three females were sent to a Deform atory. A youth, now just twenty 
years of age, who for the last ten years has been frequently recurrent to 
this gaol, was, a short time previous to my inspection, sentenced to ten 
years’ penal servitude, for stealing a bottle of whisky. On looking over 
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the prison registry, I find he -was, as far back as 1853, convicted of larceny 
in the county. In January, 1855, he was sentenced to twelve months’ 
imprisonment in the city gaol, for the same offence. In March, 1857, he 
was sentenced to one month’s imprisonment and whipped. He was again 
whipped for larceny in the May following; and in 1858 underwent two 
years’ imprisonment, for larceny. His brother John is likewise in tile 
convict depbt, under a sentence of seven years’ penal servitude, for larceny.

Lunatics. 

Only one lunatic was in custody when I made my inspection, committed 
as dangerous under the Act 1 Vic., c. 27. Since the commencement of 
1863, several insane persons have, however, been committed to this goal 
under other Acts. During the year one lunatic was sentenced as a vagrant 
to nine months’ imprisonment in default of bail, and two were convicted of 
larceny, all of whom have since been transferred to the Lunatic Asylum. 
Another, an epileptic, subject to frequent attacks of violent and recurrent 
insanity, was, during a sane interval, tried and convicted of a robbery, but 
soon afterwards transferred to the District Lunatic Asylum, on the certi- 
ficate of the medical officer, who pronounced him “ insane, in consequence 
of frequent attacks of epilepsy.” 

The following is an extract from the report of the- Local Inspector, on 

the committal of a lunatic to this gaol in February, 1863 : “ This woman 

was brought to the gaol, tied down on a car, in a state of violent mad- 
ness.”

There is an ample stock of prison clothing of an excellent description 
in this gaol. The bedding is sufficient for present purposes, but the 
blankets are old, and will require to be renewed when the alterations are 
completed and the separate system is established. The gaol is well sup- 
plied with water, distributed to the different sections of the establishment, 
and applied to flushing the sewerage, which is effective. 

I found this prison in a satisfactory state of order and discipline. The 
Governor regularly attends lock-up, and two turnkeys patrol at night.

When I inspected the gaol in October, 1863, it was undergoing very 
extensive alterations, which, when completed, will fully meet all the 
requirements for the most improved system of penal discipline; and 1 
have to congratulate the Board of Superintendence on the excellent plan 
which they have selected for the male prison. 1 think the arrange- 
ments proposed for the female prison might be improved by bringing 
forward the front wall, and so forming an inspection hall. 

At the Summer Assizes, 1862, the Board of Superintendence submitted 
to the Grand Jury plans and estimates for the alteration of the gaol, o 
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suit the separate system. These plans were adopted, the estimated 
expense being £1,300 ; but having been forwarded for the approval 
of the Lord Lieutenant to the Inspectors of Prisons, my colleague, Mr. 
Connellan, by appointment, specially visited, and in a conference with 
the Board pointed out to them in how many particulars the existing 
buildings failed to meet the requirements of the law. He suggested that 
advantage should be taken of the opportunity, not for a partial improve- 
ment of the gaol, but for a general review of its construction and capabili- 
ties, in order to make it in all respects satisfactory; more especially as 
under the 7tli Geo. IV., cap. 74, sec. 17, the whole sum necessary for car- 
rying out such improvements would be advanced from the Consolidated 
Fund, and repaid, without interest, by twenty half-yearly instalments, 
so that the increase of taxation on the county would be limited to some 
fraction of a farthing in the pound. The Board having decided to pursue 
the course suggested by the Inspector-General, procured plans by advertise- 
ment, from which, after two days’ prolonged and careful examination, they 
selected that of Mr. Atkins, of Cork, which was subsequently approved 
by the Grand Jury, and transmitted to his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, 
for the sanction of the Executive. 

The estimate for the whole work is £5,176 ; each half-yearly instalment 
chargeable on the county rates will therefore be £258 16s., which will add 
less than one-seventh of a penny in the pound to the county cess. 

I pointed out some trifling details in the interior arrangements of the new 
building which require alteration, but will not be attended with expense. 
These the Governor undertook to explain to the architect, when he visited. 

Turnkeys should not take their meals and sleep within the separate 
prison, so as to have access to the cells at night. The friends of a prisoner 
may bribe officers, and much of the punishment awarded by^ the judge be 
thus escaped. Luxuries of food and other prohibited articles may be 
conveyed by the turnkey to his room in the prison, and thence at night 
to the prisoner. 

In a neighbouring county, where the prison, although on the separate 
system, is not of an improved construction, the facilities afforded by the 
impossibility of exercising a proper supervision over the officers are so 
great that already, during the present year, four turnkeys have been dis- 
missed or made to resign, for receiving bribes and trafficing with prisoners. 

The space marked on the plan for turnkeys’ rooms would make a good 
schoolroom, which will be required in the prison.

School hours. — Males, 10 to 2 o’clock ; Females, 4 to 6 o’clock. 

The teacher is an efficient officer, and well qualified, having been trained 
in the schools of the National Board of Education. He ranks of the first 
class; but I found no record in the books that the Chaplains have inspected 
the schools since October, 1861. 

I would beg to suggest to the Board of Superintendence the advantage 
of placing the schools of the prison in connexion with the National Board 
of Education, thereby insuring frequent and efficient inspection by the 
Inspector of the Board, annual gratuities to the teacher, and a proper 
supply of books and school-requisites, some “free stock” and others at a 
reduced price. 

The religious instruction of the Roman Catholic prisoners is carefully 
attended to by the Sisters of Mercy, who devote much time to this object.

I questioned all the prisoners in custody, and found no cause of complaint. 
The food supplied for prison use is regularly examined by the Chaplains, 
who report in the tabular form recommended by the Inspectors-General. 
I tasted what was prepared for the inmates on the day of my inspection, 
and found it good.

The turnkeys and inferior officers are paid monthly, but do not receive 
rations. The salaries of the superior officers are paid by presentment at 
Assizes; but a very great injustice is done in this case, which, as far as I 
know, is not practised elsewhere. The Chaplains do not receive their 
salaries until six months after they become due. These officers are badly 
paid, and have arduous duties to which they devote much time and atten- 
tion, and I would urge on the Board of Superintendence to bring the 
subject under the notice of the Grand J ury at next Assizes. 

The Medical Officer also has addressed a letter to the Inspectors-General, 
pointing to the fact that he receives a much smaller sum in payment for hj.s 
services than is given to the Medical Officer in some other county and 
borough prisons in Ireland, which he enumerates — his salary being onjy 
£44, while in the other county gaols which he mentions, salaries of £74 
and £80 are paid. Dr. Gelston is an attentive officer, and his claims for 
fair remuneration should be considered.

The Board meet regularly every month for the discharge of business, 
when accounts are examined and liabilities discharged by cheque to each 
creditor, except in the case of small accounts, which are paid through the 
Governor. 


Bridewells. 

I have again to repeat the observations made by each succeeding In- 
spector-General for many years, that the bridewells in this county are 
defective in construction, and unfit to be used as places of detention. 
They are a considerable expense to the county, costing in 1862, for main- 
tenance alone, £389 19s. 5%d. It would be most desirable to procure 
the discontinuance through the proper channel of all those in towns in 
which no criminal Quarter Sessions are held ; more especially as they 
are situated either on or near to railways and therefore no detriment to 
the public service could ensue from the abolition of the bridewells. 

One prisoner escaped from Rathkeale Bridewell in February, 1863. The 
keeper (the only salaried officer* being at church, the bridewell was left 
in the charge of his mother. The prisoner knocked her down, and forcing 
the keys from her, locked her into a cell, where she was compelled to 
remain until the return of her son. The man was recaptured on the fol- 
lowing night. 

I subjoin, in a tabular form, my report on the state of each of the bride- 
wells of the county on the days on which I made my inspection.

On the day I made my annual inspection of Limerick City Gaol, in 
October, 1863, the number of prisoners in charge was less than on any 
other day during the last twenty-three years. I am happy to be enabled 
to add that crime among females has latterly much diminished in the 
city, and is now for the most part confined to professional thieves 
(generally strangers), and a few prostitutes, constantly recurrent to the gaol. 
Of the former I found several in custody, sentenced by the Chairman of the 
Quarter Sessions to penal servitude on the day previous to my inspection ; 
one — a returned convict — for ten years ; others for shorter periods. As, 
now, the Chairman of Quarter Sessions invariably so sentences old offenders, 
the public is in a great measure protected from their depredations, at 
least, during the periods of their detention in the convict depot ; contami- 
nation is prevented ; and chances are given for reformation, which cannot 
be afforded in any county prison, especially one in association such as this 
is. Several, however, of this class are here under former sentences of 
imprisonment, of one and two years, six and nine months. The prisoners 
in custody when I visited the gaol were — one female under remand ; 
three debtors; one male and three females under sentence of penal servi- 
tude (waiting for removal to the convict dep6t) ; three males and four 
females summarily convicted of trifling offences ; five prostitutes ; three 
males committed in default of bail ; one drunkard ; the child committed 
as a vagrant; and three males and one female 'under former rules. 
I consider this to be a small number of offenders in so large a seaport 
town as Limerick ; containing in the borough, according to the late 
census, a population of 25,012 males, and 30,220 females, making a total 
of 55,254 inhabitants ; more especially as it contains several extensive 
factories, in which females are principally employed. 

It is likewise satisfactory to find that committals for drunkenness have 
diminished during the present year. Forty-three debtors were placed 
here in custody during 1862, and twenty-six up to 28th October, 1863. 
Eight males and four females were sentenced to penal servitude ; four were 
returned convicts. 

J uveniles. 

One juvenile (the little girl committed for vagrancy, with her mother) 
was in custody on the day of my inspection. They were strangers. Six- 
teen juveniles (fourteen males and two females) were committed to the 
gaol during the present year. One male and two females were sent to a 
reformatory. The great majority of the remainder were misdemeanants 
committed for trifling offences. During 1862, the numbers were nine males 
and two females. Of these, five males and two females had both parents 
living, four could read and write, and three were wholly illiterate, all but 
one (a girl) belonged to the borough. Four males were sent to a reforma- 
tory during the year. 

Lunatics. 

This is, I believe, the only gaol in Ireland to which no lunatic was 
committed as dangerous during 1862.

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The foregoing plan of this ill-constructed old prison plainly shows how 
completely the buildings are unsuited to an adequate system of penal dis- 

cipline The gaol has, however, always been remarkably healthy ; and city of 

since the improvement which has been made in the sewerage during the 
past year, the walls do not. retain the damp as formerly. I found the 
buildings in good repair, and sufficiently secure, well ventilated, very clean, 
and orderly. There was an adequate stock of bedding, sheets, blankets, 
and clothing in store, and the gaol is sufficiently supplied in every respect 
for the limited number of prisoners in custody. 

The sewerage is excellent, and Hushed twice each day by the tides ot 
the river. "Water is pumped into a large tank by the power of the tread- 
wheel, and plentifully distributed to every part of the gaol. The prisoners 
are in a creditable state of discipline ; and the establishment is in as 
satisfactory a condition as the circumstances of an associated prison, want- 
ing in all the requirements of a well constituted gaol, will permit. 

Except the improvement of the sewerage, no alterations have been made 
since last inspection, nor are any contemplated ; the defects enumerated 
by my Colleague in his last report therefore still continue. 1 trust, how- 
ever that the time is not far distant when this old building will be aban- 
doned, and an amalgamation of the jurisdictions of the county and city, on 
a fair basis, established. One properly constructed gaol should be quite 
sufficient for the county and city of Limerick ; and the adoption of this 
amalgamation, which has been recommended by the Inspectors-General 
for many years, would be attended with economy, and most conducive to 
the carrying out of a proper system of prison discipline. . 

The Governor regularly attends lock-up, and a guard patrols at night , 
but, as was observed by my Colleague in his last report, a second detector 
clock is required ; it should be procured, and can now be obtained at 
a trifling cost.

All prisoners committed for fourteen days and upwards attend school, 
if under forty years of age. The Clerk, who is an efficient officer, gives 
secular instruction to the male prisoners, the Assistant-Matron to the 
females. The Sisters of Mercy devote much time and attention to the 
religious teaching of the Roman Catholics, which constitute almost the 
entire number of the inmates ; but the Chaplains seldom visit the schools. 
The approved books and registries are in use. I directed that, in future, 
the prostitute class should not attend school with the rest, as women who 
are chaste must lose all self-respect from daily association with them, and 
besides, a prisoner, although accused of a crime, may be innocent, and, 
notwithstanding her acquittal, she is liable to be recognised, after dis- 
charge, as a fellow-prisoner by the drunken prostitute, and insulted in the 
streets of the city.

The preceding tables show that the highest number of inmates at any 
time in this gaol during the last six years was in April, 1862 ; and the 
prisoners tried at assizes and quarter sessions in that year exceeded in 
number those of any other, during the same period; they likewise show 
that the great majority of the committals were for minor offences, 560 
prisoners having been committed to the gaol during the year, while only 
197 were sent for trial ; the remainder, 363, having been either dis- 
charged or summarily dealt with by the magistrates at Petty Sessions. 
The large number convicted of those sent for trial prove that now evil 
does seldom escape punishment. 

Besides eight lunatics committed as dangerous, twenty-two males were 
in custody when I made my inspection. The great majority of these 
prisoners bad been convicted of assaults, the result of drunken quarrels 
amongst neighbours at fairs and markets; two who did not belong to the 
class of habitual criminals, were under sentences of imprisonment for steal- 
ing a cow from a relative, and but very few were professional thieves. 

I found seventeen females inmates of the gaol, the greater number of 
whom were prostitutes from the different towns of the county ; two were 
convicted of larceny; one of whom, a returned convict, has twice under- 
gone penal servitude, and each time having been found unfit to be admitted 
to the advantages of a refuge, was discharged at the end of her sentence 
with the character of being incorrigible. I believe that the public can 
only be protected from the depredations of this class of offenders by their 
being sentenced to long periods in the Convict Depot. 

Amongst the females were four convicted of assaults in the Union 
Workhouse ; two sentenced to one month’s imprisonment, and two to six 
months ; one of the latter, a girl of ungovernable temper, who has spent 
her life oscillating between the workhouse and the prison, obtained on a 
former occasion, through the kindness of the Chairman of the County, 
admission into an asylum where she might have been trained fox* service, 
but she would not brook the discipline of the establishment, and soon

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returned to the union workhouse, whence she has been again transferred 
to the gaol for outrageous acts of insubordination. 

One male was executed for murder in January, 1862 ; and three females 
were sentenced to penal servitude during the year. 

J uveniles. 

I found no juveniles in the gaol, and only six were committed to it in 
1863 ; one, a female, was sentenced to a Reformatory at the end of her 
punishment. Sixteen were committed in 1862, one of whom was under 
ten years of age ; five had their parents living ; the remainder had lost 
one or both ; seven could read and write, and all but two were natives of 
the localities in which they were convicted ; none were sent to a Refor- 
matory in 1862. 

Lunatics* 

Although there is a lunatic asylum in the town of Maryborough, I found 
six lunatics in the gaol, showing how utterly hopeless it is to expect that 
the evils resulting from the operation of the Act 1st Yict. c. 27, will cease 
without legislation on the subject. One of these unfortunate patients had 
strong suicidal tendencies, and it required the greatest vigilance on the 
part of the authorities of the gaol to protect him against his own acts. 
Two others were in hospital, and were very violent. 

Since last inspection the alterations in the buildings to enable this gaol 
to be placed under the operation of the Act 3 and 4 Vic., c. 44, have been 
completed, and the separate system rnnow the only one in force in it. I 
subjoin a ground-plan of the prison, which has been adapted for separation 
by prison labour, under the superintendence of the Governor, and as well 
as the construction of the buildings, originally faulty, and the limited 
funds at the disposal of the Board of Superintendence would permit.

I was muck gratified with the satisfactory state in wkick I found this 
gaol, on my inspection. It was clean and orderly; the buildings in 
good repair, secure and well kept ; some roman cement is required to 
staunch the vault used as a kitchen, and which contains the apparatus 
for heating the laundry. This the Governor states will be done im- 
mediately. The bells and other appliances for carrying out the sepa- 
rate system are in good working order. The stock of bedding, blankets, 
and prison clothing is sufficient and in a good state, except that some 
of the blankets are thin and worn. The source of water to the prison is 
abundant, whence the supply is raised, by the power of the tread-wheel, 
into a large tank capable of containing 12,500 gallons, and thence it is 
distributed to the different sections of the prison, and applied to flushing 
the sewerage, which is effective. The water-closets, lavatories, and baths, 
in the separate prisons are supplied by means of a crank pump worked by 
prison labour. 

There is a good oven in the gaol, where the prisoners’ bread is baked, 
as also an excellent laundry and drying-room ; but the marshalsea is 
defective, and there is no proper place for female debtors, who are some- 
times lodged here; two were committed to the gaol in 1862. 

The Governor attends lock-up, and the vigilance of the watchman on 
duty at night is tested by two detector-clocks placed at each extremity of 
his beat. No escape was attempted either in 1862 or 1863.

The school for males is held in the centre hall of the separate prison, 
which is found suitable for the purpose. The schools have now been 
placed in connexion with the Board of National Education, and are fre- 
quently visited by their Inspector. I anticipate much advantage from 
this arrangement. The master is not a trained teacher, but he expresses 
a willingness to be trained and classed, which could be done in the 
training school of the Commissioners of National Education in Dublin. 
The place where the female inmates are taught is too small, but it is 
contemplated to form a proper school- room by throwing down the parti- 
tions between some cells on the top story of the female prison ; it is desi- 
rable that this should be done, and a suitable school-room for the use of 
the school provided ; maps and school requisites are required. 

Dietary and Contracts.

I questioned all the prisoners in custody on the day I inspected the 
gaol, and no complaint was made to me by any. The bread baked in the 
prison is excellent ; indeed all the food furnished to the prisoners on the 
day of my inspection was good. The chaplains regularly report on the 
quality of the provisions, and in general favourably; but in some few cases 
exception has been taken to the quality of the milk. The tabular form of 
report recommended by the Inspectors-General is now in use.

It will be seen from the preceding tables that the number of offenders 
committed from this riding, for trial before a jury, in 1862, was less than 
during any other of the last seven years ; as likewise that fewer prisoners 
were in custody on the day I made my inspection, in October, 1863, than 
on the corresponding day in 1862. This diminution may, however, be 
accounted for by the fact, that lunatics were detained jn the gaol before 
being sent to the district asylum, for much longer periods during 1862, 
and preceding years, than at present, since the opening of the new 
auxiliary asylum at CloDmel, and hence, previous to 1863, they helped to 
swell the number of inmates, and the averages during former years. 

I regret to have to add, that crimes against human life have latterly 
increased in the riding— nine committals were for murder, and seven for 
manslaughter, since the commencement of 1863. 

On comparing tlie averages in 1862 and 1863, they are found to diner 
hut little— being fifty-two males and twenty-four females in 1862, and 
fifty-three males and twenty-two females in 1863 ; but, by referring to 
those of former years, it will be seen that, in both 1862 and 1863, the 
averages were considerably higher than in the two years which preceded 
them, the numbers being forty-seven males and nine females, in 1860, 
and forty-eight males and eighteen females, in 1861. The increase in the 
number of female prisoners may in part be accounted for by the fact that, 
latterly, since the passing of the Towns Improvement Act, prostitutes are 
constantly committed to the gaol for loitering in the streets, and they in- 
crease the number in custody. Twenty-three were so committed here in 
1861 ; thirty in 1862 ; and forty-two since the commencement of 1863. 
The commitment of this class to an associated prison, has necessarily a

Riding ) .From the above returns crime among the female population in this dis- 

Gaol. trict appears to be on the increase, while in the neighbouring counties 
the reverse has taken place. One woman, discharged from custody on the 
day previous to my visit, had been 104 times committed to this gaol, in 
most instances for drunkenness; and it is unnecessary to dwell on the mis- 
chief which must be caused by her association with females less depraved. 

At the time of my inspection thirty-nine male and twenty-eight female 
prisoners were in custody. The males consisted of twenty under various 
sentences, convicted at Assizes and Quarter Sessions; a soldier, sentenced 
to twelve months’ imprisonment by court-martial ; five prisoners waiting 
for trial ; nine summarily convicted, including one juvenile under sixteen 
years of age ; one drunkard ; a lunatic ; and two pauper debtors. The 
females were, one committed for contempt of court; one old offeuder 
under a long sentence of imprisonment for larceny ; two prisoners com- 
mitted under the Vagrancy and Poor Law Acts ; one waiting for trial • 
and twenty-three summarily convicted, twelve of whom were prostitutes! 
The woman committed for contempt of court has been in custody since 
September, 1862. It is stated that she has no means to pay fees of court 
or for professional assistance to procure her discharge, and that, as the law 
now stands, she must remain in custody until funds are obtained for the 
purpose, which does not appear probable, as she has no friends in this 
country. 

Three males and two females were sentenced to penal servitude from 
this gaol, previous to my visit in October, 1863 ; five males were so sen- 
tenced in 1862 — no females ; 144 drunkards were committed to the 
gaol up to October, 1863, while but 149 during the entire year of 1862. 

Twenty-four debtors were committed previous to my inspection in 
1863, and thirty, including two females, in 1862. No escape was attempted 
from this gaol since November, 1861. 

The Governor regularly attends lock-up, and a guard patrols at night, 
whose watchfulness is tested by two tell-tale clocks placed in different 
parts of his beat. 

Lunatics. 

Notwithstanding that the auxiliary Lunatic Asylum at Clonmel is now 
open, the insane are still committed to this gaol, although they do not re- 
main in it for long periods, as formerly. I found one in custody, committed 
as dangerous, and an epileptic ; eighteen had been previously committed 
during the year, clearly showing, that so long as the Act 1st Vic., c. 27, 
remains in force, magistrates will continue to commit lunatics to gaols, 
notwithstanding that accommodation is provided for the insane else- 
where ; nineteen (eight males and eleven females) were committed in 
1862. Three lunatics died in the gaol during that year. 

Juveniles. 

Fifteen juveniles were committed since the commencement of the 
present year, eleven of whom were wholly illiterate ; all, but one boy, 
were natives of the riding ; one was sent to a Reformatory ; one was in 
custody, summarily convicted, at the time of my inspection. Thirty-five 
males and eleven females were committed in 1862, five of whom were 
under ten years of age; of these, twenty-two were wholly illiterate; 
twenty-one had lost both parents ; all but two were natives of the riding ; 
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one was sentenced to penal servitude for four years ; six were acquitted 

and discharged ; the remainder received sentences varying from six months 

to twenty-four hours 5 imprisonment in this gaol ; two were directed to be County of 
sent to a Reformatory, at the end of their punishments, hut were discharged 
by the Executive, there not being room for them in either of the two 
Roman Catholic Reformatories for boys. Gaol. 

I was much pleased with the creditable state of order and discipline, 
which I found in force here; and X have no doubt that the present stall 
would effectually carry out the most improved system of penal discipline 
if the necessary alterations in the buildings were made, to enable that 
system to be established in its integrity. In November, 1862, the subject 
was brought before the Board of Superintendence by my colleague, fully 
discussed at its meetings, and the manner in which the alterations could 
be made pointed out by some of its members ; hut, as it would be attended 
with considerable cost, it was resolved that, in the then impoverished con- 
dition of the agricultural population of the district, the Board did not feel 
themselves in a position to come to a definite conclusion in the matter’, 
as however, when the county is more favourably circumstanced,, the 
subject may he again entertained. I append the plans of the prison, 
taken from my report in 1861, in the hope that the much required im- 
provement may ultimately he accomplished. 


Plan of Male Prison. 



The wings being detached from the central block of the buildings now 
form a number of distinct prisons, an arrangement most injurious to dis- 
cipline. To remedy this defect as many of the wings as would be necessary 
for the accommodation of prisoners should be joined together, and an in- 
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South spection hall formed, from which proper supervision could be exercised. 
istrict. jnight either be done by joining the wings to the central buildino-' 
County of and making part of it an inspection hall, which being attached to the 
Governor's house, he would have the same check over the night-watch 
Ridinn) and turnkey on duty as the Matron has over her officers in the female 
Gaol, prison ; or else two wings might be joined together, and an inspection hall 
builtbetween them. As the wings would be altogether devoted to prisoners 
and no turnkeys’ rooms required in them, the accommodation for prisoners 
would be much increased. 

In the female prison, the inspection hall merely requires a staircase 
and gallery to give access from this central point to the four upper divi- 
sions, so that a constant supervision can be kept up by one officer over the 
entire building ; and as the Matron’s house adjoins, she would be enabled 
to keep a constant check over the officer on duty. The short connexions 
between the wings and the central building might be raised so as to <nve a 
passage to the upper corridors of the wings from the inspection hall. The 
four staircases in the wings being then no longer required, could be formed 
into eight additional cells ; and as the cells are now heated, and lavatories 
and water-closets erected, little else remains to be done to make this 
a good and convenient prison, which could be well managed with a very 
small staff of officers.

I found this gaol in good repair, well ventilated, very clean and orderly. 
The leakage of rain into the cells, arising from the inequalities in the stone- 
work round the window sashes, alluded to by my colleague in last year’s 
report, has been, as far as possible, remedied by means of cement and re- 
chiseling the stones where the inequalities existed, New flagging has 
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been laid down where most required. In both prisons the exercising-yards South 
have been raised so as to improve the sewerage. The quarters for officers District , 
have been fitted up, new window sashes supplied, the floors boarded, and Countyo f 
other improvements in the gaol have been effected. Both prisons are Tipperary 
now furnished with new locks. A sufficient supply of good bedding, sheets, 
r mr S blankets, and prison clothing, is in use, besides an additional stock qJ 
in store; and, altogether, the establishment is in as satisfactory a state as 
the circumstances of the gaol will permit. Water, for the supply of the 
prison, is raised by a hand pump, and the power of the tread-wheel, into 
a large tank marked on the plan, and thence distributed to the different 
sections of the gaol. The stores are excellent and properly fitted up, the 
workshops good, and the oven in which the bread for prison use is baked 
still continues to give satisfaction. There are, however^ defects enume- 
rated by my colleague, in his report for 1862, which still continue un- 
remedied.

Secular instruction has hitherto been given by the ordinary turnkeys 
and matron of the establishment ; but, as it cannot be expected that me- 
chanics, however intelligent and skilful in their proper sphere, would be 
properly qualified to impart literary instruction, or be acquainted with the 
best methods of teaching,. I suggested to the Board of Superintendence 
on my inspection, to appoint a regularly trained teacher to take the 
management of the schools, and to place them in connexion with the 
Commissioners of National Education, by which efficient inspection by the 
Board’s officer would be secured; books and school requisites— some 
gratuitous and others at half-price— obtained ; and gratuities to the teacher 
if efficient. The Board, in the kindest manner, at once acted on the sugges- 
tion, and agreed to appoint a competent teacher to act as clerk to the 
Board and schoolmaster, at a salary of <£50 a-year, with apartments and 
rations, and I feel satisfied that the arrangement will be attended with the 
best results.

The Board meets regularly every month for the discharge of business, 
when liabilities are discharged, by cheques drawn in the name of each 
contractor. The inferior officers receive their salaries monthly ; the su- 
perior, half-yearly, at assizes. 


Bridewells. Bridewells. 

The bridewells at Templemore and Borrisokane are unnecessary, and 
should be discontinued ; that at Templemore, which cost the county during 
the past year, £58 17s. 4 d. for maintenance, is but 7^ miles by rail from 
Thurles. The bridewell at Borrisokane is 10 miles from the county 
gaol. It is very defective ; there is but one room for the keeper and his 
family, which must answer for bed-room, sitting-room, servants’ room, and 
kitchen. This bridewell cost the county during the year, £41 7s. 9 d. 

Quarter Sessions are not held in either Templemore or Borrisokane; and 
by the closing of the bridewells a saving of £100 5s. 1 d. would be effected 
to the county, without detriment to the public service. 

A new bridewell has been erected at Newport ; but, when I visited it, for 
the purpose of giving the necessary certificate to make it a legal place of con- 
confinement, I found it so faulty that it became my duty to withhold my 
certificate until the defects should be remedied. Up to the present time 
nothing has been done to have the building put in a proper state, which 
is much to be deplored, as the damp cellars of the old bridewell, in which 
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prisoners are now confined, are quite unfit for human habitation. 1 append 
the minute with regard to this bridewell, which I forwarded to the Board of 
Superintendence after my visit in October ; and I would beg strongly to 
urge on the Board and the Grand Jury, the necessity of having the new 
bridewell at once put in a state fit for the occupation of prisoners : — 

30 th October, 1863. 

“The work is very inferior. The plastering on the walls is too thin. The 

■windows admit rain and wind. The floors are bad. The chimney-piece in one of the 
day-rooms loose. The locks are of the cheapest manufacture, and all, except one 
padlock, quite unfit for prison use. The grate in the keeper’s kitchen is so very small, 
that no provisions for prisoners could be cooked at it. A small kitchen-range should 
he put up. The doors leading from the corridor into the day-rooms are but 5 feet high 
and 1 8 or 20 inches wide, quite too small to admit furniture, and gravel for the yards. 
The outer doors of the day-rooms leading into the yards are very insecure ; they are 
unnecessarily large and panelled ; the locks are very inferior, and are placed on the 
inside with common metal staples. The top lights over the doors are unprotected 
by bars, and, until these doors are properly secured, no prisoner can with safety 
be placed in the day-rooms. The Avails in the yards, next the doors in the day- 
rooms, are too low, and at the corners of the yards are built so roughly, as to afford 
steps to facilitate escape. The Avails next the corners should be made smooth. A 
spy-hole should be drilled in each door of the prison cells. There is no Avater on 
the premises, and a drain should be made from the prison walls to carry off the 
sewerage from the privies. A small staircase should be provided for the keeper, 
as at present no person can pass to or from his bed-room, or bring slops, &c., without 
passing through the prison ; the two doors from his apartment into the prison are 
unnecessary. 

| “ The accommodation for the keeper is too limited, consisting of one kitchen and 
only one bed-room for himself, his wife, his servant, and his children. 

“As the under-ground cellars noAv used as a brideAvell are not fit for human occu- 
pation, the Inspectors-General urge on the Board the necessity of having the above 
defects remedied as soon as possible, and also that fires be lighted to air the neAV 
building.”

I regret that it is again my unpleasant duty to repeat the observations 
I made in my last report on Clonmel gaol. The preceding tables show 
that grave crimes against human life, which were found on the calendar 
of the county in 1861 again appeared on that for 1862, and called for the 
interposition of the Executive by the appointment of a Special Commission. 
Since the commencement of 1863 no prisoner charged with homicide or 
attempt against life was committed to this gaol until a short time pre- 
vious to my inspection in October : latterly, however, several such crimes 
have been perpetrated, and I found three males and one female in custody 
under remand, accused of a manslaughter and of a murder, committed 
under circumstances of great atrocity. 

Offences against property largely increased in this riding in 1862, but 
assaults among the rural population, consequent on drunken quarrels at 
fairs and markets, diminished from 172 in 1S61 to 63 in 1862, and to 51 
during nine months of 1863. This remarkable improvement in the 
district is, I understand, the result of exertions now being made to 
suppress drunkenness and faction fights. 

During the months of July, August, and September, another crime, that 
of setting fire to farm crops and houses, has appeared in the neighbour- 
hood of Clonmel. I find, however, by inquiry into the antecedents of the 
prisoners now in custody charged with the offence, that they are strangers 
— vagrants of the lowest class, from the extreme parts of Ireland — and 
apparently unconnected with the county; one was from Cork, another, who 
was from Sligo, acknowledged to me that he had been an inmate of English 
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urisons ; a third, a native of the county Antrim, is well-known by the South 

authorities of Belfast gaol, where, although only nineteen years of age, he ' 

1 as already undergone imprisonments for fourteen convictions. I fouud County of 
likewise in custody a prisoner under a sentence of two years’ imprison- ifeg™* 
ment for setting fire to a farmhouse, and another sentenced to eighteen Riding') 
months’ imprisonment for attempting to burn the workhouse. Altogether Gaol. 
live males and three females in custody on the day of my inspection, were 
charged with arson. .... , , 

It is impossible not to be struck with the number of young prisoners 
in this gaol. Young persons constantly recommitted to an associated 
orison become familiar with vice, and I found many such in custody, 
sentenced to various terms of imprisonment : one, to two years, for stabbing 
the master of a union workhouse ; four of the youngest were at school; 
and another, under sixteen years of age, convicted summarily, and sen- 
tenced to six mouths’ imprisonment by Magistrates at Betty Sessions, 
was, on the day of my visit, in a solitary cell under punishment for out- 
rageous conduct in the gaol. , 

It is for this class that reformatories are intended by the Legislature , 
and my experience lias convinced me of the wisdom of the resolution of 
the Select Committee of the House of Commons, that “ children, when 
guilty «f crime, ought to be treated in a manner different from the ordinary 
punishments of adult criminals.” 

I found thirty-seven females in custody, twenty of whom were com- 
mitted summarily ; five were waiting for trial. 

In no gaol in Ireland is the accommodation for female prisoners worse 
than in that of Clonmel, and nowhere is a strict prison discipline more 
required; as from the number of troops quartered in the district, many of 
the lower class of prostitutes, who always congregate in the neighbour- 
hood of military depots, find their way into the gaol. 

The females are divided into two classes, in one the known prostitutes 
are placed, the remaining prisoners in the other. They have hitherto been 
all assembled together at school, seated at a long table, the prostitutes on 
one side and women supposed to be chaste on the other ; but daily associa- 
tion with the drunken prostitutes from the purlieus of the barracks of 
Clonmel Caher, and Tipperary, must necessarily soon reduce all to a level; 
and a very grave responsibility rests on those who will not permit the only 
system of prison discipline which prevents contamination— the separate 
system— from being introduced. The subject has, however been so fully 
discussed in former reports of Inspectors-General, that I shall now merely 
quote the opinion of the Select Committee of the House of Lords which has 
just closed its sittings. Their Report contains the following resolution, page 
S that "this Committee considers that the system, generally known as the 
separate system, must note be accepted as the foundation of prison discipline, 
and that its rigid maintenance is a vital principle to the efficiency of county 
and borough gaols.” They likewise recommend—" that legislative measures 
be taken to render the adoption of separation obligatory in all gaols, and 
that the payment of the proportion of the charge now issued from the 
public revenues in aid of the county and borough prisons be made contingent 
each case on the adaption of the separate system.” 

Assaults by females during 1863 in this district appear, from the lore- 
going returns, to have exceeded in number those by males ; but were, I 
believe, principally by prostitutes. Larceny also by females, many like- 
wise of the same class, have been very frequent, the numbers being seventy- 
nine in 1862 and eighty-two during the first nine months of IBM. 

Many of the prisoners are in custody for ofiences committed in work-

Comity of committed to this gaol in 1862, one of whom was sentenced to twelve 
Ti fsouth y mon th s ’ imprisonment, others to shorter periods ; four were sentenced to 
Hiding) a reformatory at the end of their punishment. All but two belonged to 
Gaol. the riding ; fifteen had both parents living ; only two could read and write • 
twenty-three were wholly illiterate. In 1863 twenty-four males and ten 
females were committed, the ages of five of whom did not exceed eleven 


years ; only one was sent to a reformatory. 


Lunatics. 

Although no Lunatic, committed as such, was in the gaol on the day 
of my visit, I found one boy of sixteen in custody, who is subject to very 
violent fits of epilepsy. He is under a sentence of nine months’ imprison- 
ment for an assault committed in the union workhouse, and suffers so 
severely from the disease that it has been found necessary to remove the 
bedstead and other furniture from his cell, to prevent accidents on the 
frequent recurrence of the fits of seizure. This boy is continually com- 
mitted to gaol for assaults, and it is questionable whether he is a fit sub- 
ject for prison treatment. Three epileptics died in this prison during 
1862 ; and I regret that a suitable asylum cannot be found to receive such 
victims of disease. Two other prisoners under sentence for assaults had 
formerly been lunatics. They both had suffered from sun-strokes re- 
ceived when serving in the army abroad ; one was for eight years in a 
Lunatic asylum. 

As the new asylum for the district is now open, prisoners committed 
as lunatics are not detained here as formerly. Only eight were committed 
to the gaol in 1863. 

I regret that the Grand Jury at the Summer Assizes for 1863, refused 
to adopt the recommendation of the Board of Superintendence, to have 
the buildings of this gaol altered to suit the separate system ; but in the 
hope that future Grand Juries maybe induced to arrive at a different 
conclusion, I subjoin a plan of the prison, and wish to add, that I went 
over the buildings with the County Surveyor, and we are both satisfied 
that a good and secure prison, in every way adapted for separation, 
might be formed at a not considerable cost, if judicious alterations were 
made in them.

I found the prison buildings, on my inspection, in good order, secure, 
very clean, and well kept. An addition is now being added to the gate- 
keeper’s lodge, aud some of the apartments of the turnkeys have been, 
improved and properly furnished. A second laundry has also been fitted 
up in the old prison. Since last inspection gas has been introduced into 
the gaol, but not into the cells, and an apparatus for fumigating the 
prisoners’ clothes is being made. . . , , 

There is in the gaol an abundant' supply of water, which is raised by 
the tread-wheel into a large cistern, whence it is distributed to the 
different sections of the prison, and the sewerage is efficiently flushed. 
The marshalsea building is very commodious. The stores, workshops, 
and reception rooms are good and suitable, and the stock or bedding, 
blankets, sheets, and prison clothing ample. _ . 

Male prisoners are divided into four sections, under the Prisons Act, 
and females into two. Boys sentenced to a reformatory are very properly 
kept in separation during the period of their punishment in gaol. 

The Governor regularly attends lock-up, and the watchman on duty 
patrols at night : his vigilance is tested by three detector-clocks, placed 
in different parts of the establishment. . . . . . , . 

Thirteen prisoners were sentenced to penal servitude during ISbd, but 
I did not find any returned convicts in the gaol when I visited it.

It will be seen from the above table that the prisoners here are well 
and usefully occupied at remunerative labour, and the Local Inspector 
and Governor deserve much credit for the attention they bestow on this 
department. Four prisoners were, on the day of my visit, employed 
cutting firewood for sale, which is found very remunerative; a contract 
has likewise been entered into with the military authorities to wash for the 
barracks of the district, and the labour of the prisoners is thus turned 
to profitable purposes; but I would prefer that women only were em- 
ployed at washing, as they would thus be taught a trade, by which they 
might earn their bread after discharge. J ■'

The Chaplains examine the provisions regularly, and generally report 
favourably of them. The food supplied to the prisoners was good on the 
day of my visit, and no complaints of it were made by them, but set eral 
of the prisoners complained that they are locked up on Sundays. If this 
were a separate prison they would be so locked up daily ' ; and their dis- 
Hke at being kept in their cells even for one day in the week in this 
associated prison, shows how much the punishment would be increased 
by separation during the entire period of their imprisonment. 

JBoolcs and Accounts. 

The books and accounts in this prison are kept with much care and 
accuracy, and the profits from prison labour are greater than m most 
county prisons. Since the death of the late clerk, the Governor has dis- 
charged the duties of the office without an increase of salary and has 
performed them in a very satisfactory manner. He has also 
photography, to facilitate the detection of offenders not known in the ^dis- 
trict, and with great success.

Hospital. 

There has been a great mortality among the insane inmates of this 
gaol during the past year. Out of eight patients who died in hospital, 
seven were either lunatic or epileptic. The eighth, a prisoner waiting 
for trial, died of consumption (she was accused of murder). One mur- 
derer was executed. 

The hospital is well cared, and the medical officer very attentive to his 
duties. Water-closets off the wards are much required.

As in consequence of the limited accommodation at the disposal of the 
authorities, many of the prisoners belonging to the County and City of 
Waterford were, during the erection of the new gaol, transferred for safe 
custody to Clonmel, the averages, as they appear in the preceding tables, 
cannot be considered as a correct estimate of the average number of those 
who have been committed to Waterford Gaol during that period, it 
appears, however, that the number of offenders (not summarily disposed 
of by the Magistrates) committed for trial before a jury, at assizes or 
quarter sessions, have been, for the last four years, very fqw considering 
the large population of the district, containing 134,336 inhabitants , and 
also, the convictions have been proportionably numerous, which is a proof 
that offenders seldom here escape with impunity. In 1861 out of titty- 
two committals, forty-five were convicted in the county, and twenty-two 

out of thirty-four committals in the city. . 

I regret to find that some of the more grave crimes against human life, 
which heretofore were rare, both in the county and city, have latterly 
appeared on the calendar, and since the commencement of lfcbd two men 
have been committed to this gaol for manslaughter, and two for murder 
one, an old man, committed with his daughter for a murder, under cir- 
cumstances of great atrocity ; but the prompt assistance given to the 
police, by the inhabitants of the district in which the crime was perpe- 
trated is most praiseworthy, and an evidence that in this county there is 
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South an anxiety evinced to forward the ends of justice, and that the guilty 
i stric t. p ar {.y should no t escape with impunity. 

County and I found in custody, on the day I made my inspection, five debtors, besides 
CUy of thirty-four male and twenty female criminal prisoners. Of these, thirteen 
U GaoL ma ^ es ar, d ten females had been summarily convicted for trifling offences • 
the females, for the most part, as prostitutes ; two were for drunkenness 
and one, a vagrant, committed for begging. 

Amongst the more grave offenders one was a returned convict, who had 
twice been sentenced to penal servitude for seven and ten years, and who 
since his discharge from the Convict Depdt, in 1857, has returned to his 
criminal practices, and is now in custody, waiting for trial, on a charge of 
being concerned in several burglaries. This man belongs to a family of 
convicts, and his father died a prisoner in the Convict Depot. 

Ten of the twenty females in custody were summarily convicted of 
trifling offences, being prostitutes, begging, Ac. ; three were waiting for 
trial, and six were under sentences for larceny, &c. Fourteen of the entire 
number belonged to the city jurisdiction, and only six to the county. 

Of the thirty-four male criminal prisoners, thirteen belonged to the city, 
and twenty-one to the county. 

Twelve males and one female were committed from the county to this 
gaol for drunkenness, in 1862 ; fifty-four males and seventy-six females 
from the city jurisdiction ; in no instance was any person from the 
county re-committed for drunkenness in 1862. In the city, however, 
the 130 individuals committed during the same period represent 317 
committals, and one now in custody has already been ten times committed 
during the year. This fact shows how completely the vice of drunkenness 
is here confined to the sailors and prostitutes who frequent the seaport of 
Waterford. 

No escape was effected from this gaol in 1862 or 1863, and the Governor 
deserves much credit for the vigilance he has exercised in guarding against 
escapes from the very insecure buildings in which the prisoners have, for 
the last three years, been confined. 

Five males were sentenced to penal servitude from the city, in 1862, 
and seventeen males and three females from the county. Two of the 
latter were sentenced to ten, and eight to six years’ penal servitude. 

The Governor regularly attends lock-up, and a watchman patrols at 
night, his vigilance is tested by one tell-tale clock. 


Lunatics. 

No lunatics were in charge when I made my inspection, but nine had 
been committed during the period of the year previous to my visit in 1863. 
In March, 1863, a complaint was lodged against the authorities of this 
gaol by the Governor of the Central Criminal Lunatic Asylum at Dun- 
drum, that the person of H. F., a criminal lunatic, when transmitted to 
that Asylum, was in a filthy and neglected state. The file of papers in 
reference to this case was forwarded to this office from the Inspectors of 
Lunatic Asylums, and transmitted by us to the local authorities of the 
gaol ; but the evidence as to the real facts given by the officers of the 
gaol and those of the asylum were conflicting. 

Juveniles . 

Few districts in Ireland are so free from juvenile crime as Waterford. 
Two males and one female were committed from the county, and four 
males and one female from the city, in 1862. Both the boys from the 
county were sentenced to three months’ imprisonment as a punishment ; 
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one was, at the end of his sentence, sent to a reformatory, as was also the ^South^ 

only girl committed from the county. _ _ _ 

The boys committed from the city were for trifling offences ; the girl County and. 
was sentenced to two months’ imprisonment, and afterwards discharged. C%o/ 
Both the boys committed from the county were orphans * they could read a G °v° r 
an d write. The girl had lost her mother. The boy and girl sent to a 
.reformatory are, I understand, giving satisfaction in the institutions _ in 
which they are placed. Two of the four boys committed from the city 
were likewise orphans \ the girl had lost her father. These facts serve to 
show how much crime amongst juveniles results from the want of parental 
training, and the wisdom of the present legislation in their regard.

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South The new gaol at Waterford was certified as a separate prison, under the 
District. Act, on t ^ e 17 ^ April, 1863. On the 9tli June following the prisoners 
County and were transferred into it ; in October, when I made my inspection, I 
City of found that already the establishment had been brought into a very satis- 
^ r< Gad° r ^ f acfcor y s ^te of order and discipline, and, I have no doubt, that under the 
present management, and with the improved appliauces now at command, 
the gaol will become one of the best county prisons in Ireland. 

There are still some trifling alterations and improvements required, 
which can, however, be effected at the cost of a few pounds. A separate 
entrance to the female prison is most desirable, and might be made at a 
spot marked F on the plan. The Local Inspector and the Governor both 
agree with me on the necessity of this alteration, which I would urge on 
the Board of Superintendence to have executed without delay, as most 
conducive to the proper management of the prison. 

The ventilation in the cells is not good ; the window fasteners are 
badly fitted, and the windows do not open sufficiently to admit the cur- 
rent of air necessary for health. The thermometer in the cells, on the day 
of my visit, was at 59° ; in the central hall it stood at 60°. In both the 
temperature was too high. 

The various suggestions made by my colleague in his last report rela- 
tive to this prison, have since been adopted. 1st — The boundary wall has 
been made more secure ; 2 nd — the open spaces over the cell doors have 
been reduced; 3rd — the ventilation and arrangements in the hospital 
have been improved ; 4th and 5th — the alterations which he recommended 
respecting the marshalsea have been carried out in most particulars — iron 
bars have been put to the lower windows, but not to the upper ; 6 th — . 
alterations have been made in the laundry ; 7 th — a door has been opened, 
as suggested, at the tread- wheel : 8 th — a porch erected at the gateway ; 
9th and 10th — an iron palisade has been put up, and the fence at St. 
Patrick’s Churchyard improved. 

The cooking apparatus originally erected proved unsatisfactory ; it 
consumed a large quantity of fuel, and was very expensive to use ; it 
was therefore taken down, and two Columbian stoves have been substituted, 
at a cost of £4 each. They are found to answer, and are very economical 
of fuel. 

The tread- wheel is placed too far from the water-tank, and its power 
is wasted. 

The gaol is amply supplied with water from three wells on the prison 
grounds. It is raised into three tanks, each capable of containing ten 
tons of water, which supply is found quite sufficient for the purposes of the 
establishment. 

In July, 1863, a fire broke out in the laundry, by which the roof was 
totally destroyed, as was likewise the drying closet ; but the building was 
fully insured, and no loss has accrued to the ratepayers. 

The supply of prison clothiug is ample, and of a good description ; but 
sheets are much required, and the blankets and rugs are only sufficient 
for present use — some should be provided. 

The sewerage of the new prison is effective ; the arrangements of the 
chapel are excellent, and the establishment altogether satisfactory.

The teacher is, I understand, well qualified, and gives satisfaction. And 
now that perfect separation has been established in the gaol, this most im- 
portant element in the system will engage the attention ot the authorities, 
and be carried out as far as possible with all prisoners whose sentences are 
of sufficient length to make it available. Religious instruction is given 
under the superintendence of their respective Chaplains, to the Protestants, 
by a lady visitor of their own creed, and to the Roman Catholics by the 
Sisters of Charity, and with good results in both cases.

The averages in this prison are so disturbed by the large number of 
lunatic inmates, that it would be incorrect to calculate the amount of 
crime in the district by the average number of prisoners in the gaol. 

On the day of my visit, out of 63 males in custody, 38 were insane. 
There were, besides, 6 females lunatics, making altogether 44 lunatics 
committed as dangerous. 

Of the prisoners criminally committed, 15 males and 8 females were 
under long sentences for grave offences ; one, a returned convict, had been 
discharged from the Convict Depot, having completed a sentence of seven 
years’ penal servitude in 1856 ; he has since suffered an imprisoument of 
twelve months in this gaol, and is now under a sentence of two years’ 
imprisonment. Under the separate system in force here, no contamination 
to other inmates can result from his presence in the gaol ; but there is 
every reason to fear that he will again return to his former life on discharge, 
at the end of his short sentence ; and I believe that justice requires, as 
the only means of protecting the public from the depredations, of a con- 
firmed and incorrigible thief — which his frequent returns to crime would 
indicate him to be— that he should receive a long sentence of. penal 
servitude, instead of a short imprisonment in a county gaol as in this 
instance. Three other prisoners were under similar sentences of two 
years’ imprisonment — one, a female, likewise an old and habitual, thief. , 
the other two were males, one for rape, the other a sailor for stabbing his 
comrade. Several were under sentences of eighteen months’ imprisonment, 
including a burglar, and two convicted of sheep-stealing. I ascertained 
that some of the more grave offenders, although only eighteen or twenty 
years of age, had spent many years in crime, and had formerly been 
inmates of the gaol when juveniles. Eight males and three females were 
under summary convictions for drunkenness, &c. j and seven males and 
four females were waiting for trial. 

The number of committals to this gaol for drunkenness, from 1st January 
to 8th October, the day of my inspection, in the present year, was 37 ; 
the number up to the same date, in 1862, was 83 ) the entire number in 
that year was 1 1 3. I find that seven of those so committed during the past 
year, had been upwards of seventeen times previously convicted, and four 
upwards of twenty times. Eight males and three females were sentenced 
to penal servitude in 1862 ; one male prisoner was executed for murder 
in August, 1863. # i 

No escape was attempted from the gaol in 1862 or 1863 ; but on 1st. July, 
1862, D. M., sentenced to four years’ penal servitude, by the Chairman 
of Quarter Sessions, for burglary and robbery, escaped from the dock of 
the Court-house, at Wexford ; he was retaken two days afterwards, and 
convicted of the escape at the following assizes. 
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The Governor attends loch-up, and one of the turnkeys patrols at night • 
but his vigilance is not tested by detector-clocks. These, which can be 
procured at the small cost of £2 5s. each, are the only certain method of 
ascertaining the attention of the night watchman to his duties. 

Juveniles. 

Within the present year a considerable decrease has appeared in the 
amount of juvenile crime in this county. Thirty-seven prisoners, under 
sixteen years of age, were committed in 1860 ; 25 in 1861 ; 28 in 1862 • 
while up to 8tli October, 1863, only nine have been so committed. I 
found one boy, of fourteen years of age, in custody, charged with havino- 
placed a stone on the railway ; his mother is dead, and his father having 
married again, seems to have neglected him. 

In ,1860, one boy was sentenced to penal servitude ; two received a 
whipping ; and one was sent to a reformatory. In 1861, two were sen- 
tenced to a reformatory ; in 1862, six ; and two during the present year, 
one of whom was a workhouse offender ; two boys received a whipping 
in 1862, and one in 1863. 

Lunatics. 

This is one of the county gaols in Ireland in which the abuses resulting 
from the powers given to magistrates, under the Act 1 Vic., c. 31, are most 
flagrant. In October last, the Local Inspector complained to this office, 
that “ The families of several committed to this gaol as dangerous lunatics 
are well able to provide for their safety elsewhere. One is a publican and 
grocer in Enniscorthy, and neither his malady ( delirium tremens ) nor his 
position in life, warrant his being sent here. The aid of three prisoners 
was required to restrain him during the night, and his life seems in 
imminent danger.” The father of another farms forty or fifty acres of 
land. 

I found thirty-eight male and six female lunatics in custody on the 
day of my inspection, five of whom had been committed as dangerous, 
from the Workhouses of Wexford and Enniscorthy, one of these E. T., as far 
back as February, 1854, and he has been now nearly ten years in the gaol; 
another, M. E., was committed 16th May, 1860. 

Each year lunatics in this gaol have become more numerous. My 
colleague, at his last inspection, found twenty-nine in custody, and now 
they have increased to forty-four. 

The evils resulting from this conversion of a separate prison into a 
lunatic asylum are apparent ; the ends of penal repression are lost sight 
of, and prisoners, instead of suffering the punishment of cellular imprison- 
ment intended by the J udge, become lunatic keepers, and pass the period 
of their sentences as petty officers over patients who are often unable to 
complain of improper treatment, or other misconduct, should any be exer- 
cised in their regard. 

Since last inspection the condition of the insane in this gaol has been 
much improved, especially that of the males, who no longer sleep in the 
cold, flagged cells of the old prison, three large rooms, formerly occupied as 
stores, having been fitted up as dormitories for their use. In these rooms 
guard beds are placed along the walls, and other improvements have been 
introduced. Similar fittings are still required for the females, and should 
be provided. 

The Medical Officer, who is very attentive to these poor creatures, 
orders them an improved diet, which is particularly required for their 
state ; on three days in the week, half a pound of meat made into soup, 
with, vegetables, is given to each insane person for dinner, and they are 
provided with sweet milk for breakfast. An experienced lunatic keeper, 
from the Carlow Lunatic Asylum, has charge of them ; but, although much 
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and praiseworthy care is bestowed by the Governor and Medical Officer Soutii 
of the gaol on tire insane in their charge, it is quite impossible to prevent Pl STRIC T - 
great suffering to patients not criminal, shut up within the yards and County of 
walls of a prison ; and this is the more to be regretted as at the very Wexford 
same time large sums are annually voted as necessary to provide appliances Gao1 ' 
for this class of poor in asylums, of which advantages lunatics who have 
the misfortune to be committed by magistrates are deprived by the opera- 
tion of an Act which does not exist in any country in Europe but Ireland. 

One of the insane, an epileptic, had, when I visited the gaol, his eye much 
cut from a fall on the pavement of the yard in which he takes exercise ; 
another has to be kept always under restraint, and is tied down at night. 

One lunatic died in the gaol in December, 1862, and another in December, 

1863 ; one prisoner criminally committed, became insane after committal, 
in 1862.

In this prison all classes — the tried and the untried — are kept in sepa- 
ration, and no mutual contamination can ensue. The buildings were, 
when I made my inspection, in sound repair, secure, clean, well kept, and 
the prisoners in a satisfactory state of order and discipline ; but there is 
not sufficient water to properly flush the sewerage — a process absolutely 
necessary to preserve a sanitary state in the establishment, and a tank should 
he erected for the purpose. It is, I understand, proposed to make an agree- 
ment with the Corporation of Wexford for a proper supply of water, which 
arrangement, I trust, will be carried out. The stock of bedding, sheets, 
blankets, and prison clothing in use is sufficient, besides a large supply is 
in store ; but gas has not been introduced into the cells for prisoners, who, 
shut up in darkness during the long nights of winter, must acquire habits 
of indolence and inaction, which will unfit them, after discharge, from 
earning an honest livelihood by hard and persevering industry. On this 
subject, the Select Committee of the House of Commons, in 1851, passed 
a resolution, that no prisoner, in separation, should be left in darkness 
for more than eight hours. The attention of the Board of Superintendence 
has now been, for several successive years, called to the necessity of 
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South remedying, in a prison otherwise so well constituted, this defect, which 
District. inust productive of injurious results.

During the past year the county of Wicklow has been comparatively 
free from crime At the Spring Assizes, 1863, the presiding Jud<r e “con- 
gratulated the Grand Jury upon the satisfactory state of their county as 
evidenced by the calendar and the return furnished by the County In- 
spector of Constabulary. He likewise observed, that in almost every case 
except one of sheep-stealing, the parties had been made amenable to 
justice. I he offences on the calendar were not of a nature to require 
particular observation, and there was nothing to detract from the orderly 
and satisfactory condition which characterized the county Wicklow.” At 
the ensuing Summer Assizes a similar conclusion was arrived at by the 
then Judge, as appears from his charge to the Grand Jury, and since that 
period the calendar shows that crime has not increased in the county 
except that latterly the number of committals for assaults and drunkenness 
has been greater than in 1862. 


• millfcai 7 offenders have also increased, from twenty-eight 
6 tip 0 thirty-two in 1862, and thirty-nine up to 29th September, 

JttbJ. Nine persons were sentenced to penal servitude in 1862, two of 
whom were females, and seven males. 

I found on the day of my inspection,- besides eight lunatics and two 
debtors, twenty-seven male and eight female prisoners in custody. The 
males consisted of seven tried and ten untried prisoners, besides ten 
drunkards summarily convicted. The females were four drunkards- 
three tried, and one untried prisoner. 

• rt 6 fe J? ale debtor in custody had once been in a respectable position 

m life. Her mind has become affected by tile reverses she has met with, 
and she appears to be a fitter subject for an asylum than for a prison, 
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the law is very defective in such cases ; but here she is kindly treated by 
the Governor and officers of the gaol. 


J uveniles. 

Nine male and four female juveniles were committed in 1862, of whom 
two males and one female were under ten years of age ; the parents of 
five were living, and three had lost both. All but one boy, under ten 
years of age, were natives of the county ; only one, a girl, could read and 
write. The sentences of imprisonment in this gaol inflicted as punish- 
ments for their offences were — one for six months, six for three months, 
the others for shorter periods ; one boy was sent to a reformatory for 
three years at the end of his punishment of three months’ imprisonment. 
One male was in custody on the day of my visit, summarily convicted at 
petty sessions. 

Lunatics. 

Three male and five female lunatics were inmates of the gaol on the day 
of my visit. I found them in the day-rooms of the old prison under the 
care of sane prisoners. They are very kindly tended by the Governor 
and the Medical Officer, who bestows much time and attention on their 
care; but there are no proper quarters for lunatics in the gaol, and no 
suitable place where they can take exercise. They, however, receive a 
certain amount of animal food so necessary for their treatment, and are 
supplied with meat for dinner from time to time as the Medical Officer 
thinks they require it. M. N., a lunatic, died of consumption in July, 1862.

The following plan of this prison shows how difficult it is to remedy many 
of the principal defects which arise from the very confined space on which 
it is built, and the necessary crowding together of the buildings. There 
is not sufficient separation of master and pauper debtors ; there are no 
quarters for females arrested for debt ; and the sick and convalescents 
have no suitable place for exercise in the open air.

No alterations or improvements have been made in this gaol since last 
inspection, and none are contemplated. The separate system is effectively 
carried out for all males under sentence who are not in charge of lunatics, 
but untried prisoners are not sufficiently in separation, and the main object 
of prison discipline, “ to prevent the contamination which the association of 
the innocent and the guilty must produce;'' is thus lost sight of. The care 
of the many female lunatics in the gaol interferes with the working 
of the separate system in the female prison ; but individual separation is 
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preserved in the laundry, which is partitioned, and the general arrange- d South. 

meats are satisfactory. , . . , , ■ 

There is a good drying-room, baths, lavatories, and water-closets, tne county of 
stores are suitable; the sewers work well, as a constant stream of water 1M- 
passes through them ; the supply of water is ample, and the stock ot 
bedding blankets, sheets, and prison clothing is sufficient for present use; 
hut I found only one pair of blankets in store, and very few sheets and 
ru<m a supply of which should be provided. The prison buildings are 
secure, in good repair, very clean, and orderly. The prisoners are amen- 
able to discipline, and altogether, the establishment is properly managed 
by the Governor, who is a careful officer. He attends lock-up, and the 

vigilance of the night-watch is tested by a tell-tale clock. 

°No escape was effected during 1862 or 1863 from this gaol; but on the 
13th March, 1863, a prisoner, a lad of sixteen years of age, convicted oi 
stealing timber, and sentenced to three months imprisonment at quarter 
sessions, escaped from the district bridewell, at Baltinglass. He was re- 
taken in the county of Carlow, on the 17th March.

The hospital of this prison is defective in many respects : — the wards 
are flagged and without water-closets ; there is no proper bath ; and the 
only exercising ground for patients consists of a very small paved yard 
(marked H on the plan of the gaol), in front of the hospital, in part only 
nine feet wide. It is surrounded by high buildings, and inaccessible to 
the direct rays of the sun, in fact no place could be imagined more un- 
suitable for invalids, especially those suffering from consumption, scrofula, 
or the other diseases to which prisoners are subject. 

One prisoner, a lunatic, died of consumption in 1862. No death occurred 
during the present year up to the day of inspection.

we find the females almost stationary; but a gradual and apparently nor- 
mal increase in the males. When, however, we deduct from the aggregate 
in custody the debtors (nine), and the lunatics (twelve); and when we 
take into consideration the large proportion of natives of other localities, 
who are committed to this, the gaol of the metropolitan county ; the crira- 
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inals status does not present any characteristics which demand special 
comment. Thus, if we take the males under the longest rules, viz., one 
for eighteen months imprisonment, eight for twelve, two for nine, and 
nine for six (a total of twenty), one moiety only is derived from this 
jurisdiction ; while an analysis of the female sentences in the same view, 
viz., one for eighteen months, one for fifteen, five for twelve, and two for 
six (nine in all), gives but two similarly circumstanced. 

Juvenile offenders have experienced a decline, there being two only, 
both females, in charge, and but six, viz., four males and tivo females, 
being sent to reformatories since the beginning of the year. 

It is needless to dwell on the unabated evil caused by the presence of 
so many “ dangerous lunatics.” They are, however, withdrawn from the 
criminal quarters of the prison, and placed in the hospital, where they are 
treated with care and humanity, but are, as is necessarily the case in a 
prison, unprovided with the curative requirements indispensable for their 
proper treatment.

I found the prison at my visit during the year in a laudable condition . 
of cleanliness, order, and discipline, in sound repair (except the flagging of 
the male marshalsea), and adequately furnished with bedding, blankets, 
sheets, and prison clothing. The supply of water is abundant, and the 
sewerage is effective. Since the last inspection by my colleague, the alter- 
ations for adopting the female section to the system of “individual sepa- 
ration” have been completed, and the prescribed conditions having been 
fulfilled, the cells are occupied by prisoners of this sex ; and I am happy 
to add, a very satisfactory temperature has been obtained by means of 
the heatiug apparatus. This invaluable form of discipline is, therefore, 
now extended in its integrity to all the criminal classes (for I am unwill- 
ing to include irresponsible lunatics in this category), subject to the fol- 
lowing exceptions, many of which, however, are temporary : — Firstly. 
The sane attendants upon the lunatics. Secondly. Those engaged in the 
cooking department. Thirdly. All classes in the chapel, which is not 
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Dublin divided by stalls, but a strict supervision is maintained by tbe officers of 
District, both sexes, who are distributed with this object in view. Fourthly. The 
County of room allocated to ironing and mangling, in connexion with the laundry, 
Dublin is not yet stalled, but is about to be thus fitted. Fifthly. The male school- 
Gdol. room, which is about to be constructed by the union of cells on the upper 
tier in the central hall will be similarly prepared, and care must be taken 
to arrange the partitions with such a projection as to intercept communi- 
cation, from which the use of writing materials offers great facility ; a 
facility which, moreover, requires to be obviated in the female school-room 
the form of the compartment not being adequate for prevention. The 
flagging of the male marshalsea remains in the dilapidated condition 
noticed in former reports, but the authorities hesitate to incur any out- 
lay in this department, as the law of debtor is likely to undergo a consider- 
able modification. In the yard, however, attached to the female marshal- 
sea, it would be desirable to re-set the flagging, which is very uneven, and 
to substitute gravel for the grass, with which it is overgrown, and which 
harbours damp, and presents a cheerless aspect. I have thought it right to 
point out these minor defects ; but I am bound on the other hand to con- 
gratulate the authorities upon the essential improvements, both material 
and moral, in accommodation and discipline, which have been progressively 
carried into effect here during later years. Among the more recent in- 
troductions by the Governor, is an important ancillary to justice, viz., 
the use of photography, which has been attended with very advantageous 
results in identifying prisoners, who were thus ascertained to be known as 
“ old offenders” in other localities, and consequently received sentences of 
“ penal servitude,” instead of escaping under the shorter rules which, had 
it not been for such recognition, would probably have been awarded. 

The Governor and his deputy attends the “ unlock” in the morning, and 
the “lock up” of the cells in the evening, and both also make a final 
round before the “ lock up” of the outer gate of the prison, and the setting 
of the night watch at ten p.m., the vigilance and regularity of the patrol 
being certified by .two tell-tale clocks, which are placed respectively in the 
guard room, and at the extremity of the inspection hall, and are marked 
at each half hour. 

The punishments, the record of which is submitted to the Board and 
signed, amounted, since the 1st of January, to 61, and were all, except 
two requiring magisterial intervention, inflicted by the authority of the 
Governor.

Punitive labour for the males is at present limited to working the crank 
pump daily, for two hours only. The report of the Select Committee of 
the House of Lords, which inquired into the condition and discipline of 
the gaols of England (those of Ireland and Scotland not being included in 
the scope of their consideration), urges the proper enforcement of “hard 
labour” sentences for eight hours daily, during the first three mouths, 
and for six hours, during the next three months : and suggests that the 
Treasury allowance should be withheld from all prisons not provided with 
sufficient machinery for the fulfilment of the law. Industrial labour is 
ordinarily maintained here, as evidenced by the Schedule, the most pro- 
ductive branch of which is oakum picking; among the males and females 
committed as vagrants and not expert at the needle, those of the latter 
sex, who are capable of neater work, being employed in shirt making, &c.

Both sexes are respectively instructed daily at the hours stated, by a 
master and mistress, who are partially trained. The approved form of 
registry is in operation, but the Chaplains very rarely visit the pupils. 
I hear, therefore, with great satisfaction that the Board has come to the 
determination of placing the schools under the cognizance of the National 
Board of Education, thus securing efficient inspection, and supply of books 
and other requirements at a much lower rate, and the issue of gratuities 
to the teachers, if deserving.

No complaints were preferred by any of the prisoners with regard to 
the provisions, which the Chaplains inspect regularly, observing the ap- 
proved tabular form of comment. Their opinions of each itdrn are gene- 
rally favourable, but I found frequent exceptions to the milk. Although 
the contractor is fined for such defaults, the prisoners are thereby deprived 
of their allowance; and it would be desirable, therefore, that the contractor 
should be bound to pay for whatever nutritive beverage, such as cocoa, 
the local authorities may think fit to substitute for the condemned item 
of food. 

Books and Accounts. 

The registries, the accounts, and the several forms of books prescribed by 
the Court of Queen’s Bench, and recommended by the Tnspectors-General 
(except “ the Daily Employment of Prisoner’s Book”) are kept with laud- 
able accuracy, much credit being due in this department to Mr. Flewett, 
the Plead Warder and Clerk. 

The Chaplains are provided with journals, which are duly submitted to 
the Board at each meeting, and signed, as are also the Medical Officer’s and 
the Governor’s.

The visits of the Roman Catholic Chaplain fell below the minimum pre- 
scribed by the “ Prisons Act,” viz., twice a week, besides attendance on 
Sundays. The deficiency in those of the Presbyterian Chaplain was, I am 
informed, caused by the illness and death of the late holder of that office. 


The quarters for the sick of both sexes are adequate, and sufficiently 
provided. They were almost exclusively occupied by the lunatics at the 
period of my inspection, the general sanitary condition of the prison being 
satisfactory.

In the foregoing return, the criminal cases which were dealt with by 
indictment at commissions and sessions, show a decline from 382 in 
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1862 to 352 in 1863; and the convictions from 273 to 251, viz., eight in 
the number “not convicted ,” and of twenty-two in. that of the “ convicted .” 

The criminal cases disposed of summarily by magistrates, under the 
Larceny Act, exhibit also a slight decrease of eight committals in the 
same year ; but of the other classes of misdemeanors, both the assaults and 
the committals for disorderly conduct , &c., the increase has been con- 
siderable during 1863. The former gives an increase of 168, and the 
latter of 269, amounting together to an excess of 437 committals in the 
number 1,485. 

This increase is attributable, in some degree, to the short terms of im- 
prisonment in 1863 being in proportion greater under the head of the re- 
committals, than in the. previous year, and to the fact of a new class of 
offences having been created by the “ Licensed Beer Houses Act,” which 
in the year 1863 produced 184 cases of persons committed for being found 
drinking in such houses. This number is included in the committals for 
disorderly conduct, which, in 1863, amounted to 937 against 668 in 
1862, when that procedure did not exist. Ho person is now made 
amenable for this offence, an appeal having been tried before the Court 
of Queen’s Bench, which ruled that such arrests are illegal. 

Another cause which has evidently contributed largely to the increase 
of the summary committals, has been the inability of parties to pay the 
fines — a cause already assigned for a similar increase in 1862, being the 
result of the general depression of trade, and the consequent distress. 

The criminal convictions in 1863 were for offences of an ordinary cha- 
racter, and less grave than those in the year 1862. 

The number of discharged convicts, identified as such, has not decreased 
in 1863 — the number actually identified being thirty-two against thirty- 
three in 1862. Of thirty-three, twenty-five were derived from Dublin 
convicts, and eight from the country. Of the total number, thirteen 
were sentenced to penal servitude, and nineteen to terms of imprisonment, 
one only being acquitted ; four others were strongly suspected, but could 
not be identified; three were sentenced to imprisonment, and one was 
acquitted. The thirty-seven represdtated fifty-one committals. 

The number of juveniles in custody at the time of inspection and 
during the past year falls short of the former similar aggregates ; the 
detention in reformatories having withdrawn, as it were, from criminal 
circulation those, who formerly, by their constant recurrence at short 
intervals to prison, swelled this category. With regard to the lunatics, who, 
it will be observed, constituted more than a fifth of the whole inmates of 
the gaol on the day, which I have selected for the record of my inspection, 
it would be idle for me to recapitulate the evils, which have been so fre- 
quently and so fully detailed by my colleagues and myself. I subjoin, 
however, an extract of a letter addressed upon this head by the medical 
officers to the Board of Superintendence. The Inspector of Lunatic Asy- 
lums, Dr. Nugent, who frequently visits the bridewell, and has expressed his 
satisfaction that whatever appliances are available within the walls of a 
criminal institution are afforded here, observes, in one of his minutes, that 
“ it is but too evident that additional asylum provision must be made for 
the lunatics belonging to the city of Dublin, and the counties of Dublin, 
Louth, and Wicklow'.” And in the other entries he remarks : — 

“ There are forty-seven committed as dangerously insane, of whom about a dozen have 
been sent from the South Dublin, and two only from the North Dublin Union. 

“ These patients are principally epileptic : and, from my observation of them, I think that 
ioWy four -fifths of the whole could be very well managed in a workhouse , if due attention was paid 
them, recollecting that, after epileptic fits, the unhappy sufferers are frequently, as sympto- 
matic simply of the disease, for a short period violent or difficult to manage ; but in my 
opinion, for the most part, not sufficiently so as to need being sent to prison as dangerous 
lunatics. 

“Still, the detention of lunatics in gaol is the melancholy result of the want of proper 
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asylum provision ; and I think the Board of Superintendence of the Richmond Bridewell 
will not confine its attention to administering to their creature comforts within the gaol, 
but urge the necessity of increased asylum accommodation for the Richmond district. 

“ On a late visit to the Grangegorman Female Penitentiary, which, too, was crowded with 
dangerous lunatics, I expressed my views as to the mode of meeting the existing want.” 

Extract from the letter of the Medical Officers : — 

“ The mortality in Richmond Bridewell during the past year has been larger than 
heretofore,, the number of deaths amounting to fifteen ; of this number, however, twelve 
were lunatics , and several of these were committed to prison in a hopeless state of debility 
and disease, while others had been inmates of the prison for several years, with consti- 
tutions so broken and enfeebled that, were it not for the constant care and attention 
bestowed upon them, they could not have been kept alive so long. It will be seen by 
the reports furnished to you, that the number of lunatics in both prisons has become 
still greater since our last report ; and the want of accommodation for their efficient 
treatment has consequently been more urgently felt. 

“We have only now to impress again upon the Board the necessity of adopting such 
measures as will tend to relieve the prisons of the pressure which the committal of so 
many dangerous lunatics is calculated to exert, the accommodation being altogether insuffi- 
cient, while the prospect of effecting a material' reduction of the number, by their transfer 
to the District Asylum, is unhappily but too remote.” 

The Coroners also for the city, from time to time, in recording their 
inquiries into the deaths of lunatic prisoners, have taken occasion to urge 
the unfitness of gaols as places of detention for this unfortunate class of 
the. community. It is to be hoped, therefore, that, pending the change in 
legislation on this head, so imperatively demanded, some further provi- 
sion may be immediately made for the district above referred to.

The condition of the building, both materially and morally, was satis- 
factory at my several visits, in point of repair, cleanliness, order, and 
discipline. The supply of water is abundant, the ventilation and the 
sewerage are effective, and the stock of bedding, clothing, <fcc., was suffi- 
cient, a strong tweed having been provided as a better material for the 
prisoners’ trousers, than the corduroy hitherto in wear. Since the last 
inspection a new kitchen and bath have been added to the hospital depart- 
ment ; a large area has been created by throwing two yards into one ; 
and new quarters for the accommodation of married officers have been laid 
out, and are progressing towards completion. The original structural defects 
of the prison, involving as they do the necessity for employing a large and 
costly staff, have been frequently made the subject of observation in for- 
mer reports ; but I abstain from any suggestions for the correction of them, 
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as the considerable and important alterations about to be carried out at Dublin 
Grangegorman Female Prison press heavily on the ratepayers at present, District. 
and as the legislation, which, undoubtedly, will be grounded on the Report Richmond 
of the Select Committee of the blouse of Lords on the condition and Bridewell. 
discipline of the gaols of England, &c. (those of Ireland being excluded 
from the scope of the inquiry) presented in the last session to Parlia- 
ment, may lead to some vital changes in the requirements for the fulfilment 
of sentences, and the enforcement of certain prescribed forms of treat- 
ment of prisoners. 

The system of individual separation is applied to all the inmates with the 
following exceptions — at chapel ; at exercise (both these cases being the 
subject of full discussion in the report above recited) ; in the hospital, a 
portion of which is still occupied by sane patients in association ; in the 
laundry, which, however, is about to be stalled ; and at some of the pri- 
son duties. The lavatories also require to be fitted with partitions, while 
those already affixed to the schoolroom are not sufficiently deep to prevent 
intercommunication. The Governor and the Deputy attend the lock-up, 
and the night patrol is maintained by two watchmen, specially designated 
for this duty, whose vigilance and regularity are measured by five tell- 
tale clocks, fines being imposed for any neglect in marking the time of 
circuit. The record of punishments is duly submitted to the Board at 
each meeting. The imperfect and straggling form of the building gives 
great facilities for holding intercourse, and thus leads to a large aggregate 
of minor breaches of discipline.

The report of the Select Committee mentioned above urges so strongly 
the enforcement of a more rigid system of punitive labour, that obligatory 
legislation in reference to this as well as other objects will probably be 
the immediate result^ and I, therefore, withhold any observations with 
regard to this branch of prison discipline, involving as it does the ful- 
filment, or non-fulfilment of sentences. The schedule of industrial labour 
performed on the day which I have selected for the record of my 
inspection may be accepted as a fair representation of the ordinary 
employment.

Edncationalinstruction is given here almost exclusively to juveniles of all 
classes, except those, who are undergoing very short sentences of imprison- 
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ment, -whether summary or awarded antecedently to removal to reforma- 
tories. Some adults, however, if not beyond twenty-four years of age, 
if of orderly character, and if of an aptitude and a desire to learn, are 
also admitted to the school, which is under the superintendence of the 
National Board. The report of the Inspector is, on the whole, favourable, 
the system of teaching being stated to be “very good,” and the discip- 
line, order, cleanliness, and the keeping of the accounts being com- 
mended. The form of registry suggested by the Inspectors-General is 
observed, as well as that of the National Board, and the Chaplains visit 
from time to time, and record their opinions as to the conduct of the 
school. 


Dietary and Contracts. 

First-class Prisoners — 8 oz. oatmeal in stirabout, -with i pint new milk daily for 
breakfast ; 14 oz. wholemeal bread, with a pint of new milk daily for dinner for five 
days in each week, the remaining two days, 1 pint gruel in lieu of milk. First- 
class prisoners whose periods of imprisonment do not exceed one calendar month, 
receive the same breakfast as above, and for dinner 14 oz. wholemeal bread, and 
1 pint of gruel. 

Juveniles, 1 5 years of age and under, receive 5 oz. oatmeal in stirabout, with i pint 
new milk daily for breakfast ; and 8 oz. of wholemeal bread, with 1 pint of vegetable 
soup for dinner, and 4 oz. bread for supper. 

Contracts Bread, per 4 lbs., 6d. ; oatmeal, per cwt., 14s. 3 d. ; meat, per lb. 5£d. ; 

new milk, per gallon, 7 id . ; buttermilk, per gallon, 2d . ; salt, per cwt., 2s. ; coals, 
per ton, 14s. ; candles, per lb., 5 d.; soap, per cwt., 28s.

No complaints were preferred on the part of the prisoners in reference 
to the diet, which is regularly inspected by the Chaplains. The approved 
tabular form is in use, and few exceptions are taken to any item of con- 
sumption, but no comment is entered upon the gruel, which, however, I 
have frequently tasted at my visits, and found to be well prepared. 


Boohs and Accounts. 

The registries, the several books prescribed by the Court of Queen’s 
Bench, and suggested by the Inspectors-General, are kept- here, and 
appear to be carefully filled. The Local Inspector, the Chaplains, the 
Medical Officers, the Governor, the Chief Warder, and the Deputy Chief 
Warder are provided with journals, and the warders with report books 
for their respective classes.

There is but one officer (the weaving master) regularly trained to a trade. Two 
other officers are capable of superintending shoemaking and tailoring, and a few 
of the other warders teach matmaking. 


Since the last inspection, one second-class warder was dismissed ; one 
was allowed to resign, and one first-class warder was elected to fill the 
situation of court-attendant at Grangegorman Prison. The vacancies thus 
created ; were filled by fresh appointees, nominated by the Board and 
approved by the Lord Lieutenant. 

All the intern officers receive food-rations, and allowances of soap, 
candles, and fuel, and the warders are provided with fire-arms and uni- 
forms.

The above schedules, I regret to remark, exhibit a considerable increase man - 
under most of the categories. In the committals we find a slight decrease 
in the number of “dangerous lunatics” in 1863, as compared with 1862, 
and a trifling advance only in that of the vagrants ; but the criminals 
show an excess of 500, and the drunkards of nearly 400. The re-com- 
mittals also evince a rise to the amount of 200. There were in custody 
on the day selected for collecting the materials for my report only four 
juveniles; and during the year but thirteen of this class were transmitted 
under sentence to reformatories; the lunatics, however, reached the fearful 
number of fifty-seven — a proportion amounting to more than a fourth of 
the whole. It is needless to recur to the detail of evils so often and so 
vainly urged on this topic, and the documents, which I have cited in my 
Report upon Richmond Bridewell, are applicable here.

I found the building at my several visits in a creditable condition of 
cleanliness and order, and in sound general repair. The supply of water 
is abundant, the ventilation and the sewerage satisfactory, and the stock 
of bedding, sheets, blankets, and prison clothing adequate.. The classifi- 
cation described in former reports is still maintained ; but it is not neces- 
sary that I should recapitulate it, as it is, I am happy to state, about to be 
superseded by that, which modern experience has shown to be the most 
effective form of discipline ; plans having been duly sanctioned for the 
establishment of the system of individual separation, by an extensive addi- 
tion, the particulars of which I subjoin, adopting the summary drawn up 
at the hands of the architect, Mr. Carson : — 

General Arrangement.— The intended new building, which is placed at right angles with 
the central corridor on the south side, will contain 120 cells, constructed on the separate 
system. Each cell will be 11 feet x 7 feet, and 9 feet 6 inches high. The building will 
be three stories high, and built on two separate ranges, divided by a corridor 20 feet wide 
and 230 feet long, and the whole height of the three stories. Access to the cells on the

The entrance into the new building will be from the central corridor, and through » 
passage from the Matron’s office, which will afford complete supervision of the prison. 

Outside Walls. — The outside walls of the new building will be built on rubble masonrv 
of limestone two and a-half feet thick, lined on the inside with brick. The internal walls 
bu i fc of b ™ k 18 i, nch f thick on the first floor, and 14 inches thick on the others 
All the ceilings of the cells will be arched, built of brick set in mortar nine inches thick 
Floors. The floors of the cells will have joists sheeted with inch-flooring, and a cement 
skirting round it. 6 ’ eut 

The corridor will be floored with granite flagging, laid in regular courses. 

All the walls of .the cells and corridor will have the joints of the brickwork flat-minted 
and the whole twice whitewashed. 1 1 

Windows. The large window at end of corridor to be made of timber and glazed- 
made to open so as to ventilate the corridor, and strongly barred on the outside. The 
windows of cells to be 3 feet 6 X 12 inches high, with granite stone dressings on the out- 
side, and iron bars let into and leaded in the stone jambs. The window frames to be of 
cast-iron, glazed and hinged at sill, and made to open a few inches for the admission of 

.Z)oors. The doors of cells to be of 2-inch memel, lined on the inside with sheet-iron 
and. haying a strong door-frame of wood. The doors to have strong lock and hinges' 
inspection-aperture with movable flap, and also small door with hinged board on it fa 
handing provisions into prisoners. 

Supply of Water. It is intended to erect a large iron cistern over the central corridor 
capable of containing 10,000 gallons of water for the supply of the prison. The supply to 
cistern to be taken from the public mains in street. 1 J 

Bath, Water Closet, $c.— On each story it is intended to have water-closets and lavatories 
conveniently placed in the centre of the building, with an ample supply of water. Baths are 
to be fitted up on the ground-floor in one of the old buildings, adjoining the new ; also a fumi- 
gating-stove and a store-room for clothes, &c. 

Gaslights.—' The new building is to be lighted with gas, each cell to have one light : and a 
sufficient number of lights to be placed in the corridor and other parts of the prison. 

Bells and Gong. Each cell is to have a handle which will communicate, when turned 
with the gong placed in the centre of each row of cells. 

Warming and Ventilating. The cells to be heated by hot water circulating-pipes, placed 
along the floor of the cells. The boilers are fitted up in apartments under the principal floor, 
which will also afford ample accommodation for coals, &c. 

. Each cell is to be provided with ventilating flues, having proper gratings and communica- 
ting with the horizontal air flue immediately under the roof, which discharges into the shafts 
of large chimneys. 

Reception cells are provided on the ground floor, in one of the old buildings, from which the 
prisoners will be taken to a cleansing room, adjoining which is the fumigating-room and 
room for dressing and undressing, from which they can be conducted into the new prison 
through the corridor. ’ 

Laundry. The old laundry is to be considerably enlarged, and divided into compartments, 
for the purpose of separation ; also new mangling, ironing, and drying-rooms are to be 
erected, the entire to accommodate fifty women at washing and ironing. 

Chapel. It is intended to enlarge the chapel to accommodate 200 persons. 

School. A schoolroom will be fitted up on the second story in part of the old building 
which is allowed to remain by removing the old cells, and throwing them into the corridor! 
which will form one spacious apartment. 

The passage into the schoolroom from the gallery of the new building will be easy and 
convenient. J 

The schoolroom will accommodate about fifty persons. 

Sewerage. The main sewer from closets, &c.', will be large and built of stone, fla°ged top 
and bottom, with branch drains of 9 inches x 12 inches fire clay pipes, properly trapped, and 
having at the junction of the drains a man- trap, for the purpose of ascertaining the state of 
the sewer at any time. The main sewer will have an excellent fall, and will discharge into 
the river Badogue, which runs underneath the present building. 

I trust, therefore, that no further delay may be interposed, but that this 
most desirable work may progress, without interruption, to completion. 

The lock-up is attended by the Matron or her Deputy, and frequently 
by both together— gas being supplied in the cells up to S o’clock P.M., in 
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the seasons, when it is required. There is a night patrol performed by 

two Matrons, but the structure of the female prison is very unfavourable 

to supervision. There is also only one tell-tale clock — two at least, placed City of

In consequence of a failure in obtaining the contract for female-wash- 
ing, a considerable diminution has taken place in the means of affording 
employment; but during the present period, in consequence of the very 
extensive alteration of the building above referred to, the suspension of 
this branch of occupation (for it is to be hoped that the withdrawal of the 
contract may prove to be only temporary) is rather a matter of conve- 
nience, than otherwise. In this prison, as in the female departments of 
all other gaols, it is difficult to establish a broad distinction between in- 
dustrial and punitive labour.

When we deduct the large aggregate of lunatics, together with their 
sane attendants, of the sick in hospital, and of those under such brief rules 
of imprisonment, as to render nugatory any attempt to produce tangible 
results by educational training, a comparatively small number remains 
available for profitable attendance, not to speak of those who are engaged 
in indispensable prison duties. The Chaplains visit from time to time, and 
the school is subject to the supervision of the National Board, the Inspec- 
tor of which reports that the teacher is attentive and painstaking, of lair 
acquirements, and of good character ; but that, being only of the third- 
class in rank, her mode of conducting the school is <( middling.

> No complaints were preferred by any of the prisoners as to tlie provi- 
sions, which the Chaplains inspect with regularity, recording their com- 
ments in the approved tabular form. 


Boolcs and Accounts. 

The Local Inspector, the Chaplains, the Medical Officers, and the Go- 
vernor, are duly provided with journals. The boohs prescribed by the 
Court of Queen’s Bench and those recommended by the Inspectors-Generai 
are generally kept with accuracy. The “Dietary Check Book” has not 
hitherto been in use, but is about to be adopted. The “ State of the Pri- 
son at Lockings” is not in the correct form, and is deficient in the record 
of prisoners committed or discharged after lock-up; and the “Visitors 
to Prisoners’ Book " does not contain the names of those (including legal 
advisers) who visit untried prisoners ; but these defects will be remedied 
in future. 

The Inspectors-Generai are not officially the Auditors of the accounts of 
the prisons under their supervision ; but in the course of an inquiry de- 
tailed below, into the defaults of some of the officers in relation to their 
department,^ they were necessarily brought into a knowledge of the mode 
m which it is conducted; and I lament to observe that the system (if such 
a phrase be applicable) of keeping a certain portion of them is slovenly 
irregular, and imperfect, and contrasts very unfavourably with Richmond 
Bridewell. The suggestions, however, for improvement, contained in the 
Report of the City Accountant, will doubtless, enable the Board to place 
this important branch of gaol management upon a satisfactory basis,

Appendix to Forty-second Report of 

General Observations. 

It is with great regret that I discharge the painful duty of reporting 
certain matters, which vitally affect the administration and the discipline 
- of this gaol and the conduct of the officers ; and I avail myself of the prison 
records, as far as they are available, for conveying the facts, upon which I 
’ feel bound to comment. 

In former reports I took occasion, with the entire concurrence of niy 
then and present colleagues, to point out, in language, which I now repeat 
the evils arising from the mode of electing the Board of Superintendence’ 
viz., by lot, as — 

“ I cannot withhold my conviction that it necessarily tends to impair the weight and 
authority of that body, wanting as it is in the stability and continuity which all other 
Boards throughout the kingdom possess. In our county and borough gaols the Grand 
Juries and Councils elect, and uninterruptedly re-elect, persons who are capable of giving 
their constant attendance, and who take a special interest in prison discipline and manage- 
ment ; and thus a government is formed which always contains a certain number of 
members familiar with the whole subject, and , above all, with the character and conduct of 
the officers, and which consequently exercises a paramount and unbroken control. But here 
it frequently happens that a large proportion of the members is derived from those whose 
avocations render it impossible to expect that they shall devote their time and attention to 
a duty which is new to them, and which, thus fortuitously cast upon them, may not recur 
again.” 

The principle here condemned happens, however, to have been pushed 
to extremity in the formation of the existing Board, and to have caused 
an antagonism between them and their immediate predecessors, which is 
subversive of all government, as will appear by the following details. 

The Board appointed for 1863, at the close of their year of office, viz., 
on the 30th of December — 

“Examined the accounts of the Governor of Grangegorman Prison up to the present 
date, and found that a balance of £9 13s. 3d. remained in his hands, which they directed 
him to lodge in bank.” 

“An item of £7 os., the produce of a sale of old rags, on the 18th March, 1863, came 
under consideration, whereupon the Board passed the following order : — 

I 11 -^j- arc h l as t some old stores were sold from the prison. The Storekeeper, Mr. 
Edward Dunne, who sold them, received the amount, £7 os., but gave Mr. Warren, the 
Bookkeeper, only a sum of £3 8s. 6 d., retaining improperly £3 16s. 6c?., the balance, 
belonging to the Board. The Bookkeeper, aware that the balance was thus improperly 
retained, made m the cash-book only a pencil memorandum of the amount paid. The 
Governor never allowed the Board to learn th is state of things; and the Board, only by accident, 
On u ^t 30 i5 D , ec f? ber ’ 1863 ’ discovered the conduct of Mr. Dunne and of Mr. Warren. 

• Board felt it a duty due to themselves to record their grave uneasiness on thus 
acci enta y discovering, at the last hour, that they cannot place implicit confidence in the 
fidelity of the Bookkeeper or the Storekeeper, nor in the strict supervision of the Governor, 
who thus allowed such misconduct to remain unreported to the Board; and that the Governor, 
u/ r. oynnott, am Mr. Dunne, and Mr. Warren, stand suspended, the Local Inspector and 
Mrs. Bawl ins, Head Matron, to make such arrangements as under the circumstances may 
be necessary for the management of the prison.” 


At a subsequent and final meeting, held on the 7th of January, 1864, the 
annexed minute was entered in the Book, ten members being present : —

» The Governor appears to have kept his accounts in a loose and irregular manner, to Dublin 
have allowed entries manifestly false to be made in the books, and to have concealed from Fenvde Pe- 
the Board since March last the retention by the Bookkeeper and Storekeeper of money riitentiary, 
payable to the Board. Under these circumstances we consider the Governor has forfeited Grangegor- 
the confidence of the Board, and that his dismissal is necessary for the maintenance of the man. 
good government of the prison.” 

The jurisdiction of the Board of 1863 having thus completely terminated, 
the Inspectors-G-eneral of Prisons addressed a letter to the Chairman of 
the new Board, calling his attention to the resolution above recited, which 
pointed out the necessity of a full and searching investigation, and sug- 
gesting that the City Accountant, as an experienced officer of the Cor- 
poration, should be employed to furnish a detailed report, “ specifying all 
the instances of default, suppression, misrepresentation, and neglect, as well 
as the several relations of the officers one to another in pecuniary trans - 

a ° l n this interval, also, Mr. Synnott lodged the sum of £ 9 13s. 3d., and Mr. 

Warren that of £7 5s., to the credit of the Board ; while the election of 
the new Board was duly proceeded with, and resulted in the chance com- 
bination of twelve members, only tivo of whom had been connected with 
the former Board — one, moreover, having never been present, nor having 
taken any part in the matters recorded above. 

Another member, however, of the new Board having declined to under- 
take the office, Alderman Campbell, who had served in 1863, consented to 
act in substitution. . A 

The Board for 1864 accordingly assembled for the first time on the 2Uth 
of January, and at once rescinded a part of the proceedings of their prede- 
cessors by the annexed resolution, which was carried by a majority of seven 
to two, the latter having been members of the Board for 1863 : 

ii That after a full and minute investigation of all matters connected with Mr. Synnott's 
conduct as Governor of Grangegorman Prison, we entirely acquit him of any intention to do 
or sanction any improper act-, and although we are of opinion that lie ought to have 
insisted on the immediate payment of the balance of £3 16s. 6d., received for rags, still 
we acquit him from criminal intention. Resolved, therefore, that his suspension be can- 
celled, and that he be restored to his office of Governor of this prison.” 

The value of this resolution may be best measured by the fact, that of 
the seven persons, constituting the majority, who thus at their first meet- 
ing and at a single sitting, undertook to review and pronounce upon the 
whole of Mr. Synnott’s character in relation to his office, one, though he 
had frequently acted on former Boards, had not served for the last six years; 
foi>o had served only once before, but not in 1863, and four never at any 

Mr. Svnnott was then apprized by the Chairman of his restoration, and 
warned “ that his responsible situation required the exercise of due severity 
and strictness, and to avoid the indulgence of mistaken leniency.’ 

At the next meeting, which took place on the 22nd of January, I find 
the following minute and resolutions, and I would call special attention to 
that which deals with the storekeeper, Edward Dunne:— 

“The Board again examined tlie ledgers of Grangegorman Prison, and sent for the 
City Accountant and consulted him upon the advisability of altering the system of keeping 

th( ^Onlered -^ That this Board are of opinion that there is no entry of a false or fraudulent 
nature in the Prison Books of Grangegorman Prison, but they believe that the form and 
method of keeping the books may be materially improved ; and therefore request the City 
Accountant will please examine the Prison Books of the two prisons and report what 
improvements he would suggest in the method of keeping the books. 
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“ Resolved unanimously — That we have carefully examined and inquired into the conduct 
of Edward Dunne, the Storekeeper of Grangegorman Prison in connexion with the transac- 
tion of the 16th March, 1863, regarding the sale of old rags, amounting to £7 5s., and we 
entirely acquit Mm of all blame in this matter , and we consider that his suspension teas totally 
unwarranted by the facts. We, therefore , feel pleasure in cancelling his suspension, and 
in now restoring him to his office of Storekeeper. 

“ Resolved unanimously — That we are of opinion that Benjamin 'Warren is incapable 
of discharging the duties of Bookkeeper of Grangegorman Prison in a satisfactory manner 
and that he should be superannuated on the scale' to which, by his long services, he is legally 
entitled. And we are of opinion that he had no criminal intention in reference to the 
transaction of the sale of old rags on the 16th March, 1 863, as he became personally respon- 
sible for the balance of £3 16s. 6d., which has been since paid. "We are therefore of opinion 
that his suspension should be cancelled, and that he shall be permitted to act as Book- 
keeper until a more competent person shall he appointed.” 

Mr. Connolly, the City Accountant, having, in accordance with the 
foregoing order of the Board, drafted a report upon the improvements 
to be suggested in the mode of keeping the accounts, to which exclusively 
his instructions were limited , my colleague and I, after an interview with 
that gentleman, proceeded to investigate the case involving the retention 
of the sum of £7 5s., as recorded in the order made by the late Board on 
the 30th of December, 1863, and also that of another violation of duty 
on the part of the Governor, which will be discussed below. 

With regard to the first subject of inquiry, we found that the statement 
of facts in the order referred to was substantially correct, except that the 
default in question was brought under the cognizance of the Board by the 
refusal of the Local Inspector to certify the accounts of the Governor, 
in consequence of the entire omission of this sum. 

We ascertained also that the receipt of the sum of £7 5s. was noted 
by the storekeeper, Dunne, in his day-book, but that, although the sale of 
the rags produced the sum of £7 5s. on the 18th of March, no entry bear- 
ing upon it was made in the Bookkeeper’s cash-book for nearly two month 
afterwards, when the following memorandum in 'pencil, and therefore 
ejfaceable, was written by a subordinate officer, M'Dermott, at the instance 
and by the direction of Warren : — 

“ Cash from Mr. Dunne, on account of condemned clothing, £3 8s. 6d. Amount of 
tender for same, and received by Mr. Dunne, £7 5s.” 

No explanation appeared of the balance between the sum of £3 8s. 6d. 
and of <£7 5s., admitted to have been received by Mr. Dunne, the store- 
keeper ; but upon inquiry we discovered that Mr. Dunne had handed £5 
to Mr. Warren, retaining himself , for his own purpose, £2 5s. the property 
of the Board, and that Mr. Warren deducted from the £5, £1 11s. 3d. 
which, he alleged, Mr. Dunne owed him as a private debt, and retained the 
remainder. 

Now, it is to be observed, that the cash-book in question is a running 
account between theGovernor and the Bookkeeper, partaking, however, of a 
private character, and containing entries of various items of personal and 
household expenditure ; while the Storekeeper’s day-book is a mere record 
of the delivery to him of all articles received into the prison, and is not in 
any sense a money account. We ascertained further that the Governor, 
though cognizant of this transaction, and responsible for the immediate 
lodgment of the money to the credit of the Board, neither enforced the 
payment, nor withheld the amounts, (thus misappropriated by Warren and 
Dunne), from their salaries, which were paid through his hands every month 
from March down to January ; that he never took any note of the matter 
in his journal, nor caused it to be entered in any other prison book kept 
by him or under his supervision, nor brought it under the notice of the 
Board ; that the whole accounts of both prisons, which are kept in Rich- 
mond Bridewell, were examined and certified by the auditors of the Board 
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on tlie 16th December, with the exception of the accounts and moneys for Ddblin 
which Mr. Synnott was answerable ; that although stringent orders had ^ — 
been issued, and the auditors had urgently remonstrated, and although, City of 
as afterwards appeared, the total did not amount to £70, Mr. Synnott 
continued to disobey and evade their orders ; so that when the Board nitent i ar y ? 
assembled for their last meeting, at the very close of the year , viz., on the Grangegor- 
30 th December , the accounts were still withheld ; that upon a final man. 
direction that they should be furnished before the rising of the Board, he 
produced them, but entirely sippressed this item of £7 5s., for which he 
was distinctly, and upon his own admission , liable ; these several, facts 
necessarily leading us to the conclusion that, if the Local Inspector had not 
produced the document, which revealed this most culpable omission, both 
the retiring and incoming Boards would, as far as it rested with Messrs. 

Synnott, Warren, and Dunne, have been allowed to remain in ignorance of 
the detention and misapplication of the public funds. 

Thus we see that the very temperate and proper course of action (a 
course which appears to us to have been imperatively called for), adopted 
by the former Board as to the suspension of the officers involved in this 
breach of trust, was in the face of these glaring facts, and of the subjoined 
by-laws, affecting the Governor, condemned by their successors, who 
restored all three ; and in the case of Edward Dunne, who had been 
the first to intercept a portion of the public moneys which had reached 
his hands solely in his official capacity, specially exonerated him from all 
blame in the matter, declaring that his suspension was totally unwarrantable , 
and expressing pleasure in reinstating him. 

“ By-laws Affecting the Governor. 

“ Rule 7— All the registries and other books in the public office shall be under his charge, 
and he shall he held responsible for the correctness of all the entries therein , and for all 
the accounts connected with the expenditure of the prison , and with the employment of the 
prisoners. 

“ Rule 8. — He shall be responsible for the due performance of the duties of all the male 
officers under him : shall strictly observe their conduct , and shall repoi't to the Local Inspector , 
and, if necessary , to the Board of Superintendence , any neglect of duty , misconduct , br viola- 
tion of rules, which may come to his knowledge." 

While such views as to the conduct of the officers in the administration 
of the prison are deliberately embodied in a resolution, it is idle to expect 
that the subordinates should look up with respect or attach any weight 
to the governing body, liable moreover as it is to such an entire change, 
as to produce a sudden conflict of opinions, and reversal of decisions. Nor 
is this the only evil. 

The present constitution of that body, as we have seen above, prevents 
the existence of a continuous knowledge of the character and the efficiency 
of the officers, and consequently every successive Board, upon its formation, 
begins to deal with these matters, as if de novo, being ignorant of, or not 
taking the trouble of becoming acquainted with the several antecedents, 
so that each case, as it arises, is considered apart on its own merits without 
regard to perhaps a long list of former shortcomings, irregularities, and 
even grave derelictions of duty. 

Thus, for instance, the second matter alluded to above, as having been 
investigated by my colleague and myself, proved to be as follows: — • 

At the end of last November a charge, to which I shall not more par- 
ticularly advert, was brought against one of the superior male officers of 
the gaol, before a divisional magistrate, who sent the case for trial at the 
Commission, but accepted bail. Under these circumstances, the Local 
Inspector, as he was bound to do, ordered by letter the Governor to 
suspend the accused forthwith, which order Mr. Synnott disobeyed , in direct 
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contravention to the subjoined by-law, as will be seen by his own entry 
in the Record-book of the Board : — J 

“ December 2nd.— It- is with deep regret that I am obliged to inform the Board that a 
charge of the most heinous character has been preferred against one of the officers of this 
prison, and for which he has been sent for trial. I on Saturday last received an official 
notification from the Local Inspector on this matter. I have given the case my most mature 
consideration, and in consequence of the early meeting of the Board 1 have refrained from 
talcing any step m the matter , more particularly feeling that any act of mine might prejudge 
the case . 

“ T. L. Synnott.” 

. “ By-Law. 

“ The Local Inspector is the principal oliicer of the prison ; he is, therefore, to be obeyed 
as such by the Governor and other officers, except so far as his orders may appear to 
endanger the safe custody of prisoners, or be contrary to the established regulations, in which 
case, the enforcement of such orders is to be suspended by the Governor until the case 
can be submitted to the Board of Superintendence.” 

Now, as no such exceptions as those stated in the by-law arose in this 
case, Mr. Synnott had no option, and no subject for “ mature consider- 
ation but his duty was clear and peremptory to carry out the order, his 
fulfilment of which would not be construed into the expression of any 
opinion upon the truth of the charge ; and I cannot but consider that the 
putting forward this plea, was an act of folly and presumption, and a 
great aggravation of his disobedience. But, upon examining his journal 
and upon his own admission, we found that the statement made in his 
report to the Board, “ that he had refrained from talcing any steps in the 
matter, was not the truth ; for he had sent for the accused, and though 
lie did not. suspend him officially, lie told him privately to absent himself 
irom the prison, but did not give him formal leave of absence, thus adding 
another violation of discipline to his disobedience. We further ascer- 
tained, that Mr. Synnott was under pecuniary obligations to the officer so 
inculpated, and was thus placed in a relative position incompatible with an 
impartial, strict, and fearless execution of duty towards his subordinate, 
llie Board upon meeting, as a matter of course, made an immediate order 
tor suspension, which remained in force until the resignation of the officer 
in question after the Commission ; for although the bills against him were 
ignored by the Grand Jury, the offence of intoxication at the time, when 
the charge was preferred, having been admitted, he requested permission 
to resign, which was accorded. 

throughout both these transactions, as on former occasions, Mr. Synnott 
appears to have acted, without a sense of duty and a proper perception of 
Ins official responsibilities. The latter offence, which was very inade- 
quately dealt with on the part of the late Board by a slight reprimand— 
(they having acted thus, as I have been informed by some of its mem- 
bers, in ignorance of the by-law, and in the belief' that the Governor 
possessed a discretionary power)— was probably unknown to, and, at all 
events, was unnoticed by the present Board, when considering, to adopt 
their own phrase, “all matters connected with Mr. Synnott’s conduct as 
Grovernor, as were also the cumulative instances of former irregularities 

i “ tlo ns, wlji ch were recorded in the Reports for the years 1859 
and 18.61, but especially the latter. 

Again, it is to be remembered, that the accounts of the barrack washing, 
constituting the largest source of remuneration derived from prison labour, 
were confided originally to Mr. Synnott, but, owing to the delay and 
difficulty experienced m obtaining his accounts, and the lodgment of the 
moneys received by him, his arrears sometimes extending to more than a 
twelvemonth, the whole control was withdrawn from him, and transferred 
to the Head Matron, leaving in his hands only the keeping of accounts for 
incidental expenses, and such occasional sales, &c., as that which has given 
rise to this painful disclosure. 6 
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Another result, however, and a most important one, of his laches, and j-^ s u r ^ck 
disregard of the orders of the Board, as to submitting his last accounts, _ — 

has arisen — viz., the inability of the outgoing Board to complete and 
agree to their Report before the expiration of their year of office, at the Fcm ^i‘f Fe _ 
very close of which this gross dereliction of duty came to their know- niientiu ry, 
ledge, too late for a full investigation. The members of the Board for Grauyegor- 
1863, to whom the final preparation of the Report had been delegated, man ' 
were about to fulfil their task, when I received, while these sheets were 
passing through type, an official communication from one of that body, 
apprizing me that an attempt was being made to intimidate the Board 
from publishing a Report, by means of allegations — 

That “they would act illegally in publishing a. Report after the expi- 
ration of their year of office, and might thereby subject themselves to pro- 
ceedings at law and stating, moreover, that some of the members had 
consequently expressed their unwillingness to take further action in the 
matter, from fear of exposing themselves to litigation. Upon receipt of 
this letter, feeling that it gave rise to very grave doubts, I forthwith 
submitted, for the consideration of the Law Officers of the Crown, two 
queries, copies of which, together with the opinions thereon, I subjoin : 


First Query. 

“Is the word ‘their’ in the subjoined 
portion of the fifty-first section of the 12th 
and 13th Victoria, cap. 97, ‘ And the said 
‘ Council shall and are hereby required to lay 
‘ a copy of their half-yearly reports before 
1 the Judges of the Court of Queen’s Bench 
1 at the Trinity and Hilary terms in every 
1 year,’ to be taken as applying to the Board, 
and to be mandatory upon them to prepare 
such reports for the Council, or is such re- 
quirement valid only in the Bye-Law No. 
19.” 

19. — “ They shall, at the close of their 
“ year of office, report to the Municipal 
“Council upon the state of the prisons, and 
“ of such repairs, additions, or alterations, 
“ as shall have been made, or may be re- 
“ quired, or of any abuse which they may 
“ have observed relative to the conduct of 
“ the officers, the management of the pri- 
“ son, or general state of the prisoners, as 
“ to health, morals, discipline, improve- 
“ ments, employment, hard labour, earn- 
“ ings, and observance of Rules ; and they 
“ shall, at the same time, render an account 
“ of the expenditure of each prison, duly 
“ audited and certified by a Committee of 
“ the Board appointed each year for that 
“ purpose.” 


“We think that the word ‘ their ’ in the 
section referred to must apply to the Board 
of Superintendence ; but we think it is not 
mandatory on the Board of Superintendence 
to make half-yearly reports ; there is a man- 
ifest inaccuracy in the framing of the section 
in. this respect, having regard to the enact- 
ment therein contained, viz., that the Board 
was to be elected annually ; and looking to 
the Bye-law mentioned the fair result is, 
that one report only in the year need be 
made.’ 


Second Query. 

“Can the Board appointed for 1863 
legally adopt and deliver a Report for that 
year, which report was not drawn up and 
agreed to until after the determination of 
their own period of office, and after the 
complete appointment of the present Board 
for 1861.” 


“ We think that the Board of Superin- 
tendence for any year has no power or 
authority to make or adopt any report after 
its term of office has expired , and the ap- 
pointment of its successor. 

“We are of opinion that the. Board as 
such ceases to exist in the events which have 
been mentioned, and that no power of sub- 
sequently reporting can be implied. The 
Report must be the act of the Board whilst 
in office.

Thus, in the principal and most important functions which attach to his F ^ l f Pe _ 
office — namely, in correct financial supervision, in faithfully reporting all 
irregularities to the ruling body, and in strict fulfilment of discipline, in all Grangcgor:- 
the departments, whether by himself or his subordinates, Mr. Synnott has man. 
shown a lamentable deficiency, and has proved his unfitness for a posi- 
tion of high trust, after many years of unavailing experience ; and I 
regret to be constrained to add, that such is his normal inaccuracy of 
mind (to use no harsher phrase) that it is impossible to place reliance 
on his statements, if unsupported. It may be, perhaps, beyond the 
province of the Inspectors-General to dwell on the impolicy ot confiding 
to such a system of administration the large expenditure of the city 
gaols ; but it is their paramount duty to point out and condemn the 
mcompetence or unfitness, from any other cause, of the officers to maintain 
due discipline in this prison, particularly at this moment, when the Council, 
with a provident liberality, has voted a large sum for placing the whole 
building in a condition to give effect to the most improved form of it, and 
also by virtue of the powers placed in their hands under the 3rd section 
of the 6th and 7th Wm. IY., c. 51, to state their opinion as to the neces- 
sary “ establishment,” which appears to them to exceed the indispensable 
requirements. The position of Governor in this gaol is a somewhat 
anomalous one, as the office was created solely in order to avoid a conflict 
with the first rule annexed to the 109th section of the Prisons Act, viz., 

“ That it shall not he lawful for any woman to he the keeper of any prison ,” 
the whole practical supervision and management of the prisoners, and of 
the profits of their labour, being vested in the Head Matron — a very able, 
experienced, and thoroughly trustworthy officer, who, moreover, adjudicates 
all punishments, the action of the Governor being limited to affixing his 
initials as an evidence of approval. It appears, however, that such an 
appointment was not necessary, inasmuch as Grangegorman may be con- 
sidered to be merely the female side of Richmond Bridewell, both institu- 
tions being under the jurisdiction of one Board, and under the superinten- 
dence of one Local Inspector, and the accounts of both being kept at 
Richmond. It would therefore be more advantageous, in point of discipline 
and of economy, to extend the authority of the Governor of Richmond 
over Grangegorman ; for even, if the duties, which the Governor of the 
latter is bound to perform, were discharged with vigour, punctuality, and 
strietuess, they could not occupy a fourth part of the time, which is 
demanded daily in the case of the Governors of other gaols, whose salaries 
are of the same or of a lesser amount. 

Bor the purpose of protecting the female officers, of quelling any outbreak, 
and of guarding the prison, a certain proportion of male officers would be, 
of course, indispensable, over whom a responsible chief of the same sex 
should be placed, and armed with authority to enforce discipline among 
them while at the same time he might be invested with the functions of 
Steward, Storekeeper, and Deputy-Governor, in order that, in the unavoid- 
able absence or illness of the Governor, he might exercise the powers 
referred to above in regard of the punishments. The other duties which 
now devolve on male officers, such as attending the courts with prisoners, 
and keeping the registries, might be discharged, at much lower salaries and 
with more efficiency, by females, who would possess a greater familiarity 
with the character and antecedents of re-committed prisoners, among 
whom they would circulate daily throughout the interior of the gaol, 
from which, of course, the males of the rank referred to are excluded; 
and in support of this opinion, we would cite the instance of the Demale 
Convict Prison at Mountjoy, in which all these branches of management 
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are conducted, with great correctness, to the entire satisfaction of the 
Directors, by highly educated officers of this sex. 

Having offered these observations upon the re-casting of the staff I 
proceed to deal with a plan for bettering the constitution of the Board 
which has already been sanctioned by the Council, some of the objections 
detailed above having forced attention to this vital subject : 

aPPOint!nS the B ° ard ° f of City 

the six Justices of the Peace on the outgoing Board two shall he selected 
either by lotting or ballot, by the outgoing Board, at the last meeting in December 
previous, and shall be recommended to the Council for approval as members of the 
incoming Board. c 

2nd— From the Justices of the Peace being members of the Municipal Council , but 
who have not been members of the outgoing Board, four shall be drawn by lottina 
by the Council ( according to the present system), and shall be members of the 
incoming Board. 

“3rd— From the six members of the outgoing Board, who are not Justices of the Peace 
two shall be selected either by lotting or by ballot by the outgoing Board at its 
last meeting in December previous, and shall be recommended to “the Council for 
approval as members of the incoming Board. 

“4th —From the members of the Council who are not Justices of the Peace and who 
have not been members of the outgoing Board, four shall be drawn by lottina bv 
the Council (according to the present system), and shall he members of the in 
coming Board. 

“ Provided always that the name of no member shall be placed for drawing bv lotting 
by the Council, who shall not, either by verbal or written notice to the Town Clerk 
previous to the drawing, signify his willingness to act, if drawn upon the incoming Board.’’’ 

I regret to state that, in the opinion of my colleague and myself this 
proposition would not only fail to redress the present evils, but would 
probably tend to perpetuate them, for it takes, as the permanent basis of 
all future Boards, the existing Board, which, in addition to the objection 
that it contains an unusually large proportion of inexperienced members 
happens further by a singular casualty to consist of twelve persons, eleven 
of whom profess the same religious creed, and all of whom hold t tie same 
political bias. Thus, under the machinery suggested in paragraphs 1 and 
i, with regard to the magisterial and nou-magisterial members whether 
the proceeding be by lot or ballot, one-third of the whole body must inevi- 
tably be persons of the same political tendencies ; while with regard to 
the remaining two-thirds, as there prevails already in the Council a pre- 
ponderant number entertaining these opinions, it is scarcely conceivable 
either in the doctrine of chance or of selection, that any other result would 
be arrived at than an overwhelming majority, which would wholly nullify 
and leave virtually unrepresented the minority. It is right, moreover 
m dealing with this matter, to urge the consideration, that the appoint- 
ment of the intern officers of the city prisons is by law vested in the 
Lord Lieutenant, and that each Viceroy, temporarily only, and during 
his own tenure of office (reserving, however, the power of resumption) 
places the nomination in the hands of the Board, as acting on behalf not 
of a particular section, but of the citizens at large. We would further 
add, that for the reasons before assigned, viz., in order to ensure an ac- 
quaintance with the principles of prison discipline, with the statutes and 
by-laws, and with the previous personal character and competence of the 
officers, as well as to provide against unseemly collisions, to the subver- 
sion of all authority, a different basis, and a much larger proportion of the 
members remaining in office should be taken. We trust, therefore that 
the Council may be induced to reconsider their decision, and to adopt such 
measures as will guarantee a fairer representation, and a more efficient 
and self-consistent administration ; and we venture to throw out that pro- 
bably the best mode of attaining this object would be to form in the first 
instance, by special selection, the Board, which is to be the foundation of 
all succeeding bodies.

Allowances to Resident Officers. 

The Marshal receives. 3 tons of coals yearly, for his office. The Deputy 
Marshal receives 10 tons for his own use. The store-keeper in charge 
of the pauper department, the matron, and the watchman (for the guard- 
room), receive each 5 tons yearly ; 5 tons are also allowed for the hatch- 
man’s sleeping-room. There is a further allowance of 1^-lbs. of candles 
weekly, during the winter half-year, and % lb. in the summer half-year 
to the resident hatchman.

In the upper yard there are thirty-seven rooms, three of which are 
occupied by the store-keeper, who resides in the prison, and one (which 
is furnished by the Government) by the messenger j one is appropriated 
as a temporary common hall, in which there are no prisoners placed at 
present ; one of the lower rooms has been fitted up as a kitchen, and is 
appropriated to the prison servants. Two rooms are occupied by prisoners 
under remand, who pay no rent ; and fifteen by prisoners paying the 
Government rent of 2s. 6d. per week each ; fourteen rooms being thus left 
vacant, and available for first-class debtors, six of which are small inner 
rooms, accessible only through the outer rooms. Fifteen of the prisoners 
in this yard are provided with furniture and attendance, which are sup- 
plied by Government, and for which they pay 5s. 6d. per week each ; there 
are sixteen rooms in this yard furnished, but the guard-room occupied by 
the watchman at night is not included in the above number. 

In the lower yard there are four common hall rooms, two of which are 
furnished by the Government, and contain four beds each — one of these 
rooms is at present unoccupied j in the other there are three male pri- 
soners, paying 4s. per week each for furniture and attendance ■ one room 
is occupied by two male prisoners, who provide their own furniture, 
and one is set apart as a visiting room for females to pauper prisoners. 

The pauper building consists of six rooms, one of which is allocated as 
a store-room for this department ; one has been fitted up as a kitchen ; 
the remainder are furnished to accommodate six males each ; there are 
at present seventeen male prisoners in the four rooms.

pauper prisoners, and the remainder are vacant. 


MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 

42, Fitzwilliam-square, October 8, 1 863. 

Since my last report was sent in, the health of the prisoners has been very good; 
no epidemic has shown itself, and only one death has occurred. The death was 
that of an old man, aged about 80 years, who was sent into prison labouring under 
chronic bronchitis, and cardiac asthma. lie lived eight months, and during that 
time recovered his health in a great degree, but was then seized with apoplexy, of 
which he died. There is always a large number of the prisoners requiring medical 
.care, but their diseases are brought in with them, and are generally cured or greatly 
relieved during their confinement — very few cases of sickness commence in the 
prison. Many of the persons committed to the marshalsea are, at the time of 
their committal, labouring under chronic diseases, or have constitutions broken by 
old age, irregular habits, reverses of fortune, or such like causes. It is frequently 
necessary to allow these persons some extra diet, but this is done with much cau- 
tion, very sparingly, and for the shortest time possible.

Government Allowances to Pauper Prisoners. 

Each pauper prisoner receives for breakfast -|lb. of meal for stirabout, 
and lib. of best quality bread for dinner, together with 1| pint of new 
milk daily. 11b. of best white bread in lieu of stirabout, if the Doctor 
should order it. 

The above dietary has now been fully established for a. considerable 
period, and is observed as strictly as is consistent with its infringe- 
ment by the issue of extra diet, under the authority of the Medical 
Officer, and by the irregular contributions of the master debtors, who, 
in consequence of the structural defects of the prison, have unrestrained 
access to the paupers. These defects as well as others, which have fre- 
quently been noticed in former reports, in relation to the want of proper 
separation of the sexes to the privies, the baths, the punishment cells, 
the racket-court, and the hospital, are irremediable, except by an entire 
rebuilding of the prison ; a measure not advisable in the present uncer- 
tain position of the law in this country, as public opinion calls loudly 
for an assimilation to that of the other portions of the United Kingdom. 
The repairs of the marshalsea is, on the whole, satisfactory, and the supply 
of bedding, clothing, and furniture, is generally adequate. The racket- 
court, however, requires to be fitted with wire netting, the wall of the 
back yard to be coped, the boiler of the kitchen allocated to paupers to 
be repaired, as well as the covers of the pumps, and the hospital to be 
provided with additional towels, utensils, basins, and footpans. 

A pauper prisoner, T. F., contrived to effect his escape in the dusk of 
the evening, in the month of September last, by passing along the top of 
one of the walls of the racket-court. The case was immediately investi- 
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gated by tbe Local Inspector, wlio came to the conclusion, that no blame 
could possibly be attached to any of the officers, as the difficulty and 
the danger attending such an attempt in that particular quarter, precluded 
all expectation of a successful result. Instructions were consequently 
immediately given to the architect of the Board of Works to make an 
adequate provision of means of security, and orders were issued, that hence- 
forth the door leading from the upper yard to the locality in question shall 
be closed at sunset. 

A revision of the rules and regulations is at present under considera- 
tion, in order to clear up certain doubts and obscurities, and to strengthen 
the superior officers in the enforcement of discipline, which is constantly 
exposed to infraction, by the surreptitious introduction of spirituous, 
and other liquors. The above schedule, which shows that in the course 
of nine months no less than thirty-four males and three females were ex- 
cluded, for endeavouring to smuggle in this article of prohibition, the chief, I 
might almost add the sole source of all the quarrels and disturbancesarising 
within the walls, attests the necessity for the maintenance of the most 
constant vigilance, and for the most trustworthy execution of the duty of 
searching on the part of the subordinate officers of both sexes. My 
colleague, in a note annexed to his last report, alluded to the consequence 
of the neglect of this duty, which inter alia led to the dismissal of cer- 
tain officers, a measure which already has told with salutary effect upon 
the staff, and which, in the event of any similar dereliction, it is the firm 
determination of the Inspectors to recommend again, wholly unaffected 
by audacious and unscrupulous attempts to deter them, by the institution 
of frivolous and vexatious legal proceedings, from the rightful exercise of 
their authority.
